SAN  ANTONIO,  Texas,  Feb.  11.— 
Advices  received  here  today  state  that 
the  Mexcan  federal  troops  have  suf- 
fered severe  defeat  in  Mulato,  where  a 
battle  raged  for  J6  hours. 

According  to  this  message  the  rebel 
force  lost  but  two  men,  while  the  fed- 
eral losses  are  described  as  numerous, 
nnd  many  of  the  dead  soldiers  were 
left  lying  on  the  field.  The  federals 
outnumbered  the  rebels.  Officers  who 
are  familiar  with  that  section  believe 
the  federals  were  caught  in  a  pocket, 
and  hemmed  in  by  the  enemy.  At  last 
accounts  the  Mexican  troopB  were  re- 
treating rapidly*- 

Presidlo,  Texas,  is  th«  nearest  Am- 
erican town  to  Mulato,  and  advices 
were  received  by  way  of  that  place. 
The  despatches  are  vague,  and  it  is 
believed  they  refer  to  a  continuation 
of  the  fight  reported  on  Wednesday. 
Tre  federals  are  aald  to  have  number- 
ed 300.  and  the  rebels  200. 

Federal  Report  Differs 

MEXICO,  CITY,  Feb.  11.— A  special 
t  oEl  Diorlo  from  El  Past,  contains 
news  of  an  encounter  between  the 
forces  of  General  Luque  and  Jnsur- 
reotos  under  Toriblo  Ortego  and  Emillo 
Salgado,  In  Cerro  Mulato,  without  giv- 
ing the  date  of  the  occurrence,  in  which 
eight  federals  were  killed.  The  rebel 
losses  were  unknown.  The  federals 
were  said  to  have  been  825  strong,  and 
the  rebels  200.  The  rebelis  were  en- 
trenched in  Irrigation  ditches  along  the 
Rio  Grande.  The  rebels  were  routed, 
according  to  the'  dispatch,  after  mak- 
ing stubborn  resistance. 

8ltustien  at  Juarez 

EL  PASO,  Texas,  Feb.  11.— The  Jefe 
politico,  or  mayor,  of  Juarez,  Bald  to- 
day that  he  expected  General  Navarro 
to  enter  the  town  across  the  river  to- 
morrow. He  issued  orders  that  pre- 
parations be  made  for  a  public  de- 
monstration. Aside  from  the  mayor's 
statement,  there  is  nothing  to  confirm 
the  report.  Navarro  Is  believed  by  the 
lnsurrlectoB  to  be  proceeding  by  train,  i 
They  blew  up  a  bridge  on  the  Mexican  | 
Central'  eight  miles  south  of  Juarez 
last  night.  If  Orozco  intends  to  con- 
test the  road,  which  is  believed  to  be 
improbable,  the  fight  probably  would 
occur  near  the  wrecked  bridge. 

Members  of  the  Junta  are  not  pre- 
pared today  to  state  that  Orozco  was 
in  a  position  to  fight. 

Provisional  Secretary  of  State  Hern- 
andez asserted  that  Orozco  brought  ex- 
actly 387  men  with  him  to  Juarez,  and 
that  during  the  last  week  he  had  ad- 
mitted a  hundred  armed  recruits.  Many 
others  offered  themselves,  he  said,  but 
as  they  brought  no  rifles  they  were 
denied  enlistment.  He  added  that 
General  Manuel  Casillas,  who  arrived 
on  Thursday,  brought  only  60  men, 
leaving  the  bulk  of  his  force,  number- 
ing 120,  at  Galanea.  He  came  north  to 
Join  in  the  council  of  war  held  yester- 
day, at  which  a  board  of  strategy  was 


appointed.  Orosco  and  the  other  lead- 
ers are  subject  to  the  crders  of  the 
board,  according  to  the  agreement 
•ijjnied. 

"  Casillas  and  Castula  Herrar.  the  lat- 
ter on  recruiting  duty,  visited  insur- 
recto  headquarters  today.  Casillas 
said  that  his  attack  on  Galanea  a  week 
ago  was  a  surprise  to  the  federals,  who 
were  of  About  his  own '  number.  He 
claims  to  have  taken  seventy  prisoners 
there  with  little  bloodshed.  General 
Blanco,  he  said,  with  400  men,  joined 
him  there,  but  later  returned  to  Casas 
Grandes  to  replenish  his  ammunition 
supply.  He  expressed  the  opinion, 
without  affirming  It,  that  the  non-ar- 
rival of  the  ammunition  was  delaying 
Blanco. 

The  usual  reports  of  heavy  fighting 
with  Navarro  were  ourrent  today 
without  a  shadow  of  confirmation, 
and  with  every  reason  to  disbelieve 
them. 

Aeroplane  Observations. 

Rene  Simon,  the  French  aviator  on 
scouting  flight  into  Mexico,  failed  to- 
day to  locate  Pasqual  Orosco,  the  ln- 
eur recto  leader  and  his  army. 

Simon,  in  his  Bleriot  monoplane, 
flew  over  the  scene  of  last  Tuesday's 
engagement  and  then,  striking  off 
out  over  the  foothills,  made,  a  big 
circle,  taking  in  a  radius  of  ten  miles 
or  more,  flying  at  a  comparatively- 
low  altitude.  He  was  seen  to  turn  out 
of  his  course  several  times,  and  it  was

Mr,  John  Redmond  Makes  Def- 
inite Statement  that  He  Fully 
Accepts  Principle  of  Home 
Rule  All  Around 


QUITE  CONSISTENT 

WITH    PARNELL   PLAN 


Makes  Proviso  that  Home  Rule 
for  Ireland  must  not  wait  on 
Other  Parts  of  United  King- 
dom 


LONDON,  Feb.  11. — After  much  beat- 
ing about  the  bush  and  a  denial  tele- 
graphed from  the  United  Statois  that  he 
favored  "Home  Rule  All  Round,''  an 
issue  which  figured  prominently  in  Brit- 
ish politics  just  before  the  last  eledllon. 
;Mr.  John  Redmond,  the  leader  of  the 
Irish  Nationalist  party,  on  whoso  good 
will  the  Liberal  government  H  at  prfeH- 
ent  dependent,  has  come  out  with  u 
declaration  setting  the  seal  of  his  ap- 
proval on  the  federal  scheme. 

In  a  statement  to  the  press  he  says: 
'Ireland's  demand  la  for  full  leglHlative 
and  executive  control  of  all  puraly  Irish 
affairs,  subject  to  the  supreme  authority 
of  the  Imperial  parliament.  The  statute 
constituting  the  new  Irish  parliament 
must  settle  the  question  of  what  are 
purely  Irish  affairs.  Therefore  that  ques- 
tion rests  In  the  hands  of  the  present 
Imperial  parliament.  The  retention  of 
Irish  members  in  the  Imperial  parlia- 
ment, and  what  the  number  of  them 
should  be  retained,  must  also  of  course 
be  settled  by  the  Imperial  statute.  When 
awdi  an  Irish  parliament  as  I  have  indi- 
cated has  been  created,  it  will  be  there, 
a  ready-made  portion  of  any  federal  sys- 
tem that  Oreat  Britain  may  create  In 
the  future.',' 

Mr.  Redirfond  replies  fully  to  two 
points  In  the  recent  controversy: 

1.  That  the  Idea  of  federalism  as  a 
solution  of  the  Irish  question  Is  new; 
and 

2.  That  Parnefllte  home  rule,  as  it  is 
called,  is  inconsistent  with  federalism — 
is  in  fact.  Its  antithesis,  and  means,  in 
its  motive  and  necessary  effect,  separ- 
ation. 

In  disproof  of  both  theso  statements, 
Mr.  Redmond  gives  a  rapid  sketch  of 
the  different  phases  which  home  rule 
took  on,  and  quotes  O'Connell  to  show 
that  evea  when  repeal  of  the  union  was 
the  Irish  policy,  he  was  asked  to  con- 
sider federalism  &*  an  alternative,  and 
that  though  he  ultimately  chose  repeal  of 
the  union  as  the  more  practical  policy  of 
the  two,  he  admitted  the  merits  of  fed- 
eralism. Mr.  Redmond  then  goes  on  to 
deal  with  Isaac  Butt's  definite  abandon- 
ment of  repeal  of  the  onion  and  definite 
acceptance  of  the  federal  scheme  in- 
stead, and  passes  to  Farnell's  clear  and 
full  acceptance  of  the  federal  scheme, 
quoting  in  support  an  interview  with 
Parnell,  a  speech  on  the  home  rule  bill 
of  1886  and  his  letter  to  Mr.  Cecil 
Rhodes  when  accepting  Mr.  Rhodes'  sub- 
scription of  1250,000.  The  summing-up 
Is  that  the  federal  idea  dates  from  1832, 
and  is  quite  consistent  with  every  de- 
mand put  forward  by  Parnell  and  his 
succesors. 

Mr.  Redmond  makes  a  proviso  that 
Ireland  should  not  be  asked  to  post- 
pone her  claim  until  England,  Scotland 
and  Wales  were  ready  to  enter  into  the 
arrangement. 

"For  Ireland,"  he  says,  "It  is  a  mut- 
ter of  life  and  death." 

Subject  to  this  contention,  he  declares 
they  have  no  objection  whatever  to  what 
Is   called   federalism.

Wants  Direct  Vote  for  Senators 
and  Abolition  of  Electoral 
College— Also  in  Favor  of 
Reciprocity 


GRAND  RAPIDS.  M|Ch-.  Feb.  11.— 
The  election  of  United  States  senators 
by  direct  vot*  of  the  people  Is  favored 
by  Former  President  Theodore  Roose- 
velt. He  believes  the  constitution  should 
be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  popular 
election.  In  a  Lincoln  Dsy  speech  here 
tonight  Colonel  Roosevelt  came  out 
squarely  for  the  amendment. 

"One  of  the  progressive  policies  upon 
which  I  think  the  great  majority  of 
progressives  are  agreed  Is  that  United 
States  senators  should  be  elected  by 
popular  vote."  said  Colonel  Roosevelt. 
"The  constitution  should,  in  my  judg- 
ment, be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for 
thlB." 

Asserting  that  the  present  method  of 
electing  senators  was  a  renc  of  olden 
times  and  should  be  remedied,  the  col- 
one!  also  declared  himself  in  favor  of 
abolishing  the  electoral  college  In  the 
election  ot  presidents,  nut,  whit*  tie  be- 
lieved In  the  election  of  senators  *y  di- 
rect vote,  he  did  not  favor  any  policy 
which  would  take  away  from  the  federal 
government,  "any  particle  of  the  control 
which  it  now  has  no  regards  the  elec- 
tion of  senators.'*

WASHINGTON.  Feb.  11—  The  Mc- 
Call bill,  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Canadian  reciprocity  agreement,  was 
reported  to  the  House  this  afternoon  by 
Mr.  McCall,  of  Massachusetts,  anting 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  Ways 
and    Means.

A. — The  stuff  conies  over  on  boats, 
usually  the  Blue  Funnel  line.  They 
take  it  to  the  other  side  and  if  they 
cronot  dispose  of  it  there  they  get 
rid  of  it  here.

Q.— -That  is  a  pretty  substantial  ru- 
mor, according  to  the  opportunities 
they   have.

He  said  "Before  I 
go  on  the  witness  stand  I  think  it  is 
nothing  but  right  that  Mr.  Smith 
should  give  me  the  name  of  the  man 
from  whom  he  got   his  Information. 

Mr.    Commissioner— Mr.    Smith  could 
be   recalled   and   cross-examined.

A. — I   cannot   tell   you?

The  Commissioner — I  am  afraid, 
Mr.  McNaughton,  I  have  not  the  pow- 
er to  force  Mr.  Smith  to  give  infor- 
mation if  he  does  not  want  to.

A.— I  may  say  in  answer  it  was  not. 
I  have  no  interest  in  this  matter.  It 
all  arose  out  of  a  little  conversation 
with  Gordon  Grant.  I  am  not  mak- 
ing any  charges  against  Mr.  Mc- 
Naughton or  anyone  -else, 
anxious  to  appear  before 
mission. 

Mr.  Commissioner,  to  Mr 
ton.— Mr.  Gordon  Grant  gave  his  name 
in  Vancouver  and  gave  information 
and  then   we  subpoened  him. 

Mr.  McNaughton. — How  long  since 
have  you  heard  that  I  was  connected, 
with    this? 

A.— Since  1908. 

q. — After    I    returned    from    Japan? 

A. — You  came  back  on  one  of  the 
steamers— I  forgot  which  one— and  I 
was   told  of   the  affair  at  the  time. 

q. — Ybu    were    looking   for   news? 

A. — As  I  said  yesterday,  ,1  could  not 
get  the  details  in  such  shape  as  to 
make  a   newspaper  story. 

D.  G.  McNaughton,  being  duly  sworn, 
said;  he  was  partly  engaged  in  pri- 
vate detective  work  and  partly  in 
other  matters.  He  .had  made  three 
trips  to  China.  He  had  not  repre- 
sented himself  as  having  gone  as  a 
Government  detective.  He  had  done 
some  work  for  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment here,  not  in  the  Orient,  however. 

Mr.  McCrossan. — What  was  your 
mission  in  China? 

A. — Well,  my  mission  there,  was  on 
private  detective  work  which  was  en- 
tirely foreign  to  any  matter  con- 
nected with  the  investigations'  of  this 
commission. 

Q—  it  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
Chinese? 

A. — Nothing    at    all. 

q._    How    long    were    you    in    Hong 

Kong? 

A.— On  the  first  trip  about  ten  days. 

q. — What    year    was    that? 

A.— 1908. 

Q.   -And    twice    since    then? 

A— Yes. 

Mr.  Commissioner-  In  connection 
with   the  same  matter? 

A. —No.  the  first  trip  I  made  was 
on  a  different  matter,  but  in  a  meas- 
ure   connected     with    the    same    thing. 

Q. --Something  that  was  not  con- 
nected   with    the    Chinese' 

A.—No  sir.  I  don't  mind  telling  you 
that  it  was  in  connection  with  trans- 
portation companies  that  I  went  over 
there. 

Mr.  Commissioner.— Was  it  In  con- 
nection with  steamers  running  from 
here? 

A.—No   sir. 

q—  How  did  that  remark  get  about 
about  your  belli*  connected  with  this 
scheme? 

A. — 1  have  tried  to  find  out. 

Q.— -You  have  heard  about  it  ion* 
before  this   commission? 

A.—Yee*  sir. 

q. —Where  did  It  emanate  from?

Mr.  Commissioner.— If  H  1»  a  private 
matter   you    need    not   answer, 

A.—No   air. 

Q.— You  think  that  matter  started 
with   him? 

A.— Yes. 

Q. — When  you  went  over  to  China 
was  it  not  a  fact  that  you  told  people 
that  you  were  going  over  as  a  private 
detective? 

A. — No,  air.  I  stopped  at  the  Hong 
Kong  hotel  the  last  two  times  I  was 
there.  I  know  a  number  of  people 
there  and  so  far  as  my  goings  on 
while  there  it  was  simply  a  matter 
or  putting  in  the  time  until  the  ship 
left. 

Q. — When  you  were  over  there  did 
you  hear  anything  about  a  smuggling 
ring? 

A. — No   sir. 

Q. — Have  you  heard  anything  since 
you  got  back,  or  on  the  boat?  Have 
you  ever  heard  of  such  an  organisa- 
tion? 

A. — I  heard  some  things  before  I 
went   to   China. 

Q. — What  was  the  nature  of  the 
scheme? 

A. — To  ship  a  bunch  of  Chinamen 
over   here  on   the  steamer. 

Mr.  Commissioner. — And  land  them 
up   the  coast  somewhere? 

A.— Yes,   sir. 

Q. — Nothing  ever  came  of  It? 

A. — No,  sir. 

Q. — Who  was  supposed  to  be  asso- 
ciated  with   that? 

A. — Mr.   Greenwall, 

Mr.  Commlssleher:  Q. — The  position 
is  just  reversed.  It  seems  like  a 
Kobert  L-ouls  Stevenson  story,  doesn't 
it? 

Mr.  McCrossan:  Q. — This  is  not  a 
question  of  reprisals,   is  It; 

Q. — You  did  hear  a  rumor  associat- 
ing his  name  with  a  scheme  of  that 
kind? 

A.— Yes,   sir. 

Q. — What  year  would  that  be? 

A.— 1907. 

Q. — Do  you  know  whether  he  has 
been  in  any  way  connected  with  the  ad- 
mitting of  new  merchants  into  British 
Columbia? 

A. — The  rumor  here  was  simply  to 
send  over  a  shipment  of  coolies  and 
land  them  up  north. 

Mr.  Commissioner:  Q. — Do  you  know 
anything  about  opium  coming  into  the 
city? 

A.—No;  sir. 

Q. — Is  it  hard  to  do? 

A, — I  have  heard  that  it  is  a  very- 
easy  matter  to  bring  it  tn. 

Q.— Is  it  not' a  fact  that  U.S.  officials 
have  made  rather  stringent  inquiries 
into  your  record  in  regard  to  smug- 
gling? 

A.— No  sir.  I  know  the  Inspector 
very  well  and  see  him  frequently  and  I 
have  never  heard  of  it. 

Q. — You  have  never  noticed  then  that 
they    were  shadowing  you? 

A. — No,  sir. 

Q. — The  first  you  ever  heapd  was  in 
the  suggestion  in  this  Question?

q, — in  the  course  of  your  detective 
work  around  the  city,  I  suppose  you 
have  had  apnple  opportunity  to  »•*• 
the  situation1  up  in  regard  to  smug- 
gling? 

A. — No.  sir.  It  does  not  interest  me. 
There  is  nothing  in  it  for  me. 

Q. — Would  it  be  easy? 

A.— I  am  satisfied  that  it  w<r  <ld.  I 
was  told  by  a  pilot  that  you  could  land 
any  number  of  Chinamen.  If  the  Blue 
Funnel  wished,  the  pilot  told,  me  they 
could  land  every  Chinaman  oft  the 
boat.  But  there  was  nothing  in  that 
to  interest  me.  There  wa  snothing  in 
it  for  me  and  I  paid  no  attention  to  it. 
F  W  Davey.  surveyor  of  customs, 
was  the  next  witness.  He  presented 
some  letters  in  regard  to  matters  that 
have  been  taken  up  between  this  port 
and  the  Department  at  Ottawa.  A 
letter  from  P.  C  T.  O'Hara.  Chief 
Controller  of  Chinese,  dated  Ottawa, 
Oct  12  1909,  referred  to  an  application 
In  a  somewhat  indirect  way  made  by 
the  various  inspectors  of  customs  for 
some  remuneration  on  account  of  their 
Chinese  work.  Mr.  O'Hara  wrote: 
"They  state  that  while  they  supervised 
the  work  of  the  customs  officers  who 
are  paid  for  administering  the  Chinese 
Immigration  Act,  they  are  not  remun- 
erated for  such  supervision.  Will  you 
kindly  inform  me  what  Inspector  usu- 
ally performs  this  work,  as  far  as  your 
work  is  concerned,  and  what  time  he 
gives  to  it." 

A  second  letter  from  Me.  O  Hara, 
dated  Ottawa,  November  8,  lj>09,  In 
reply  to  a  letter  by  Mr.  Newbory,  in 
reference  to  the  inspection  of  Chinese 
revenue  at  Victoria,  said:  "I  have  read 
with  care  your  remarks  as  to  a  system 
being  inaugurated  at  once,  but  the  un- 
fortunate part  of  It  Is  that  we  have  no 
one  available  to  whom  we  could  assign 
this  work  regularly.  Our  staff  is  small 
and  our  quarters  limited  .    .    •    •" 

Mr  Davey:  "I  would  just  like  to 
make  a  statement  about  the  opium 
coming  in.  When  the  ship  comes  to  us 
she  is  nearly  all  the  time  in  cargo, 
and  generally  has  a  large  amount  or 
cargo  on  board,  and  it  is  almost  Im- 
possible to  find  the  stowaways  when 
the  cargo  Is  on  them.  They  hide  them 
away,  so  to  speak,  and  to  Illustrate  tlhe 
difficulty  I  would  like  to  tell  the  ex- 
perience of  one  boat  they  searched  in 
Seattle,  the  Kumerlc.  They  put  about 
20  men  aboard  In  Seattle,  and  searched 
her,  and  found  about  26  men,  and 
cleared  the  boat,  and  could  find  no 
more.  When  she  arrived  at  Portland 
she  underwent  another  search,  and 
they  found  another  gang  of  men  that 
had  not  been  found  at  Seattle. 

The  bulk  of  the  opum  Is  not  brought 
In  by  the  Chinese  crews,  but  in  the 
quarters  of  the  white  crew.  It  Is  scat- 
tered a)'  round  the  ship  In  different 
parts.  Sometimes  amongst  the  coal; 
sometimes  In  between  decks,  part  of 
the  deck  being  forced  up  for  that  pur- 
pose. Sometimes  a  plate  hae  been 
loosened  and  the  stuff  is  put  in  be- 
tween there. 

"1  hare  tried  to  find  some  corre- 
spondence between  the  outgoing  pas-. 
sensors  in  regard  to  the  Identification 
of  outgoing  Chinese,  1  aomettnine  made 
enquiry.  That  waa  about  the  only  way 
we  had  of  finding 
put  it  wan  practically  impossible  to 
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counted  for  by  C.  I.  v  reglassT  number, 
c.  I.  5  number  as  to  whether  he  Is  ex- 
empted from  the  tsx  or  as  to  whether 
he  has  been  forwarding  in  bond  to  an- 
other port.  I  see  that  sll  the  evidence 
Is  on  file  accounted  for  these  exemp- 
tions with  the  poll  tax  paid  over  to  the 
cashier  and  deposited  In  the  bank,  and 
the  manifests  sent  to  other  ports  has 
been  properly  cancelled. 

Lee  Mong  Kow  was  recalled,  and 
produced  a  statement  prepared  by  him 
showing  the  number  of  Chinese  enter- 
ing Victoria  from  the  1st  January, 
1904,  to  the  end  of  December,  1810.  The 
grand  total  of  poll  tax  men  was  4,340, 
merchants  210.  A  large  proportion 
come  from  the  United  States  stay  here 
a  couple  of  days,  and  go  back  again 
and  also  returning  merchants  from 
China  to  Victoria,  but  that  is  separate. 
1,608,  1,322,  1,909,  1,976,  1,910,  2,191. 
Total,   7,893. 

The  total  passport  men  so  far,  since 
1904,  numbers  31,  besides  a  party  or  10. 
Mr.   Commissioner: 
Q- — Those  Include  all  the  new  mer- 
chants? 

A. — Yes,  sir. 
Mr.  Commissioner: 

Q. — No  men  gained  admission  except 
those  ? 
A.— No. 

Mr.  McCrossan: 

Q- — All  those  passport  men  would 
have  come  in  Blnce  1907? 

A. — The  first  lot  came  in  1906. 
The  Commissioner— They  were  sent 
down    to    Montreal    in  -1908? 
A. — Yes,   sir. 

Q — To     check     alleged     new     mer- 
chants  coming  from    Mexico? 
A.— Yes.  sir. 

Q.— What  did  you  find   there? 
A- — °ne    boat    came      from      Mexico 
and   as   far  as   I    remember   contained 
13    Chinese   and    two    from    New    York 
by    train    and    two    from    Liverpool    at 
the   time   I   went   to   Montreal,   and  all 
of   them    were    deported. 
Q- — You    examined    them? 
A.— With    the   chief   Controller.' 
Q- — What  was  their  story? 
A.— They    said    they    paid    so    much 
to   certain     persons     in     Mexico     and 
came  over  here  to  look  after  business. 
Mr.        Commissioner— What       docu- 
ments did  they  have? 

A. — Passports  issued  by  the  Chinese 
consul  and  vised  by  the  British  con- 
sul. 

Mr.    McCrossan — In    Chinese? 
A. — In   Chinese   and   English    both. 
Q- — And  to  whom  did  they  say  they 
paid  the  money? 

A.— The  Chief  Collector  has  that 
evidence  from  the  collector  at  Mon- 
treal. 

Q- — Who  did  they  get  those  pass- 
ports from? 

A. — Chinese     merchants     would 
and  get  them  for  them. 

The  Commissioner — It  was  a  very 
similar  proposition  to  this  case  here? 

A. — About  the  same. 

Q. — They  were  all    laborers? 

A. — Yes,  the  Chief  Controller  gave 
them  a  chance  if  they  made  up  $500 
and  started  In  business  within  six 
months' of  the  time.  He  Bald  we  will 
give-  you  the  privilege  of  remaining 
in  Canada,  but  they  did  not  take  ad- 
vantage of  It. 

Q- — Where    were    they    deported,    to? 

A. — To  Mexico.  One  of  them  paid 
a  tax  and  some  of  them  bought  .  a 
through  ticket  from  Mexico  to  China 
and  as  far  as  I  can  learn  landed  In 
bond  for  a.  few  days^and  passed  out 
again. 

Q. — I  suppose  you  are  fairly  well  ac- 
quainted   with    Chinese    opinion,    Mr. 

Kow?  Do  you  think  the  Chinese 
merchants  would  object  to  the  law 
being  changed  In  British  Columbia? 

A. — They  would  object  to  that 
course.     They  are  entitled  to  come  in. 

The  Commissioner — If  a  man  Is  a 
bona  fide  merchant  $600  would  not 
be  such  a  big  thing? 

A. — It  would  In  some  cases.  It  de- 
pends on  how  long  he  holds  the  $500 

The  Commissioner — You  think  the 
Chinese  would  consider  it  a  hardship? 

A. — Yes,  some  of  them  would. 

Mr.  McCrossan — Speaking  of  the 
Chinese  at  Montreal  their  story  was 
the  same— that  they  would  wire  for 
money? 

A. — Yes. 

Q-— They  told  about  the  same 
story  ? 

A.— Yes. 

Q. — Did  it  strike  you  as  very  similar? 

A.— Yea. 

Br.  Commissioner:

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Romantic  Proposition  in  Lode 
Mining  Touched  upon  in  Bill 
Now  Before  Legislature — A 
Gigantic  Work 


One  of  the  most  imposing  and — one 
miKht  almost  say — romantic  .  proposi- 
tions in  lode  mining  that  has  ever 
come  beforo  the  people  of  Canada  is 
touched  upon  superilclally  in  the  bill 
which  is  now  before  the  provincial 
legislature,  and  which  is  in  the  hands 
more  particularly  of  the  member  for 
Greenwood,  Mr.  J.  R.  ("Stonewall") 
Jackson,  himself  an  Interesting  figure 
among  provincial  parliamentarians — a 
legislator  of  the  steady,  .substantial, 
energetic  type.  The  measure  of  which 
mention  is  made  is  entitled  the  Green- 
wiMMl-Phoenlx  Tramway  bill,  the  pro- 
moters of  which  are  engaged  in  the 
stupendous  undertaking  of  drilling  a 
nine-by-nine  foot  tunnel  straight  through 
the  mountain  to  connect  the  Boundary 
district  towns  of  Phoenix  and  Green- 
wood.

Already  the  big  hole  has  eaten  its 
way  a  half  mile  into  tin:  mountain  Side, 
and  twenty-four  men  are  kept  contin- 
ually employed  In  driving  it  farther  and 
vol  farther  toward  the  groat  treasury 
of  high  grade  ore  that  ii  Is  incidentally 
expected  to  uncover,  .For  the  opening 
up  of  great  bodies  of  the  characteristic 
ore  of  the  region  is  the  primary  ob- 
ject of  the  tunnel-drivers. 

The  principal  men  behind  the  enter- 
prise of  the  Greenwood-Phoenix  Tunnel 
Tramway  Co.  are  Mr.  Thomas  A.  Wood- 
ruff of  Chicago,  Mayor  Duncan  Mc- 
intosh and  Mr.  Isaac  H.  Iiallett  of 
Greenwood.  The  company's  head  offices 
being  at  Greenwood  and  the  enterprise 
being  capitalized  at  $100,000.

The  defined  object  of  the  company's 
present  activities  is  to  excavate  a  tun- 
nel through  and  under  the  mountain  ly- 
ing east  of  the  city  of  Greenwood  from 
a  point  on  the  Nelson1  mineral  claim, 
which  claim  adjoins  the  eastern  boun- 
dary of  Greenwood,  to  a  point  at  or 
near  the  Victoria  mineral  claim,  under 
the  city  of  Phoenix,  and  to  run  explor- 
ing and  branch  working  tunnels  from 
the  main  tunnel,  to  carry  on  a  general 
mining  and  reducing  business,  and  to 
create,  use  and  dispose  of  electric  and 
other  power.

MUNICIPAL  MATTERS 


Among  the  men,  who  names  are  "writ 
large"  In  the  hi«tory  of  the  English 
people,  few  occupy  so  high  a  place  aa  j 
that  of  this  devout  servant  of  God,  who 
gave  up  a  life  of  ease  becaime  he  felt 
a  call  to  tak*>  the  Gospel  to  the  poorer 
classes  of  England,  to  preach  an  ethi- 
cal Christianity,  or  as  one  of  the  lead-  j 
ing  divines  of  the  Anglican  Church  in  \ 
Canada  once  happily  expressed  it  at  a 
church  synod  held  in  Toronto,  "to  in- 
culcate the  idea  of  personal  piety."  The 
changes  in  Methodism  have  been 
necessary  to  keep  it  abreast  of  the 
progress  which  it  was  a  potent  factor 
in  bringing  about,  and  in  congratulat- 
ing the  Methodists  of  Victoria  on  the 
anniversary  they  are  observing,  wo  ex- 
press the  belief  that  as  an  organization 
their  church  has  before  It  even  a 
greater  field  of  usefulness  that  that 
which  it  has  so  ably  filled  in  the  past. 


Things  are  In  a  pretty  mess,  are  they 
not?  Whose  fault  is  it?  We  suppose 
some  persons,  in  particular,  but  we 
shall  not  mention  any  numes,  for  after 
all  the  blame  rests  chiefly  with  every 
one.  The  papers  are  in  part  respon- 
sible, for  we  do  not  give  the  attention 
to  municipal  matters  that  we  ought  to. 
We  discuss  the  affairs  of  the  Empire, 
or  of  the  Dominion  and  of  the  province 
with  minuteness  and  freedom,  but  we 
may  not  talk  about  the  things  that 
come  next  to  us.  Do  you  ask  the  rea- 
son of  this?  AVe  will  tell  you,  though 
perhaps  the  telling  may  betray  a  weak- 
ness on  the  part  of  the  press,  and  may 
offend  the  amour  propre  of  the  com- 
munity, it  is  this:  Victoria  has  not 
yet  fully  outgrown  the  village  condi- 
tion. There  Is  no  public  opinion  here 
not  associated  with  Individuals.  If  a 
paper  ventures  to  criticize  anything 
done  municipally  it  Is  forthwith 
charged  with  having  some  feeling 
against  the  person  who  did  it  or  is  re- 
sponsible for  it.  If  it  ventures  to  re- 
commend anything,  a  lot  of  people,  who 
never  originated  anything  in  their  lives 
except  trouble,  will  explain  the  paper's 
activity  by  charging  it  with  a  desire  to 
serve  some  interest  personal  to  the 
proprietors  of  the  paper  or  some  of 
their  friends.  If  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  is  criticized  in  the 
morning  paper,  by  ten  o'clock  a  lot  of 
p.cople  have  come  in  or  telephoned  into 
say  that  it  is  mighty  poor  encourage- 
ment for  any  one  to  devote  his  atten- 
tion to  the  affairs  of  the  city,  if  his 
breakfast  is  going  to  be  spoiled  by 
having  things  said  about  him.  If  a 
paper  praises  A.,  the  friends  of  B.  at 
oi.ee  arrive  at  the  conclusion  that  this 
is  an  indirect  slap  at  B.  If  you  pub- 
lish what  the  "city  council  does,  strenu- 
ous objections  are  raised  because  the 
story  does  not  look  quite  as  well  in 
cold  print  in  the  morning  as  it  seemed 
to  be  the  night  before.  Of  course  the 
papers  ought  to  be  big  enough  and 
strong  enough  to  rise  above  such  con- 
siderations, but  we  may  as  well  be 
honest  about  It  and  say  that  we  are 
not.  For  in  a  semi-village  the  papers 
cannot  be  impersonal,  that  is  the  pub- 
lic will  not  dissociate  the  people,  who 
are  supposed  to  be  responsible  for 
what  the  paper,  says  from  what  It  ad- 
vocates. It  is  not  pleasant  to  come 
down  town  in  the  morning  and  meet 
with  black  looks,  because  something 
was  printed  in  the  paper  that  has  of- 
fended some  one.  Does  this  show  a 
lack  of  backbone?  Well,  put  it  that 
way  if  you  like.  Put  it  any  way,  pro- 
vided you  make  up  your  mind  that 
things  have  to  be  managed  better  in 
the  future.  Things  cannot  go  on  much 
longer  as  they  have  been  going  with- 
out all  manner  of  trouble  arising.  Let 
us  come  down  town  on  Monday  morn- 
ing recognizing  that  Victoria  has  be- 
come a  city,  and  let  us  hereafter  act 
like  citizens  of  a  city. 


CONDITIONS    IN    CHINA 

It  is  stated  that  the  Buddhist  priests 
are  preaching  a  war  of  extermination 
against  the  white  residents  of  China 
because  they  attribute  to  them  the 
presence  of  the  plague.  In  that  part 
of  china  where  famine  conditions 
prevail  things  are  going  from  bad  to 
worse.  There  is  no  means  of  meas- 
uring the  extent  of  the  harm  and 
suffering  that  is  taking  place,  and  It 
will  not  be  a  matter  of  surprise  If  the 
people  become  aroused  by  terror  and 
seek  to  avenge  Imaginary  wrongs' 
upon  Europeans  and  Americans. 
Every  thoughtful  person  must  regard 
the  trend  of  events  in  the  Orient  with 
apprehension.  On  the  Literary  page 
of  today's  supplement  one  of  the 
Colonist  staff  deals  with  a  phase  of 
this  question,  which  is  worthy  of 
deep  consideration.  It  is  pointed  out 
that  there  are  growng  up  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  Pacific  two  races  that 
nill  be  in  antagonism,  peaceful  and 
Industrial  if  not  military,  and  stress 
is  laid  upon  the.  necessity  of  train- 
ing our  boys  to  fit  them  to  take  their 
part  in  this  "Irrepressible  conflict." 
There  was  no  greater  need  for  the 
mothers  of  Sparta  to  train  their  sons 
to  fight  for  their  little  country  than 
there  is  for  the  mothers  of  Canada 
to  fit  their  boys  for  the  tremendous 
struggle,  which  seems  about  to  arise 
— an  Armageddon,  whether  or  not  it 
is  a   bloody  one,  time  only  can   tell. 

We  are  far  from  wishing  to  appear 
in  the  light  of  alarmists,  but  It  is  use- 
less  to  shut  our  eyes   to  the  facts.     A 


least  reason   for  believing   that  tt   had 
not  a  foundation  in  fact. 

In  Peru  there  are  ruins,  showing 
admirable  workmanship  and  proving 
that  the  people,  who  erected  the  edi- 
fices of  which  they  formed  a  part, 
were  well  advanced  in  civilized  art. 
They  are  so  ancient  that  the  Incas, 
who  lived  la  the  country  when  the 
white  race  came  had  no  tradition  of 
any  kind  as  to  their  origin.  There  are 
monuments  in  Yucatan  the  builders 
of  which  are  absolutely  forgotten. 
There  are  remains  of  human  work- 
manship in  South  Africa  of  the  origin 
of  Which  we  know  nothing  at  all.  On 
the  shores  of  the  Mediterranean  are 
ruins  of  structures,  whose  builders 
passed  away  «o  long  ago  that  no  one 
pretends  to  be  able  to  make  even  a 
probable  suggestion  as  to  when  they 
lived.  Hence  it  is  altogether  more 
probable  that  there  was  an  Atlantis 
than  that  there  was  not.  The  .  fiict 
that  It  is  now  asserted  that  the  At- 
lantis was  not  in  the  Atlantic  beyond 
the  Pillars  of  Hercules,  but  In  what  Is 
known  as  West  Africa  does  not  affect 
the  tradition  one  iota.  There  is  not 
the  least  improbability  that  before  othe 
time  of  Plato  a  large  part  of  the  Sa- 
hara may  have  been  a  sea,  nor  is  it 
at  all  unlikely  that  the  way  to  reach 
the  ruined  city,  of  which  the  German 
doctor  tells,  was  by  going  through 
what  we  now  call  the  Straits  of  Gib- 
raltar. The  world  will  await  «.  'lib 
great  interest  the  result  of  investiga- 
tion into  these  new  archaelogical  dis- 
coveries.

It  Is  gradually  awaken- 
ing to  a  comprehension  of  the  magni- 
tude of  this  error;  but  the  question 
is  as  to  what  steps  are  being  taken 
to  fit  ourselves  for  the  struggle  that 
Is  to  come.  Depend  upon  it,  we  will 
have  to  put  forth  the  best  that  Is  in 
us.  We  should  cease  to  go  along, 
comforting  ourselves  with  the  thought 
that  after  us  the  deluge  may  come 
and  we  will  not  suffer.  We  owe  it 
to  our  posterity  to  fit  them  for  the 
tremendous  task  the  years  have  in 
store  for  them. 


ATLANTIS. 


A  German  doctor — it  is  always  a 
German  who  does  novel  thing*  nowa- 
days— says  he  has  discovered  the  lost 
Atlantis,  and  that  It  was  In  West 
Africa.  Summarizing  his  report  the 
Toronto  Globe  says: 

According  to  his  own  account  he 
has  met  with  traces  of  an  extreme] y 
ancient  urbRn  civilization  capable  of 
producing  wonderfully  worked  quartz 
pillars,  granite  figures,  burned  clay 
portrait*  of  classic  beauty,  and  ves- 
sels and  fragments  of  pottery  splen- 
didly overlaid  with  various  colors.

Policy    to   Encouraga    Small 

Dairymen

The  directors  of  the  B.  C.  Dairying 
association  held  their  first  meeting  for 
the  year  yesterday.  Those  present  were 
Mr.  W.  E.  Buckingham,  president;  the 
deputy  minister  of  agriculture,  the  pro- 
vincial livestock  commissioner,  Mr.  F.  J. 
Bishop  of  Sidney.  Mr.  A.  C.  Altken  of 
Duncan,  Mr.  Alexander  McMurry  of 
Armstrong.  Mr.  A.  H.  Menzle  of  Pender 
Island.  Mr.  William  Duncan  of  Comor, 
Mr.  R.  W.  Holllday  of  Salmon  Arm, 
Dr.  S,  F.  Tolmle.  and  the  secretary- 
treasurer,  Dr.  P.  H.  Moore.  The  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  J.  Turner  of  Matsqul  was  ac- 
cepted and  Mr.  B.  A.  Wells  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  board  of  directors  In  his 
place,  Mr.  A.  C.  Wells  of  Chllllwack  be- 
ing re-elected  honorary  president. 

It  was  decided  to  divide  the  dairy 
farm  competition  into  two  clases,  so  as 
to  encourage  the  small  dairymen.  The 
present  cup  will  be  kept  for  competi- 
tion among  dairies  having  fifteen  cows 
or  over.  Another  cup  will  be  provided 
for  competition  among  dairies  having 
from  five  to  fifteen  cows.  The  time  for 
entering  the  competition  was  extended 
tot  he  .1st  of  May.  Three  Judges  were 
appointed,  Messrs.  F.  Bishop,  W.  E. 
Buckingham,  and  the  secretary-treasurer 
— but  with  the  understanding  that  If  the 
secretary-treasurer  is  prevented  from 
acting  by  pressure  of  business,  his  place 
will  be  taken  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Mennlea.  The 
judge*  will  make  two  visits  to  the  com- 
peting dairies,  once  between  the  16th  of 
May  and  the  1st  of  July,  and  again  be- 
tween the  16th  of  November  and  the 
end   of  the   year. 

Three  special  prises  or  fio,  IF.,  end 
92.60  will  be  offered  at  the  Victoria, 
Vancouver  and  New  Westminster  fairs 
for  the  best  milker. 

A  resolution  wss  pased  recommending 
to  the  various  agricultural  associations 
of  the  province  that  they  restrict  their 
cattle  pr|a«  list  to  animals  the  owners  of 
which  ca»  show  certificates  that  their 
stock  hfipl  bean  subjected  to  the  tuber- 
cular teal  by  a  government  official  with- 
in twelve  months.  If  the  agricultural 
asuoetattona  do  not  see  lit  to  adopt  this 
retommeadation.  they  ar»  requested  to 
at  least  sOs  that  •varjr  precaution  la 
taken  to  prevent  the  infection  of  tasted 
animals  whit*  oa  the  avona*  or  ta  traa*

Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  Puget 
Sound  road  for  the  Joint  use  of  the  line 
between  Marengo,  where  the  North 
Coast  crosses  the  Milwaukee  arid  Spo- 
kane, a  distance  of  about  60  miles.  The 
road  will  be  built  and  owned  by  the 
Harrlman  system,  the  Milwaukee 
agreeing  to  pay  a  trackage  charge. 

The  terminal  facilities  at  Spokane 
will  be  owned  Jointly  by  these  com- 
panies.

During  his  stay  In  Australia  his  meth- 
ods of  ganlng  a  livelihood  accasloned 
suspicion  to  be  directed  towards  him. 
He  ostensibly  carried  on  a  pawn- 
broking  business  hut  he  was  belleyed 
to  have  made  the  greater  part  of  his 
income  by  acting  as  a  fence  and  re- 
ceiver of  stolen  goods.  No  relatives 
have  been  located  and  the  police  au- 
thorities in  Sydney  have  taken  charge 
of  his  property  which  Includes  some 
£1,500  worth  of  valuable  Jewelry,  none 
of  which  c£n  be  .identified  as  having 
been  purchased  or  secured  in  Austral- 
la. 

It  is  believed  that  "Herbert"  brought 
the  Jewelry  tfoirt  America  and  that 
most  of  It,  1*  not.  all,  had  been  stole-a 
in  America.  A  full  list  of  the  Jewel- 
ery  has  been  forwarded  to  the  police 
officials  of  cities  on  this  side  in  the 
hope  that  some  trace  of  its  origin 
may  be  secured.

City    Seoures     Neeeeeary     Legislation 
from    Provincial    Government 

The  city  has  secured  the  necessary 
legislative  enactment  whereby  all  by- 
laws of  the  city  under  which  deben 
tureo  have'-  been  Issued  for  i  local  im- 
provement works  have  been  validated 
This  step  was  considered  necessary 
owing  to  the  fact  that  In  a  number  of 
cases  errors  In  the  bylaws  had  been 
found  to  exist.  Validation  of  the 
Dallas  Road  Foreshore  Protection  By- 
law, the  debentures  issued;  which  have 
been  refused  by  the  purchasers  on 
technical  grounds  will  also  be  asked. 
The  city  solicitor  states  that  this 
validation  will  be  made  by  the  legisla- 
ture.

WILL  SUE  COMPANY 
FOR  PAST  INTEREST 


City  Claims  that  Amounts  Paid 
as  Interest  Guarantee  on  V, 
&  S,  Bonds  should  be  Re- 
funded 


Claiming  that  the  earning;  pow«ra  of 
th«  Victoria  A  Sidney  Railway  Com- 
pany for  the  past  few  years  lias  been 
sufficient  to  meet  the  annual  payments 
of  intereat  which  the  city  has  had  to 
pay  because.  It  was  claimed  by  the  com- 
pany. It  could  not  pay  the  Interest 
charges  over  and  above  all  fixed 
charges,  the  city  will  take  action 
against  the  company  to  secure  all 
moneys  already  paid  on  Interest 
charge*.  A  semi-annual  payment  of  In- 
terest comes  due  on  March  1.  This 
payment  will  be  made  because  to  re- 
fuse to  make  it  would,  according  to  the 
city  solicitor,  affect  the  city's  credit 
should  th«  city  default  but  this  amount 
will   also   be   Included    In   the  action. 

A|  last  night's  meting  of  the  city 
council  the  solicitor  reported  that  "un- 
der the  terms  of  an  agreement  bearing 
date  of  July  7,  1892,  between  the  city 
and  the  railway  company,  the  city 
and  the  province,  bonds  of  the  railway 
company  to  the  amount  of  $300,000  were, 
authorized  to  be  issued  bearing  inter- 
est at  five  per  cent  payable  half-yearly 
on  March  1  and  September  1.  The 
payment  of  Interest  on  the  capital  of 
these  bonds  was  endorsed  and  guaran- 
teed as  to  three  per  cent  thereof,  or 
14,500,  half  yearly  by  the  city  and  as 
to  two  per  cent  thereof,  or  $3,000  half 
yearly  by  the  province.  Up  -to  date  the 
city  has  :pald  approximately  $162,000 
and   the    province    $103,000. 

"Under  the  agreement  all  money  paid 
by  the  city  in  Implementing  its  guaran- 
tee was  made  a  debt  due  from  time  to 
time  by  the  company  to  the  city  and 
the  province  respectively  and  were  also 
made  a  first  charge  upon  the  assets  of 
the  company  subject  to  the  $300,000 
bonds.  The  company  has  never  paid 
any  interest  upon  any  of  the  bonds." 
Bsoufh  to  V»y  Xnt*r*rt. 

The  city  solicitor  pointed  out  that 
during  the  early  years  of  the  com- 
pany's operations  the  company  was  not 
earning  sufficient  money  to  pay  inter- 
est but  of  late  years  the  company  has 
been  earning  quite  enough  to  pay  the 
interest  over  and  above  all  fixed 
charges  and  he  has  been  led  to  believe 
that  earnings  have  been  conslderably 
understated,  that  a  large  portion  of  the 
.same  have  .been  taken  into  other  lines 
and  companies  belonging  to  the  same 
controlling  company  which  should  have 
gone  to  the  credit  of  the  V.  &  G.  Rail- 
way.     As   there   is   another   payment   to 


bo  mid*  March  1.  the  solicitor  advised 
that  it  should  be  mad*  and  some  ar- 
rangement should  be  made  with  the 
company  whereby  the  city  would  be  re- 
lieved of  all  future  payments  or  falling 
that,  that  the  city  should  sue  for  the 
payments  from  time  to  time  as  made, 
as  the  city  cannot  afford  not  to  pay 
on  account  of  the  effect  It  would  have 
upon  the  city's  credit  In  the  money 
market. 

The  city  solicitor's  suggestion  was 
adopted  and  the  matter  will  be  carried 
to   the  courts  at   an  early  date.

WheH  he  got  to  Birmingham  he 
laiUd  to  lind  the  chicken  ranch,  hut 
was  persuaded  by  Hill  mail's  agent  to 
invest  his  savings  in  some  town  lots. 
He  made  the  Investment  upon  the  rep- 
resentation that  a  woman  was  going  to 
spend  $75,000  in  building  cottages  on 
adjoining  property.

COUNCIL  MEMBERS 


Water    Commissioner    Makes 
'Report  on  Main  Features  of 
Information  Already  Secured 
on  New  Source  of  Supply 


Water  Commissioner  Raymur's  re- 
port on  Sooke  Lake,  setting  forth  the 
main  facts  concerning  the  development 
of  that  source  of  water  supply  Is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of 
the  city  council  and  will  be  consider- 
ed at  a  meeting1  of  the  council  to  be 
called  for  next  week.  The  report  is 
A  eummary  of  the  information  which 
has  already  been  secured,  and  has 
been  prepared  for  the  guidance  of  the 
new  members  of  the  council  to  whom 
the  facts  hitherto  secured  have  not 
been    available.      The    report    follows: 

Dear  Blrs, — As  the  electors  have  en- 
dorsed' the  Sooke  lake  water  scheme, 
at  the  last  municipal  election,  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  council  to  make 
an  early  start  on  the  work  as  possible. 

As  you  are  aware  two  routes  for 
bringing  the  water  have  been  fairly 
reported  on,  the  first  being  what 
may  be  called  the  "tunnel  route"  and 
the  other  the  "all  pipe  line."  The  "all 
pipe    line"    contemplates    bringing    the 


water  by  a  steel  pipe  down  the  Sooke 
river  to  salt  water,  and  thence  prac- 
tically following  the  wagon  road  to 
the  city.  Mr.  Adams'  estimate  for 
this  work  is  $1,084,200,  and  provides 
for  a  unit  of  5,000,000  gallon*  dally. 
Mr.  Ashcrof  t's ,  estimate  for  th*  same 
work  being  $1,190,000,  the  difference  in 
the  two  being  principally  in  the  land 
to  be  expropriated.  In  Mr.  Adams'  es- 
timate, wages  are  figured  at  $2.25  per 
day  for  rough  labor,  and  $2.75  per 
day  for  rock,  the  wages  today  are 
$2.75  per  day  for  Tough  labor,  and 
$3.00  to  $3.50  per  day  for  rock.  The 
building  of  the  O.  N.  R.  along  the 
course  of  Sooke  river  will  sqmewhat 
alter  the  complexion  of  this  scheme, 
as  transportation  of  material  .#111  be 
rendered  much  more  easy.  As  already 
mentioned  this  estimate  only  provides 
for  an  initial  unit  of  5,000,000  gallons' 
daily  and  any  additional  Supply  will 
entail  the  rebuilding  of  the  entire  line. 
It  would  be  a  very  difficult  line  to 
maintain,  as  regards  the  river  portion 
which  is  between  11  and  12 
miles  in  length.  The  pipe  line  crosses 
numerous  small  streams,  and  if  the 
trestles  crossing  them  were  built  of 
wood,  there  would  be  constant  danger 
from  fire,  and  the  line  itself  would  be 
liable  to  serious  damage  at  any  time 
from  land  slides  as  the  banks  of  the 
stream  are  high  and  precipitous.  Mr. 
Adams  told  me  that  no  engineer  would 
]  recommend  this  line  in  preference  to 
I  the  tunnel. 

The  tunnel  route  provides  for  a  tun- 
nel between  Sooke  lake  and  Gold- 
stream,  approximately  five  miles  in 
length,  and  a  connecting  steel  pipe  11 
miles  long.  The  estimated  cost  by 
this  route  according  to  Mr.  Adams  Is 
$1,090,900,  Mr.  Ashcroft's  estimate  is 
$1,763,700.  Mr.  Adams  estimates  the 
cos.t  of  the  tunnel  at  $18  per  Toot, 
while  Mr.  Ashcroft  and  Mr.  Burwell 
place  It  at  $30  per  foot.  The  tunnel  is 
8-8  in.  and  capable  of  conveying  the 
total  available  supply  of  23,000,000  gal- 
lons dally,  the  pipe  from  the  tunnel 
is  to  be  24  in.  in  diameter,  capable  of 
supplying  5,000,000  gallons  daily.  As 
the  demand  increases  the  only  portion 
of  the  line  requiring  to  be  enlarged 
would  be  the  pipe,  as  the  tunnel  will 
he  built  for  all  time.  The  eastern 
portal  of  the  tunnel  is  on  the  lands 
of  the  Esquimau  Waterworks  com- 
pany, and  the  act  of  1909  gives  the 
city  the  right  of  expropriation,  pro- 
vided that  the  work  be  commenced  be- 
fore the  15th  day  of  March,  1911. 

Since  the  report  of  Mr.  Adams  and 
Mr.  Ashcroft  were  made,  th6  atten- 
tion of  the  council  has  been  called  to 
the  possibility  of  taking  the  water 
from  the  north  end  of  Sooke  lake,  by 
the  two  routes  already  mentioned,  the 
water  is  taken  from  the  south  end. 
The  proposition  <s  that  by  means  of 
two  comparatively  short  tunnels,  one 
near  Sooke  lake,  and  the  other  under 
the  E.  &  N.  railway,  with  a  connect- 
ing ditch,  the  water  can  be  delivered 
somewhere  on  the  Mill  Bay  road,  at 
an  approximate  elevation  of  500  feet, 
and  thue  supply  a   fairly  good     power 


proposition.  No  definite  Information 
as  to  this  route  Is  available,  but  one 
of  the  engineers  in  charge  of  a  C.N. 
R.  survey  party,  who  was  working 
in  this  neighborhood,  informed  me  that 
he  thought  that  the  proposition  was 
a  feasible  one. 

Sooke  Lake  proper  is  estlmnted  us 
being  capable  of  supplying  dally  23,- 
000.000  gallons.  The  waters  or  Leech 
River  can  also  be  diverted  into  Sooke 
Lake,  by  means  of  a  wood  stave 
pipe  5  miles  in  length,  capable  of  de- 
livering 10,000,000  gallons  daily,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $100,000.00  (vide 
Mr.  Burwell's  report  of  20th  June, 
1910).  The  actual  acount  of  water 
available  from  Leach  River  Is  an  un- 
known quantity,  no  accurate  meas- 
urements having  been  made,  the  es- 
timates vary  considerably,  running  as 
high  as  from  75  to  100  million  gallons 
dally  (vide  Mr.  Devereaux's  report  of 
14th   February,   1910). 

There  are  only  two  points  for  the 
council  to  consider  at  the  present 
time,  the  route  of  the  pipe  line,  and 
the  acquiring  of  the  water  shed. 

Regarding  both  of  these,  the  first 
thing  to  do  Is  to  select  an  engineer 
to  take  charge  of  the  work,  who  will 
decide  on  the  route  to  be  followed,  and 
also  how  much  of  the  watershed  will 
need  to  be  acquired.  I  understand 
that  His  Worship  the  Mayor  has  com- 
municated with  the  Los  Angeles  water 
commission,  for  general  information, 
and  as  to  the  possibility  of  securing 
the  services  of  the  engineer  In  charge 
of  the  large  woika  in  progress  there, 
in  which  large  tunnels,  similar  to 
those  at  Sooke  Lake,  are  being  drven. 

The  area  of  the  water  shed  of 
Sooke  Lake  proper  is  approximately 
12,000  acres,  and  as  I  have  already 
mentioned  the  portion  of  this  necessary 
to  be  acquired,  must  be  decided  by 
the  engineer  in  charge. 

The  whole  of  the  west  and  north 
shores  and  a  small  portion  of  the 
east  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  E. 
&  N.  railway  Co.  I  have  seen  the 
Company's  land  commissioner,  and  he 
Informs  me  that  he  cannot  set  any 
price  on  the  Company's  lands  until 
the  return  of  Mr.  Marpole,  at  the  end 
of  March.  Scattered  along  the  east 
shore  are  a  number  of  small  holdings, 
upon  which  the  owners  have  built 
shooting  and  summer  cottages,  the 
principal  of  which  are  those  of  Mr. 
Dier  and  Mr.  Todd.  Mr.  Haley  owns 
343  acres'  at  the  south  end,  where  the 
Sooke  River  leaves  the  Lake.  2,297 
acres  are  under  option  to  certain 
parties  for  $59,690.00.  This  land  runs 
from  the  lower  end  of  the  Lake  to  the 
boundary  of  the  Esquimau  Water 
Works  property,  but  judging  from  the 
map,  and  my  own  personal  knowledge 
of  the  country,  little  if  any  of  the 
drainage  of  this  area  finds  its  way 
into  the  Sooke  .Lake,  it  being  diverted 
by  means  of  Peer  Creek,  and  Wolf 
Creek  into  Sooke  River. 

I  would  recommend  that  no  offer 
be  made  to  any  of  the  private  owners, 
until  such  time  as  the  price  asked 
by   the  E.  &  N.  Railway  Co.  is  known, 


but  In  the  meantime,  tfeaf  can  be  noti- 
fied that  their  property  will  be  requir- 
ed, and  that  they  be  asked  to  file 
claims  for  compensation. 

Particular  attention  will  have  to  be 
given  to  the  proposed  line  of  the  Can- 
adian Northern  Railway  Co.  on  the 
west  shore.  The  usual  right  of  way 
will  be  |  required;  the  prevention  of 
pollution  carefully  looked  after,  and  If 
possible  no  station  should  be  built  be- 
tween Sooke  Rlv*r  and  the  north  end 
of  the  Lake,  but  from  the  look  of  the 
country  I  -<Jo  not  think  any  will  ever 
be   required. 

I  would  also  further  recommend 
that  a  small  survey  party  be  sent  out 
to  thoroughly  examine  the  country 
between  the  north  end  of  the  Lake 
and  jlaanieh  Arm,  as  already  mention- 
ed nothing  definite  Is  known  of  this' 
route,  but  a  very  short  time  should 
determine  whether  or  not  it  is  feasible. 

I  have  obtained  from  the  E.  &  N. 
Railway  Co..  a  map  showing  all  the 
holdings  in  the  neighborhood  of  Sooke 
Lake,  the  name  of  the  parties  holding 
them,   and   the   prices   paid.

San  Francisco  Aesured 
WASHINGTON.  I'Vb.  11.— The  House 
passed,  today  the  agricultural  hill 
carrying  an  appropriation  of  approxi- 
mately $15,600,000  for  the  operations 
of  the  Deportment  of  Agriculture  for 
the  next  f!*cal  year.  Today's  session 
of  the  Senate  was  largely  devoted  to 
eulogies  of  the  late  Senators  Stephen 
B.  Elxins  of  West  Virginia  and 
Charles  J.  Hughes  of  Colorado.  Ac- 
tion .was  taken,  however,  upon  sev- 
eral measures,  one  being  the  resolu- 
tion declaring  for  San  Francisco  an 
the  site  of  the  Panama  canal  exposition 
to  •ba'heM  In  WIS. 


The  beginning  of  a  campaign  for 
the  extinction  of  the  tramp  steamer 
from  competition  with  the  regular 
liners  plying  across  the  Pacific  is  the 
arrangement  which  will  come  into 
force  on  Wednesday  whereby  tho  reg- 
ular steamship  lines  plying  from  Jap- 
anese ports  have  agreed  to  bring  into 
effect  a  deferred  rebate  system. 
Shippers  giving  the  whole  of  their 
!  <is-:ioss  to  tl*e.  regular  lines  will  be 
given  a  rebate  of  five  per  cent,  at  the 
expiration  of  a  certain  period  on  it 
being  shown  that  no.  cargo  .has.  been 
forwarded  by  other  vessels  than  those 
in  the  conference  lines.  The  sending 
of- freight  upon' a  tramp  will  result  in 
the  shipper  losing  the  total  of  the  ac- 
cumulated   rebates. 

The  Pacific  conference  is  composed 
of  the  Osaka  Shosen  kaisha,  the  Blue 
Funnel  liners',  the  Nippon  Yusen  kaisha 
the  Great  Northern  Steamship  com- 
pany, the,  Canadian  Pacific  Steamship 
company,  the  Portland  &  As  i  at  it- 
Steamship  company,  the  Pacific  Mail 
Steamship  company,  the  Bank  Line, 
and   the   T-oyo   Yusen   kaisha. 

The  step  decided  upon  by  the  con- 
ference lines  has  been  brought  about 
by  the  activity  in  the  Paciric  of  the 
tramp  steamships  of  the  Standard  Oil 
and  other  big  corporations.  Be? 
cause  of  the  cheapness  with  which 
they  can  be  operated,  tliose  boats  nave 
been  able  to  cut  rates  to  a  point  that 
makes  competition  by  the  conference 
lines    almost    out    of    the    question. 

While  the  rebate  system  as  now 
planned  will  cover  only  shipments  or- 
iginating in  Japan,  it  is  probable  that 
those  from  China  will  be  added  to  the 
list. 

The  conference  lines  contend  that 
their  number  of  sailings  from  Japan 
to  the  Pacific  coast  is  sufficient  to 
meet  all  demands  of  trade  and  that 
they  are  entitled  to  the  business,  as 
they  are  permanently  in  the  field  and 
laboring  to  uphold  trade  between 
Japan   and   America. 

They  also  contend  that  the  tramps 
help  to  retard  the  development  of 
trade,  bo  far  as  Puget  Sound  and 
San  Francisco  are  concerned  as  they 
invariably        carry  their        cargoes 

through    tho  Suez  Canal. 

With  the  elimination  of  the  tramps, 
the  conference  argues,  all  such  ship- 
ments would  be  sent  to  their  ports  of 
destination  via  British  Columbia. 
Puget  Sound,  or  the  Golden  Gate. 
Cargoes  from  this  coast  to  Japan  will 
not  be  affected  by  the  war.  Shippers 
on  this  side  sending  goods  to  the  Or- 
ient h t ill  may  patronize  trumps. 
Vessels   Expected 

Quito  e  number  of  Oriental  liners 
arc  expected  at  tho  outer  wharf  dur- 
ing tho  coming  week.  On  Tuesday 
the  steamer  Inahn  Maru  of  the  Nip- 
pon Yusen  kaisha  tine  will  sail  for 
Yokohama,  Kobe,  and  way  porta  en 
route  to  Song  Kong  with  a  good  cargo 
of  general  freight.

Kngler's  son,  all  of  Prince.  Rupert. 
They  had  been  wrecked,  and  were 
found  without  food  on  the  island. 

When  picked  up  by  the  Prince  Albert 
they  were  becoming  hungry.  They 
had  left  Fotebeir  island  on  a  cruiei 
several  day.--  before;  and  running  short 
of  gasoline  tho  boat  drifted!  about  till 
finally  they  were  cast  ashore  and 
v,  r.  eked.  They  started  with  three  tins 
of  tomatoes  and  three  tins  of  beef  and 
some  bread,  and  when  found  these 
wen-  aii  exhausted.

Board  of  Directors  Formed 
Whose  Duties  will  be  to  Ar- 
bitrate in  Times  of  Industrial 
Troubles 


The  permanent  organisation  of  the 
Victoria  Branch  of  the  Canadian  In- 
dustrial Peace  Association  was  ef- 
fected on  Friday  in  the  pajrlors  of  the 
Doniliilun  Hotel  by  the  election  of  of- 
ficers, tlie  adoption  of  a  constitution, 
and  the  appointment  of  an  executive 
committee.  The  officers  as  elected 
art-:  Pr^ldent,  Mr.  D.  Campbell;  vice- 
presidents,  Bishop  Perrin  and  Major 
RldgwAy  Wilson;  treasurer,  Mr.  12. 
Wilson;  secretary,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Sweeney. 

Executive  committee:  Messrs.  A.  J. 
Brace,  Rev.  Hermon  Carson,  J.  E. 
Wilson,  Utto  Weiler  and  W.  H. 
Sweeney. 

After  the  selection  of  officers  a 
committee  was  appointed  to  wait  up- 
on Lieutenant-Governor  Paterson, 
Premier  McBride  and  the  several 
ministers  of  the  government  to  lay 
before  those  representative  gentlemen 
the  plans  and  purposes  of  the  Indus- 
trial Peace  Association  and  solicit 
their  co-operation  and  support  In  the 
movement.  The  committee  Is  com- 
posed of  the  following  gentlemen: 
Bishop  Perrin,  Bishop  MacDonald  and 
Mr.  A.  J.  Brace.  A  resolution  was 
passed  favoring  the  sending  of  a  fra- 
ternal delegate  to  the  Pacific  Coast 
Industrial  Peace  Convention  to  be 
held  in  March  at  San  Francisco;  def- 
inite action  being  postponed  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  directors. 

Secretary  W.  H.  Sweeney  was  au- 
thorized to  print  official  paper,  enve- 
lopes and  membership  cards  for  the 
association.  On  motion  of  Rev.  Her- 
mon Carson  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Sehl  was 
appointed  a  committee  to  report  the 
proceedings  of  the  meeting  to  the 
daily  Press,  after  which  the  meeting 
adjourned  to  the  call  of  the  president. 

The  directors  have  issued  the  fol- 
lowing memorandum: 

To  our  people,  our  representative, 
and  the  public  Press — In  identifying 
ourselves  with  the  Canadian  Indus- 
trial Peace  movement,  we,  the  direc- 
tors- of  the  Victoria  branch  of  the  as- 
sociation, address  you: 

Being  conscious  of  the  great 
amount  of  hardship  and  suffering  In- 
flicted upon  our  people  in  all  walks 
of  life,  through  industrial  warfare  and 
the  ever  developing  spirit  of  unrest 
which  "year  by  year  is  made  evident 
by  the  enormously  Increased  loss  in 
time  and  wages  to  employees,  profits 
to  employers,  and,  equally  so,  loss 
and  Inconvenience  to  the  general  pub- 
lic; and.  having  at  heart  the  best  in- 
terests and  happiness  of  all  our  peo- 
ple, with  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
country,  we  have  carefully  and  thor- 
oughly Investigated  the  plans  adopt- 
ed and  methods  pursued  by  the  In- 
dustrial Peace  Association  In  settling 
and  averting  industrial  warfare,  and 
rind  thern  to  be  such  as  to  command 
the  respect,  confidence  and  commen- 
dation of  all  honest,  right  thinking 
citizens.  The  association's  plans  are 
•simple,  yet  practicable,  and  most  ef- 
fective In  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing permanent  Industrial  peace,  while 
its  educational  propaganda  Is  supply- 
ing a  public  want  that  cannot  be  ov- 
er-estimated. 

But  no  plan,  however  good,  can 
work  itself.  It  must  be  worked.  And, 
to  make  the  plans  of  the  Industrial 
Peace  Association  effective  for  the 
general  good,  they  must  have  the  co- 
operation and  support  of  our  people 
nt  large.  Therefore,  as  directors  of 
the  Victoria  branch  we  most  earnest- 
ly request  for  this  effort  for  our  city's 
and  country's  good,  the  unstinted 
support  of  the  public  press,  the  pul- 
pit and  our  fair-minded  citizens  In 
every  walk  of  life,  to  the  end  that  In- 
dustrial strife  may  forever  disappear 
from   our  land.

Louis  Turnsr  on  Musical  "Futures" 
A  hitch  In  time  saves  things  coming 
down  altogether.  Equipped  with  this 
knowledge  I  decided  to  seek  out  that 
rising  hope  of  Victoria  music-lovers, 
Louis  Turner,  to  induce  him  to  talk 
about  matters  musical  in  general  and 
of  hbj  own  plans  In  particular.  While 
all  else  prospers — yeu,  even  unto  ama- 
teur drama! — music  is  in  a  very  minor 
J  key  In  Victoria.  Indeed,  after  the 
j  poor  support  accorded  to  recent  con- 
certs, it  looks  as  if  future  musical  at- 
tractions will  be  aa  "scherzo" — pardon 
the  pun — as  they  have  been  "dimin- 
uendo" to  their  promoters.  In  short, 
Victoria  is  in  danger  of  being  put  down 
as  a  "Jonah"  town  In  matters  music- 
al. Already,  Mische  Elmen,  and  other 
prominent  musicians  who  were  ex- 
pected to  come  here,  look  like  giving 
us  a  "bye."  Despite  the  efforts  of 
the  Ladies'  Musical  Club,  the  recent 
performances  of  well  known  concert 
artistes  have  been  so  poorly  patron- 
ized that  none  of  them  are  likely  to 
come  again.  Such  a  propect  Is  fraught 
with  calamity  to  all  who  love  good 
music,  and  who  are  Jealous*  that  Vic- 
toria should  hold  Its  own  in  music, 
as  In  all  that  serves  to  develop  and 
enrich   the  lives  of  humanity. 

It  is,  therefore,  up  to  the  people  of 
Victoria  to  support  their  own  master- 
musician.  Louis  Turner.  He  is  one  of 
those  who  have  been  "frost-bitten," 
but  Turner — as  becomes  a  true  Can- 
adian— is  no  "quitter."  His  first  or- 
chestral concert,  given  at  the  Victoria 
Theatre  on  the  19th  of  last  December, 
was  a  financial  failure,  But  it  was, 
indubitably,  the  greatest  artistic  tri- 
umph that  has  ever  been  scored  in  this 
city    by   one  of   our  own   people. 

Mr.  Louis  Turner,  with  an  enter- 
prise and  courage  that  Is  deserving  of 
universal  support,  has  been  at  con- 
siderable pains  and  expense  to  get 
together  an  orchestra  of  some  40 
picked  musicians  that  may,  without 
flamboyancy,  be  compared  with  any 
orchestra  in  this  Continent.  Many  of 
them  have  been  trained  by  him, 
others  have  been  recruited  from  the 
best  talent  in  Victoria  and  in  the 
neighboring  cities  of  Vancouver  and 
Seattle.  It  is  an  orchestra  of  which 
Victoria  may  be  justly  proud. 

Nothing  daunted  with  a  substantial 
loss  on  his  last  Symphony  concert 
(despite  a  fair  "house")  Mr.  Turner 
is  once  more  offering  of  his  best  to 
the  city  at  the  orchestral  concert 
which  is  to  take  place  at  the  Victoria 
Theatre  next  Thursday,  the  16th.  His 
programme  on  this  occasion  will  in- 
clude a  fine-  selection  fromi  Wagner's 
soul-stirring  masterpiece  "Tann- 
hauser," — which"    opera,    by   the     way, 


should  prove  a  rare  tost  of  Turner's 
conductorshlp.  His  Symphony  Or- 
chestra should  be  beard  to  advantage 
in  Buchm&nni  very  original  march - 
fantastlque  "The  Patrol  of  the  Mus- 
keteers," and  In  the  overture  of  Our- 
litt,  "The  Marionettes."  which— a* 
many  will  remember— opens  with  a 
dainty  andante  pastorale  and  then 
passes  gracefully  "poco  a  poco"  Into 
a  light  allegro.  The  combined  strength 
and  delicacy  of  the  "strings"  *t  the 
last  Turner  Orchestral  Concert  makes 
one  await  with  pleasurable  anticipation 
their  rendering  of  the  String  Suite  by 
Labltskl— a  light  and  charming  idyll. 
The  "piece-de-reslstance,"  however, 
of  next  Thursday's1  concert  will  be  the 
'performance  of  the  second  movement 
from  Raff's  Third  Symphony.  This 
Symphony  Is  that  mighty  musical 
poem  of  the  great  Swiss  romanclat, 
which  may  be  divided  into  three  epi- 
sodes of  (1)  Love's  Awaking;  (2)  The 
Parting;  and  (3)  The  Reunion  in 
Death.  It  is  to  the  second  of  these 
that  the  ambitious  but  talented  Louis 
Turner  and  his  orchestra  will  address 
themselves.  Mr.  Turner  is  also  en- 
gaging  a  well  known  vocalist,  and  Vic- 
torians will  hear  with  unfeigned 
pleasure  that  that  remarkable  young 
'cellist.  Max  Stelndel,  will  again  be 
heard. 

Mr.  Louis  Turner,  with  the  support 
of  several  well  known  residents  and 
music  lovers  in  the  town,  is  organiz- 
ing a  Victoria  Symphony  Society,  of 
which  his  present  orchestra  will  form 
the  playing  nucleus.  If  the  Society  re- 
ceives sufficient  support,  it  will  regain 
for  Victoria  her  former  musical  pres- 
tige, and  we  may  look  forward  to 
hearing  the  most  famous  musicians 
on  the  continent  from  time  to  time. 
Mr.  Turner  Intends,  as  hitherto,  to 
employ  as  many  local  musicians  as1 
possible,  and  to  recruit  any  amateurs 
who  wish  to  study  seriously.  These 
will  receive  a  thorough  tuition  in  or- 
chestral playing  under  the  personal 
direction   of  Louis   Turner. 

His  orchestra  will  be  working  right 
through  the  summer,  after  Thursday's 
concert,  until  his  next  production  In 
September.  He  then  hopes  to  hold  a 
series  of  Symphony  concerts  at  which 
such  masters  as  Beethoven.  Mendels- 
sohn, Shubert  and  Wagner  will  be  pre- 
sented with  the  finest  creations  of 
modern    composers.

That  the  appeal  to  the  legislature  for 
help,  in  the  event  of  the  council  being 
unseated,  will  prove  abortive  is  the 
opinion  of  Mr.  B.  J.  Berry,  who  has 
filed  ■  a  protest  against  the  election  of 
Mayor  Morley.  Keen  yesterday  Mr. 
Perry    said: 

"I  read  with  some  amusement  the  re- 
port of  the  council,  proceedings  in  yes- 
terday's Colonist.  It  is  really  very  kind 
of  the  city  solicitor  to  suggest  his 
alarmist  views  to  the  legislature.  I  am 
afraid  this  young  gentleman  takes  him- 
self too  seriously.  When  he  has  become 
acclimatized  in  the  West  he  will  prob- 
ably discover  that  not  all  the  wise  men 
come  out  of  the  East.  I  would  remind 
him  that  it  was  contrary  to  his  advice, 
that  the  voters'  list  was  passed  ii,  its 
present  shape.  T  would  remind  him  fur- 
ther that  Mayor  Morley  was  presiding 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Revision. 
Mayor  Morley  must,  therefore,  have  hud 
a  knowledge  of  the  Illegality,  if  any 
exists,  of  the  compilation  of  such  vot- 
ers' list.  But  the  aldermen,  as  now 
elected,  could  have  no  official  and  prob- 
ably no  private  knowledge  of  such  ille- 
gality, and  whilst  this  may  bo  some  ex- 
cuse for  the  legislature  to  ratify  the 
election  of  men  innocent  of  any  fraud, 
or  the  compounding  of  a  fraud,  there 
can  be  no  possible  excuse  for  the  legis- 
lature ratifying  the  election  of  an  offi- 
cial who  m(vy  have  been  elected  by 
reason   of   his   own   tort. 

"Acting  upon  the  advice  of  my  coun- 
sel, upon  theso  very  grounds  I  re- 
frained from  bringing  action  against 
the  aldermen,  and  If  the  latter  are  vise 
In  their  generation  they  will,  through 
their  solicitors,  see  that  the  plaintiffs 
in  the  actions  brought  against  them 
give  Immediate  security  for  costs  ac- 
cording   to    the  Act."

Residents  of  Oak  Bay  municipality 
may  reBt  assured  that  the  city's  threat 
to  cut  off  the  water  supply  at  the  mu- 
nicipal boundary  tomorrow  morning 
will  not  be  carried  out.  In  view  of  the 
Injunction  which  was  issued  on  Friday 
by  Chief  Justice  Hunter  the  city  must 
forego  its  drastic  action  for  a  time  at 
least.  In  fact  it  is  more  than  proba- 
ble that  the  water  will  continue  to  flow. 
The  city  lias  taken  no  steps  to  have  the 
Injunction  dissolved  and  as  the  whole 
matter  will  come  before  the  private 
bills  committee  of  the  legislature  on 
Tuesday  morning  gome  settlement  will 
probably  be  arrived  at. 

Brlor  to  Friday  night's  meeting  of 
the  city  council  the  city  barrister,  Mr. 
W.  J.,  Taylor  had  a  lengthy  conference 
with  the  mayor  and  city  solicitor,  the 
nature  of  which  was  not  announced  tm t 
it  whs  in  connection  with  tills  vnv 
(luestion. 

While  the  prtv,ate  bills  committee  ex- 
pressed the  intention  of  permitting 
Oak  Bay  to  secure  a  supply  of  water 
from  the  Esquimau  Water  Works 
company's  system  it  was  on  the  under- 
standing that  such  permission  should 
only  continue  until  such  time  as  the 
city  has  secured  mi  adequate  supply 
from  Sooke  Lake.  The  members  of  the 
committee,  following  the  city's  decision 
to  cut  off  the  water  supply,  of  Oak 
Bay,  were  not  a  bit  backward  In  ex- 
pressing their  opinions  of  tills  step  and 
the  comment  was  general  and  warm. 
They  feel  that  they  went  to  tb,e  extreme 
in  an  endeavor  to  protect  the  city's  in- 
terests in  stipulating  that  Oak  Bay's 
right  to  purchase  irom  the  water  works 
company  should  only  exist  so  long  and 
until  the  city,  by  the  carrying  out  of  Us 
Sooke  Bake  scheme,  was  able  to  pro- 
vide the  municipality  with  an  abund- 
ant supply  from  this  new  source.  The 
city's  action,  some  of  the  members  of 
the  committee  declared,  might  have  the 
effect  of  prejudicing  the  city's  status 
in   the  matter. 

Next  Tuesday  the  private  bills  com- 
mittee will  consider  whether  the  cost  of 
bringing  water  from  Goldstream  shall 
be  borne  wholly  by  Oak  Bay  or  whether 
the  city  shall  pay  the  cost  of  delivery. 
It  la  not  considered  probable  that  Oak 
Bay  will  undertake  to  build  a  pipe  line 
around  the  city  to  connect  with  the  Es- 
quimau Water  Works  system  as  to  do 
so  would  Involve' the  expenditure  of 
about  1 100,000,  'fer/fl  'the  member*  of  the

The  signal  is  carried  from  mouth  to  mouth 
across  the  darkened  stage  and  among  the 
shadowy  wings  that  reach  away  up  into  the 
twilight  of  the  loft  overhead.  A  peep  through 
one  of  the  many  holes — invisible  to  the  audi- 
ence— discloses  the  fact  that  there  is  a  good 
house  "out  front."  Members  of  the  big  musi- 
cal company  are  gathering  at  the  top  of  the 
stairs  leading  down  to  the  dressing  room  ;  pret- 
ty girls,  cuddling  into  big  woollen  wraps  for 
protection  against  the  draughts  that  flirt  with 
the  back  drops,  and  young  men  with  made-up 
faces  in  gay  uniforms.  There  is  laughter  and 
the  hum  of  voices  mingling  with  snatches  of 
airs  from  the  score  and  the  monotone  of  gos- 
sip from  the  basement,  where  those  who  are 
not  cast  in  the  first  scene  are  gathered  about 
the  big  stove.  The  air  is  full  of  the  odor  of 
cold  cream  and  talcum  powder.  Then  the  cry 
of: 

"Overture !    Overture !" 

Faintly  from  the  house  side  of  the  curtain 
comes  the  strains  of  the  orchestra,  and  there  is 
an  indefinable  impression  that  a  sea  of  expect- 
ant faces  is  waiting  out  there.  As  the  signal 
passes  the  last  of  the  people  for  the  first  scene 
come  bounding  up:  "Heavens!  what  a  steep 
stairway ;  must  have  been  meant  for  an  eleva- 
tor shaft !"  "Say,  Alice,  that's  bum  cream  you 
got  in  Seattle;  they  stuck  you  with  Swift's 
Premium  lard,  by  the  feel  of  it!"  "Now,  Floss, 
for  goodness  sake  get  wise  tonight  and  don't 
walk  up  my  back  when  we're  coming  off!" 

"Clap!  clap!  clap!"  Some  one  in  authority, 
some  one  with  a  deep  voice,  whose  figure  is  in- 
distinct- in  the  half-light,  smacks  his  hands 
smartly  together,  and  from  right  to  left  people 
rush  out  into  the  open  space  in  front  of  the 
curtain.  They  begin  a  song,  and  those  in  the 
wings  take  up  the  refrain.  A  man  in  the  gay 
togs  of  a  hussar  intones  a  bucholic  basso  ac- 
companied from  the  region  of  his  boots,  while 
he  puts  the  finishing  touches  to  his  costume; 
similarly  a  .haughty  beauty  in  the  dress  of  a 
Spanish  senorita  warbles  a  clear  soprano  not- 
.  withstanding  the  fact  that  a  sister  chorus  lady 
is  fixing  her  back  hair.  Around  and  about 
them  are  the  million  and  one  things  necessary 
to  the  modern  stage  setting.  Odds  and  ends  of 
scenery,  properties  and  effects  are  jumbled  to- 
gether in  what  seems  to  the  unpracticed  eye 
hopeless  confusion.  A  }'oung  man  in  a  sweater 
rushes  up  out  of  thin  air  and  tackles  the  local 
stage  manager  at  his  post  before  the  switch- 
board. 

"Where's   your   bell?" 

"Right  there  at  your  left;  one  for  warning, 
two  for  the  curtain." 

"All  right;  you  get  ready  on  the  house 
lights." 

The  music  of  the  orchestra  comes  dreamily 
in  through  the  curtain,  with  now  and  then  the 
sharp  boom  of  the  drum  and  the  clear  high 
notes  of  the  cornet. 

"Everybody  out ;  hurry  up— Let  her  go !" 

The  young  man  in  the  sweater  presses  the 
electric  button  twice ;  the  orchestra  begins  the 
opening  bars  and  the  man  in  the  fly-gallery, 
far  overhead,  turn  the  windlass  that  raises  the 
curtain.  At  the  same  time  the  local  stage  man- 
ager, who  has  been  filling  in  on  the  switch- 
board, shoves  the  handle  over  and  the  house 
f  lights  go  out.    The  first  act  has  begun. 

From  the  moment  the  steamer  carrying  the 
production  to  be  staged  in  Victoria  reaches 
the  dock  there  is  a  steady  organized  rush  to 
make  things  run  smoothly.  It  lasts,  when  the 
company  is  playing  only  one  night,  until  the  en- 
tire production  is  back  on  another  steamer 
bound  for  Vancouver.  Ixmg  before  the  show 
arrives  the  local  property  man  has  received  a 
list  of  the  things  that  will  be  required  to  stage 
the  piece.  He  supplies  everything  in  the  way 
of  ordinary  furniture,  etc.,  that  is  peculiarly 
applicable  to  the  particular  show  requiring  it. 
All  these  things  have  been  got  together.  The 
beat  docks  and  the  big  tracks  load  the  scenery 
and  trunks  and  hustle  them  all  to  the  theatre. 
The  members  of  the  company  make  a  raid  on 
the  cafes  for  a  bite  to  eat  before  show  time. 

Now,  while  House  Manager  Clifford  Den 
ham  is  attending  to  the  audience's  end  of  the 
alif action  in  the  front  of  the  house,  Stage- 
Manager  Edward  North  is  trying  to  burrow 
lis  way  oat  from  under  a  high  pile  of  hotel 
verdant  lawns  and  leafr  ■  counti.  to

of  them  in  shirt-sleeves,  the  one  explaining 
the  uses  and  sizes  of  the  mass  of  junk  the 
trunks  have  clumped ;  the  other  responding 
with  the  size  of  the  stage  and  giving  directions 
to  a  small  army  of  men  in  overalls,  who  dash 
about  and  juggle  the  effects  expertly. 

"Well,  we'll  have  to  cut  those  drops,"  an- 
nounces the  local  stage  manager,  pointing  to 
a  series  of  big  curtains  intended  to  be  dropped 
from  the  ceiling  at  the  back  of  the  stage; 
"they're  forty-six  feet  wide,  and  this  stage  is 
only  forty-two." 

"Fill  in  with  house  stuff."  suggests  the 
company's   stage   manager. 

"Yep;  and  we'll  have  to  cut  that  house 
piece,  too.    We  can't  handle  it  on  this  stage." 

Gradually  the  local  manager's  men  fill  the 
stage  with  a  miscellaneous  collection  of  ef- 
fects. Orders  ring  out,  and  there  is  a  rush  of 
feet  across  the  stage  such  as  used  to  gladden 
the  heart  of  an  old-time  skipper  in  the  days 
when  ships  had  sails.  Wing  pieces  are  set, 
towering  up  into  the  gloom,  where  active  men 
in  the  fly-gallery — the  little  gallery  that  runs 
across  the  stage  away  up  at  the  top — seize  their 
upper  edges  and  shift  them  into  the  positions 
desired  by  the  company's  stage  manager.  With 
these  in  place  and  the  other  properties  ready 
to  hand,  there  is  a  pause  until  7:30,  when  the 
setting  of  the  first  act  is  completed.  All  the 
work  is  done,  the  scenes  for  the  first  act  are  in 
place  and  those  required  for  the  second  act  are 
set  up  in  position  behind,  ready  to  be  shifted 
in  without  loss  of  time,  when  the  show  begins. 

Whether  the  work  of  preparing  the  stage  is 
easy  or  hard  depends  upon  the  type  of  show 
that  is  being  handled.  Sometimes  the  simplest 
shows  are  full  of  difficulties  for  the  stage  man- 
ager and  his  crew.  But,  for  the  most  part,  the 
big  spectacular,  musical  shows  are  the  hardest. 

To  the  tyro,  standing  in  the  wings,  one  eye 
on  the  centre  of  the  stage  where  the  play  is  in 
progress,  the  other  on  the  entrance  in  which 
he  is  standing  to  provide  against  having  his 
head  knocked  off  in  a  rush  of  gentlemen  from 
Borneo,  who  have  heard  their  cue,  the  greatest 
surprise  is  th&t  a  play  should  look  so  different 
from  the  orchestra  seats.  Here  he  is  intro- 
duced to  the  gentle  art  of  illusion.  Yonder 
beautiful  marble  staircase,  which  recalls  the 
glories  of  Greece,  when  viewed  from  "out 
front/'  looks  like  the  underside  of  the  wood- 
shed steps  wlien  seen  from  behind.  Then  theie 
are  the  people  of  the  show.  They  undergo  a 
complete  metamorphosis  when  they  pass  the 
edge  of  the  proscenium  arch.  An  impressive- 
ly-dressed young  man  in  the  attire  of  a  diplo- 
mat, with  waned  moustachios  and  beautiful 
grease-paint  complexion,  strolls  into  the  wings 
beside  one.  *Snv,  where  can  a  fellow  jjet  a  hot 
daw  and  a  beer  before  the  boat  sails?*  he  asks 
oesore  one  nan  tone  to  reply.

Again,  "Lady  Clara  Vere  de  Vere,"  who  has 
just  turned  from  "me  noble  lord"  with  an  air  of 
hauteur  that  would  have  done  the  Pompadour 
credit,  comes  flouncing  off  with  her  aristocratic 
head  in  the  air — and  immediately  breaks  into  a 
jolly  smile.  "Well,  kiddo,"  she  inquires  of  the 
admiring  Johnny  Props,  Jr.,  "did  I  get 
over?" 

"Getting  it  over"  seems  to  be  the  great  am- 
bition of  these  people.  They' do  the  same  thing 
over  and  over  again,  every  night  and  some  af- 
ternoons, and  yet  they  never  seem  to  lose  in- 
terest in  their  own  parts  nor  in  the  parts  of 
others.  "Getting  it  over"  means  "reaching  the 
audience."  or  affecting  the  audience  with  the 
impression  intended.  While  the  performance 
is  on,  these  show  people,  when  they  are  not 
"working"  themselves  or  preparing  to  go  on, 
stand  in  the  wings  as  deeply  interested  as  any 
boys  in  the  gallery,  watching  the  work  of  their 
comrades.  Oftentimes  they  are  amused  for 
their  pains.  Sometimes  little  slips  are  made, 
something  that  the  audience  does  not  know  is 
not  a  part  of  the  performance.  For  instance, 
not  long  ago  a  drama  played  Victoria,  and  the 
list  of  properties  called  for  a  three-legged  stool. 
Local  props  supplied  a  four-legged  stool,  find- 
ing the  three-legged  affair  difficult  to  locate. 
When  the  night  of  the  show  arrived  and  the 
company's  stage  manager  learned  of  the  four- 
legged  stool,  he,  being  a  dyspeptic  individual, 
promptly  threw  a  fit.  Nothing  would  do  for 
that  act  but  a  three-legged  stool.  Props  said 
he  didn't  have  one,  and  let  it  go  at  that.  Then 
the  company  stage  manager  surreptitiously 
delved  into  the  property  room  and  came  up  se- 
cretly in  triumph  with  just  what  he  wanted—a 
three-legged  stool.  The  three-legged  stool  was 
set  for  the  act,  and  the  drama  was  well  on  its 
way  when  the  local  stage  manager,  breathless, 
rushed  up  to  the  company's  manager: 

!!S°es  a"y°ne  sit  on  that  stool?"  he  asked. 

"The  star,  Miss ,  sits  on  it  about  half- 
way through  this  act." 

The  local  manager's  face  went  purple.  He 
seized  a  big  mallet  and  went  after  Props.  "If 
she  falls,  you  get  this,"  he  shouted.  Props 
protesting  in  vain  his  innocence,  waited  with 
the  others  for  the  crash.  If  only  word  could 
be  taken  to  the  star ;  but,  unfortunately,  she  did 
not  leave  the  stage  until  the  end  of  the  act.  At 
last  she  approached  the  stool  and  the  strain  in 
the  wings  was  terrific.  She  began  to  sit,  then 
her  hand  felt  the  stool  slipping,  and  she  checked 
herself  Without  resting  her  weight  on  the 
seat,  the  star  squatted  through  the  act.  As  it 
happened  the  stool  was  a  trick  affair,  with 
hinges  and  springs  on  the  legs.  When  sat  upon 
it  flattened  out,  only  to  spring  lightly  up 
agam  when  the  weight  was  taken  off  it. 

The  electrician  with  a  recent  show  that 
played  Victoria  discovered  that  the  assistant 
props,  who  was  working  that  night  was  a  rank 
greenhorn.  Among  the  properties  used  In  the 
play  was  a  stage  stove  in  which  the  fire  is  imi- 
tated by  electric  lights.  "Here,  you,  p^ops.,', 
shouted  the  electrician,  as  if  much  esclted,  "this 
fnVs  going  out,  and  we  have  to  use  the  stove 
fight  away.  Get  a  piece  of  cardboard,  quick, 
and  tan  it  up."

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ENORMOUS  WEIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD

Any  one  who  says  he  has  the  weight  of  the 
world  on  his  shoulders  would  better  stop  and 
think  a  moment  what  that  mean.s.  Modern 
science,  always  busy  with  its  scales,  weights 
and  measures,  has  put  the  earth  in  its  balance, 
and  has  determined  its  weight  in  such  fashion 
that  even  the  ancients  must  have  doubted  the 
myth  of  poor  old  Atlas  supporting  the  world, 
had"1  they  known  the  truth  as  we  know  it,  to 
twenty-eight  places  of  decimals. 

Fe,w  schoolboys  who  have  studied  Newton's 
laws  of  gravitation  have  been  very  much 
thrilled  by  them.  In  fact,  they  have  found  it 
difficult  to  remember  the  laws  the  day  after, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  day  of,  examination.  Re- 
cently, however,  a  young  instructor,  Rhine 
hard  A.  Wetzel,  in  the  College  of  the  City  of 
New  York,  conceived  the  brilliant  idea  of  get- 
ting his  students  really  interested  in  gravita- 
tion by  actually  weighing  the  earth. 

He  explained  his  plan  to  his  class.  They 
were  interested.  Then  he  told  them  that,  al- 
though it  had  been  done  abroad  several  times, 
as  far  as  he  knew  it  had  never  been  attempted 
in  the  L'nited  States.  They  became  enthusi- 
astic. 

"Get  it  in  grams,"  exclaimed  one  of  the 
more  ambitious  students  with  bated  breath, 
with  a  vision  of  obtaining  a  number  carried 
out  to  unthinkable  length. 

So  in -grams  Mr.  Wetzel  got  it. 
It  proved  to  be  a  very  fascinating  thing, 
too;  so  much  so  that  thousands  of  visitors  to 
the  college  flocked  to  the  physics  research  lab- 
oratory, and  the  apparatus  has  been  placed  on 
public  exhibition,  so  that  every  one  may  take 
a  peep  at  the  machinery  for  weighing  the  earth. 
The  apparatus  is  extremely  delicate,  though 
comparatively  simple ;  in  fact,  one  would  think 
it  was  designed  for  weighing  an  atom  rather 
than  a  planet.  It  is  known  as  a  "gravitational 
balance.'' 

It  consists  primarily  of  a  very  thin  wire, 
only  3.5  centimeters  long,  bearing  at  each  end 
a  little  silver  ball  weighing  exactly  one  gram. 
This  wire  is  suspended  horizontally  >  from  a 
very  fine  quartz  fibre  attached  to  its  centre, 
thirty  centimeters  in  length,  so  fine  as  to  be  al- 
most invisible  to  the  eye.  In  fact,  it  is  finer 
.than  the  finest  thread  spun  by  a  spider,  yet  as 
tough  as  though  it  were  a  filament  of  steel. 
It  is  very  elastic. 

The  whole  thing  is  encased  in  an  airtight 
little  glass  box  about  three  inches  long  and 
less  than  an  inch  deep,  the  quartz  fibre  hanging 
down  through  a  brass  tube  set  on  this  box. 
Xot  even  the  slightest  air  current  can  affect  it. 
Then  this  much  of  the  apparatus  is  placed 
on  a  vibrationless  pier  of  concrete  which  runs 
down  into  the  earth  through  the  floor  of  the 
laboratory  so  as  to  be  absolutely  tree  from  the 
vibration  of  the  building.  Even  then  the  pass- 
ing of  a  wagon  on  a  near-by  street  affects  it 
slightly.  Therefore  the  actual  observations  of 
Mr.  Wetzel  had  to  be  carried  on  stealthily  in 
the  dead  of  night  between  the  fime  when  the 
last  joy-riders  had  rolled  homeward  and  the 
first  milkman  went  his  rounds. 

The  rest  of  the  apparatus  consists  of  two 
large  balls  of  lead,  uniform  in  density,  very 
carefully  cast  in  Germany,  where  all  the  essen- 
tial parts  of  the  apparatus  were  made  to  order. 
In  fact,  in  cash,  it  cost  just  about  one  hundred 
dollars  to  weigh  the  earth,  though  the  labor 
and  care  involved  would  increase  that  outlay 
considerably  if  they  could  be  reduced  to  dollars 
and  cents.     They  are  not  estimated. 

These  balls  of  lead  are  placed  on  a  wooden 
table  built  around  the  pier,  but  not  touching  it 
at  any  point,  and  they  are  arranged  so  that  they 
can  be  moved  back  and  forth  on  horizontal 
bars.  The  centres  of  the  big  lead  balls  and  lit- 
tle silver  balls  are  exactly  in  the  same  plane. 
Now,  Newton's  law  is  that  masses  attract 
each  other  directly  in  proportion  to  their  mass 
and  inversely  in  proportion  to  the  square  of 
the  distance  between  them.  The  problem  was 
first  to  find  out  how  great  was  the  attraction 
of  the  lead  balls  for  the  silver  balls.  This  was 
done  by  placing  the  two  lead  balls  in  a  certain 
position  and  noting  the  position  of  the  silver 
balls  suspended  by  the  quartz  fibre. 

"When  the  lead  balls  stand  as  they  arc," 
said  Mr.  Wetzel,  "the  silver  balls  remain  sta- 
tionary, the  opposite  attractions  counter-bal- 
ancing each  other.  Now  I  begin  to  push  one 
lead  ball  in  one  direction  and  pull  the  other 
lead  ball  in  the  other  direction,  and  that  little 
dumbbell  in  these  begins  to  twist  on  its  thread 
of  quartz,  each  silver  ball  getting  a  little  bit 
closer  to  the  lead  ball  nearest  to  it.  When  we 
have  pulled  the  silver  balls  thus  as  close  to  the 
lead  balls  as  possible,  the  degree  of  the  twist 
of  the  quartz  thread  will  be  the  measure  of  the 
attraction  exerted  upon  the  silver  balls.  But 
how  can  we  me'asure  the  twist  of  a  thread 
which  we  can   hardly  see?" 

This  is  done  by  means  of  a  very  little  mir- 
ror fixed  on  the  quartz  fibre.  A  beam  of  light 
is  shot  in  on  this  mirror,  and  is  reflected  back 
by  it  on  a  long,  graduated  scale  placed  several 
feet  away.  Its  position  on  the  scale  is  noted. 
Then  the  leaden  balls  are  moved. 

The  silver  balls,  as  we  have  seen,  then 
move  through  a  very  minute  arc.  «he  quartz 
fibre  is  twisted  ever  so  little,  the  mirror  re- 
flects the  beam  of  light  at  an  almost  impercep- 
tibly different  angle,  and  the  difference;  mag- 
nified by  the  distance  at  which  the  graduated 
scale  is  placed,  is  read  by  Mr.  Wetzel  by  care- 
fully noting  the  new  position  on  which  falls 
the  beam  of  reflected  light.  The  angle  turns 
out  to  be  about  1.7  degrees.  This  method  is 
the  same  a*  that  used  in  the  finest  galvano- 
meter in  measuring  electric  currents  al'o. 

Over  and  over  again  this  process  war  re- 


peated, night  after  night,  until  at  last,  alter 
many  observations,  an  average  was  struck  ot 
them  all.  on  the  theory  that  it  would  be  more 
nearly  accurate  than  any  single  observation. 

The  purpose  of  all  this  was  to  determine 
what  is  known  as  the  "constant  of  gravitation," 
denominated  "G."  This  was  the  first  section 
of  the  experiment.  The  second  was  to  apply 
the  result  to  the  earth. 

The  application  involves  some  mathemati- 
cal operations  so  formidable  that  they  may 
well  be  touched  lightly.  It  is  all  in  the  famous 
C.  G.  S.  system— the  '"centimeter-gram-second 
svstern."  which  you  perhaps  recall  from  your 
sophomore  mechanics.  In  these  equations  M 
prime  represents  the  weight  of  the  world,  and 
the  mathematician  reduces  it  to  6,030,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000.000  grams. 

So  the  mass  of  the  earth  is  determined— 
nataas  rather-  than  weight,  for  weight  really  is 
the  attraction  of  the  earth  for  another  mass, 
and  it  can  hardly  be  properly  said  that  the 
earth  has  "weight" — that  is.  attraction  for  it- 
self. Expressed  in  words,  this  result  may  pos- 
sibly be  read  as  six  billions  and  thirty  millions 
of  billions  of  billions  of  grams. 

It  is  already  known  how  the  masses  of  the 
sun  and  various  planets  compare  proportion- 
ately with  the  earth;  and  on  a  chart  Mr.  Wet- 
zel placed  the  result  in  grams,  worked  out  on 
the  basis  of  his  weighing  of  the  earth.  The 
figures  are  staggering. 

Mr.  Wetzel  is  now  engaged  in  other  inter- 
esting and  minute  studies  in  physics,  such  as 
an  investigation  by  which  he  expects  to  show 
that  the  attraction  of  gravitation  varies  slight- 
ly with  different  substances,  and  is  not  abso- 
lute. This  had  already  ben  hinted  at  by  Pro- 
fessor Simon  Newcomb  before  his  death.  An- 
other investigation  has  to  do  with  the  possible 
discovery  of  a  "gravitational  insulator" — some- 
thing that  will  reduce  the  attraction  due  to 
gravity.  Still  another  is  the  attempt  to  weigh' 
the  exact  impact  of  a  sunbeam. 


the  torsion  balance,  which  was  later  "reinvent- 
ed" and  applied  to  measuring  electric  currents 
by  Couloumb,  who  has  received  the  credit  for 
it.  Michcll's  apparatus  was  passed  to  Dr. 
W'oilaston  and  then,  in  1708,  passed  to  Henry 
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This  method  of  weighing  the  earth  is  not 
new,  although  the  result  is  different  from  that 
obtained  before,  and  is  the  first  result  on  rec- 
ord, as  far  as  I  can  find,  worked  out  in  this 
country.  Presumably,  also,  it  is  more  accur- 
ate, since  the  City  College  apparatus  is  more 
delicate  than  any  hitherto  used,  and  has  elim- 
inated or  reduced  several  previous  sources  of 
error. 

In  fact,  the  principle  employed,  which  is 
that  of  the  torsion  balance,  was  first  devised 
by  an  English  physicist,  the  Rev.  John  Michell, 
at  Cambridge  in  1780,  though  he  did  not  live  to 
apply  it  himself.     He  was  the  real  inventor  of

to  Cavendish  belongs  the  honor  of  having  first 

applied   Miehell's  method. 

The  result  has  been  that  t he  method  has 
been  closely  associated  with  his  own  name. 
He  sought  to  find  out  how  much  denser  the 
earth  was  than  an  equal  volume  of  pure  waiter, 
a  method  which  yields  the  result  in  a  slightly 
different  way  from  that  of  Mr.  Wet/el.  Mis 
apparatus  consisted  pf  two  lead  balls,  two 
inches  in  diameter,  at  opposite  ends  of  a  rod 
six  feet  long,  suspended  bv  a  forty-inch  wire. 
Two  other  larger  lead  balls,  of  twelve  inches 
diameter,  weighing  three  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds,  were  used  in  much  the  same  way  as 
in  the  City  College  experiment.  The  whole 
thing  was  roughly  enclosed  in  a  great  case 
to  protect   it   from   air  currents. 


rived  at  a  value  of  5.66  for  the  density  of  the 
earth;  Another  observer,  Markness,  made  it 
5,576,  while  Wllsing  at  Potsdam  made  it  5.59. 
There  are  at  least  three  other  ways  of 
weighing  the  earth.  The  first  man  who  ever 
tried  it  was  Bouguer,  in  1740.  Jde  had  noted 
that  a  plumb-line  deviated  frofii  the  vertical 
when  suspended  near  a  mountain,  and  he  tried 
three  experiments,  one  at  sea  level,  one  ten 
thousand  feet  high,  on  the  plateau  near  Quito. 
I'.quador,  and  another  sixteen  thousand  feet 
high,  on  Pichincha.  Another  experiment  was 
made  at  twenty  thousand  feet  (above  the  snow- 
line), on  Chimborazo.  His  experiments  were 
very  faulty,  but  he  did  succeed  in  showing  that 
the  earth  as  a  whole  was  much  denser  than  the 
mountains  on  it. 


The  result  arrived  at  by  Cavendish  was  tha: 
the  earth  was  5.45 — which  was  raised  by  later 
experiments  to  5.67 — times  as  dense  as  an  equal 
globe  of  pure  water.  Any  one  who  wants  to 
carry  it  out  can  do  so.  There  are  250.800,000.- 
000  miles  in  the  earth,  and  each  mile  contains 


Then  the  British  Royal  Astronomer  of  that 
day.  Maskelevne,  sought  to  repeat  the  experi- 
ment on  the  mountain  Schiehallion,  in  Perth- 
shire, Scotland,  and  in  1774-1776  it  was  done. 
The  deviation  of  the  plumb-line  was  measured 
147,200,000,000  cubic  feet.  Each  cubic  foot  of  and  was  found  to  be  six  minutes.  Then  after 
earth  averages  5.67  times  the  weight  of  a  cubic  cafeiul  surveys  the  density  of  the  mountain 
foot  of  water,  and  the  weight  of  a  cubic  foot  of  was  X^omputcd  and,  by  the  mathematical  work 
water  is  about  62.5  pounds.

Several  others  have  repeated  Cavendish's 
experiment,  among  them  being  Professor  Boys, 
of  Oxford,  twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago,  who 
invented  the  quartz  or  silica  fibre,  which  is 
really  a  grain  of  sand  spun  out  into  incredible 
length.  Boys  did  not  rest  his  apparatus  on  a 
concrete  pier  as  Mr.  Wetzel  did.  and  often  he 
had  to  wait  three  days  for  his  balance  to  come 
to  rest.  Wetzel  had  to  wait  only  seven  minutes 
for  the  balance  to  come  to  rest. 

Boys  arrived  at  a  result  of  5.527  for  the 
density  of  the  earth.  His  apparatus  was  so 
delicate  that  once  he  was  interrupted  bv  an 
earthquake,    thousands   of   miles   away,  ich 

was  detected  by  him  only  because  he  happened 
to  be  weighing  the  earth  at  the  time.  The 
smaller  the  apparatus,  the  better  the  result,  it 
has  been  found,  within  certain  limits.  Boys 
had  an  apparatus  less  than  a  centimeter  in 
>ize,  almost  microscopic.  It  was  !too  small, 
just  as  that  of  Cavendish  was  too  large  and 
unwieldly.  That  of  Mr.  Wetzel  was  designed 
to  strike  the  happy  medium.

mous,  among  other  things,  for  the  discovery  of 
the  composition  of  water  out  of  oxygen  and 
hydrogen.

THE    THERMOMETER'S  GROWTH 


There  are  several  claimants  for  the  honor 
of  inventing  the  thermometer,  among  them  be- 
ing Robert  Floor,  Cornells  van  Drebbel.  and 
Santorio.  The  former  has  the  advantage  over 
the  two  latter,  it  seems,  though  the  instrument 
invented  by  Galileo  in  or  about  the  year  1579, 
is  undoubtedly  the  forerunner  of  all  the  others. 

The  early  instruments  were  air  thermo- 
scopes  and  could  not  be  relied  upon  because 
they  varied  with  the  air  pressure,  though  the 
ultimate  test  of  all  thermometers  today  is  the 
air  thermometer.  Galileo  was  the  one  to  in- 
troduce the  alcohol  instrument,  probably  in 
161 1,  though  the  date  is  not  definitely  known, 
and  this  was  a  great  stride  ahead,  leading  as  it 
did  to  the  linseed  oil  device  of  Sir  Isaac  New- 
ton, and  that  in  turn  to  the  mercury  thermo- 
meter of  the  present  day. 

The  scale  has  always  been  a  source  of  dif- 
ficulty, and  a  satisfactory  way  of  determining 
what  it  should  be  is  something  that  many 
scientists  have  labored  for,  with  widely  dif- 
ferent results.  The  absolute  zero  of  tempera- 
ture would  be  a  natural  beginning,  but  this  is 
impracticable. 

Zero  is  a  word  which  comes  to  us  from  the 
Arabic  through  the  Spanish  and  its  meaning  is 
literally  "empty."  Its  actual  meaning  would 
therefore  be  utter  absence  of  heat.  This  is 
something  that  cannot  be  obtained,  hence  the 
various  points  at  which  zero  has  been  located. 
Fahrenheit's  discovery  of  the  fixed  point  at 
which  water  boils  and  the  point  at  which  ice 
melts — or  water  freezes — led  to  the  scale  as 
we  now  have  it. 

According  to  Sir  Samuel  Wilkes,  Fahren- 
heit's thermometer  was  constructed  from  one 
made  many  years  before  by  Sir  Isaac  Newton. 
In  1 701.  Xevvton  proposed  anonymously  a  scale 
which  he  used  on  his  linseed  oil  thermometer. 
He  was  at  this  time  secretary  to  the  Royal 
Society  and  the  paper  written  by  him  in  re 
gard  to  this  instrument  is  now  in  the  transac- 
tions of  the  society  for  that  year. 

The  scale  which  we  now  use  is  Fahren- 
heit's elaboration  of  this  scale  of  Newton's. 
The  decimal  system  was  not  in  use  at  that 
time  and  Newton  proposed  to  make  the  tem- 
perature of  freezing  water  zero,  and  that  of  the 
blood  of  a  healthy  man  twelve  degrees.  Some 
time  after  this,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  the 
degrees  were  divided  into  two,  thus  making 
the  body  heat  twenty-four  degrees  above  zero 
and  the  boiling  point  fifty-three  degrees.  Years 
after  when  Fahrenheit  made  his  mercury  in- 
strument he  divided  them  again,  this  time  into 
fourths.  That  gave  the  boiling  point  two  hun- 
dred and  twelve  degrees  and  the  body  ninety- 
six  degrees.  When  he  found  that  be  could  get 
a  lower  temperature  than  freezing  be  moved 
aero  down  to  that  point,  which  brought  the 
number  eight  of  Newton's  to  thirty-twu  «V| 


grees  of  Fehrenheit.  That  is  the  way  it  now 
stands. 

Gabriel  Daniel  Fahrenheit  was  born  at 
Dantzic,  Prussia,  on  May  14.  1686  From  his 
boyhood  he  was  a  close  observer  of  nature,  and 
when  only  twenty-three  years  of  age,  in  the  re- 
markably cold  winter  of  1709.  he  experimented 
with  snow  and  sal-ammonias,  or  common  salt, 
and  found  that  he  had  produced  a  degree  of 
cold  equal  to  the  coldest  day  of  that  year. 

As  that  day  was  the  coldest  that  the  oldest 
inhabitant  remembered,  he  immediately  con- 
cluded that  he  had  discovered  the  lowest  de- 
gree of  temperature  known  to  the  world,  either 
natural  or  scientific.  His  original  scale  cov- 
ered one  hundred  and  eighty  degrees,  with  zero 
midway.  Above,  it  went  to  ninety  degrees,  or 
temperate,  and  below  it  registered  minus 
ninety,  which  was  the  temperature  of  the  mix- 
ture of  ice  and  salt,  believed  by  him  to  be  the 
greatest  possible  cold. 

The  final  change  in  Fahrenheit's  scale  al- 


ready described  was  made  in  1714,  five  years 
after  his  famous  experiment. 

In  1730  Reaumur  made  alcohol  thermom- 
eters with  their  zero  at  the  freezing  point  of 
water,  but  they  were  unreliable  and  unequal 
in  their  indications.  Del  tic  introduced  a  mer- 
cury thermometer  -which,  with  Reaumur's 
name  attached,  is  still  popularly  used  in  Ger- 
many. Holland,  and  other  parts  of  Europe. 

The  first  centesimal  scale  was  that  of  Cel- 
sius, adopted  in  1742.  but  it  is  to  the  great  Lin- 
naeus that  we  are  indebted  for  the  rational 
mode  of  reckoning  known  as  the  centigrade. 
This  places  z^ro  in  melting  ice.  and  one  hun- 
dred degrees  in  boiling  water,  and  it  is  used 
universally  in  laboratories  and  for  every  scien- 
tific purpose  in  all  except  Knglish-.speaking 
countries.  It  will,  no  doubt,  ultimately  become 
the  system  in  tise  everywhere  and  for  all  pur- 
poses. The  argument  in  its  favor  is  that  it 
starts  from  an  absolute  and  universal  point, 
which  we  now  know  as  thirty-two  degrees. 

The  Fahrenheit  scale,  is  convenient  for  some 
work  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  its  degrees, 
yvhich  makes  great  accuracy  in  recording  pos- 
sible, but  the  other  is  far  more  convenient  un- 
der all  conditions,  and  its  use  is  so  general  now 
that  it  seems  to  be  only  a  question  of  time 
when  it  will  entirely  supersede  the  older  reck- 
oning. 
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earth  was  4.5  times  as  dense  as  water.  Sub- 
sequent recalculation  of  the  density  of  the 
mountain  gave  the  result  4.71. 

Among  others  who  have  tried  it  was  an  Am- 
erican, Thomas  C.  Fendenhall,  once  professor 
of  physics  in  the  Imperial  University  of  Tokyo, 
and  later  president  of  Worcester  Polytechnic 
Institute.  He  worked  on  Fujiyama,  the  sacred 
mountain  of  Japan.  Another  American,  in 
Hawaii,  Erasmus*  Darwin  Preston,  tried  the 
method  on  Halcakala,  an  isolated  volcano  on 
the  island  of  Mauri,  and  also  on  Mauna  Kea. 
The  results  are  given  in  a  table  compiled  by 
Mr.  Preston,  the  result  for  Flaleakala  seem- 
ing to  Preston  to  be  the  better. 

The  trouble  with  this  method  is  that  one 
must  have  an  isolated  mountain,  else  the  sur- 
rounding mountains  will  neutralize  the  pull  of 
the  mountain  being  studied.  Also,  borings 
must  be  made  in  the  mountain  to  determine  its 
character  and,  at  best,  the  average  density  is 
pretty  nearly  impossible  to  determine  with 
anything  like  accuracy.  On  the  other  hand,  a 
lead  ball,  such  as  used  in  the  torsion  balance 
experiments,  has  a  naccurate  and  uniform  den- 
sity. 

Another  method  was  that  first  tried  many 
years  ago  by  Airy,  at  Harton,  England,  in  a 
colliery  near  Newcastle.  Airy  used  an  invari- 
able pendulum.  The  principle  was  that  the 
difference  m  oscillation  time  of  the  pendulum 
at  the  surface  of  the  earth,  and  one  thousand 
two  hundred  and  sixty  feet  below  at  the  bot- 
tom of  the  mine,  could  be  used  to  calculate  the 
density  of  the  layer  of  the  earth  between  the 
two  points. 

It  was  recently  proposed  by  the  United 
States  Geological  Survey  to  use  the  pendulum 
method  on  the  apex  of  the  great  Pyramid,  and 
then  in  one  of  the  chambers  at  the  base.  Thus, 
by  culculating  the  density  of  the  pyramid,  the 
weight  of  the  earth  could  be  arrived  at.  Airy's 
method  is  not  accepted  as  against  that  of  Cav- 
endish, and  it  is  believed  that  he  himself  was 
not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  results,  and 
planned  to  repeat  the  experiment  before  he 
died.  It  has  more  recently  been  used  by  Von 
Sterncck. 

But  of  late  years,  in  1891.  Professor  John 
Henry.  Poynting,  of  Birmingham,  has  devel- 
oped still  another  method  which  may  be  de- 
scribed as  almost  precisely  "weighing"  the 
earth.  Poynting  used  actual  scales  ami 
weights  of  very  great  delicacy. 

Two  fifty-pound  weights  of  lead  were  bal- 
anced on  opposite  ends  of  a  rod.  Then  a  three- 
hundred-and-fiftypound  weight  of  lead  was 
moved  under  one  of  them,  just  one  foot  below. 
The  effect  was  measured. 

Of  course,  the  increase  in  the  pull  down- 
ward on  the  one  suspended  ball  of  lead  was 
very  minute  and  it  had  to  be  carefully  noted 
to  be  discovered  at  all.  Poynting  performed 
the  experiment  in  a  cellar,  and  observed  the  ef- 
fect by  means  of  a  telescope  through  the  floor 
of  a  room  above.  No  one  could  walk  in  the 
house  while  he  was  at  work.  Even  the  moving 
of  the  three-hundred-and-fifty-pound  weight 
had  to  be  subject  to  correction,  for  it  tilted 
the  cellar  floor  in  the  proportion  of  one  inch  in 
ten  miles.  Poynting  found  that  the  fifty-pound 
weight  was  increased  by  one  two-hundred-and- 
fifticths  of  a  grain.

As  Poynting  put  it,  if  all  the  40,000,000  peo- 
ple of  Great  Britain  were  placed  in  one  scale- 
pan,  would  one  small  boy  or  so  make  much  dif- 
ference? That  was  the  difficult  measurement 
he  had  to  make — a  difference  of  one  in  90,000,- 
000.  His  result  was  that  the  earth  weighed 
i2.5cx).CKX3,oco,ooo,ooo.ooo.ooo,ooo  pounds.  Mr. 
Wetzel's  weight  reduced  to  pounds  would  be 
i3,26(>,ocK),ocx3,c)00,c)oo,ooo,ooo.ooo,  pounds  —  a 
mere  trifling  difference  of  766,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000.000  pounds.  In  tons,  the  weight  found 
by  Mr.  Wetzel  is  seven  thousand  billions  of  bil- 
lions of  tons. 

Thus  there  have  been  many  scientist*  the 
world  over  trying  to  weigh  the  earth,  and  their 
results  have  been  as  various  as  their  methods. 
It  all  comes  back  to  the  calculation  of  the  rela- 
tive density  of  the  earth  compared  with  an 
equal  globe  of  water.  Some  get  it  as  low  as 
4.5.  others  as  high  as  6.6.  while  the  probable 
truth  is  somewhere  between.  Before  any  of 
them  started  to  calculate  it  by  actual  experi- 
ment, the  immortal  Newton,  having  laid  down 
Im  laws,  gave  it  as  his  shrewd  guess  that  the 
density  would  be  found  somewhere  between 
"Yes'ro/*  said  the  little  boy,  promptly,  "tts  five  and  six  times  that  of  the  density  oCw»t*r

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IN  THE  NAME  OF  FREEDOM 


Perhaps  never  before  in  the  history  of  Can- 
atK  has  there  been  the  need  for  such  Strong 
individual  moral  effort  as  there  is  today,  if  we 
would  keep  our  great  country  true  to  its  ideals, 
faithful  to  its  old-time  traditions,  and  make  of 
it  a  nation  that  will  stand. 

We  have  founded  well,  we  Canadians,  and 
could  ask  for  no  hetter  inheritance  than  that 
strain  of  blood,  which,  flowing  in  our  veins, 
binds  us  indissolubly  to  that  band  of  heroic 
men  and  women,  who,  for  the  sake  of  lealty  to 
God  and  King,  in  the  bleak  winter-time  a  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  years  ago,  sacrificed  all 
but  honor  to  remain  faithful,  or  that  strain  no 
less  red  which  makes  us  akin  to  one  or  the 
other  of  these  two  brave  peoples  that  fought 
and  bled  for  Canada  in  Canada's  earliest  days. 

With  those  ancestors  of  ours  and  with  us, 
the  most  precious  possession  is  our  freedom. 
Life  was,  and  is,  a  less  dear  thing,  for  freedom 
is  what  n  •Uses  that  life  worth  living  at  all. 
You  and  I,  and  our  forefathers,  have  loved  to 
think  that  nowhere  else  in  all  the  world  has  it 
been  possible  to  enjoy  quite  the  same  degree  of 
freedom  as  is  our  birthright  here.  The  laws 
which  govern  us  make  our  freedom  possible, 
and  the  absence  of  "officialism,"  which  makes 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  a  little  less  than 
tyranny,  gives  us  all  the  benefit  without  a  sense 
of  restraint.  But  perhaps  to  us  of  a  later  gen- 
eration it  is  the  vastness  of  our  country  and 
our  country's  limitless  loveliness  that  makes 
us  so  rejoice  in  this  sense  of  absolute  freedom, 
this  sense  of  equal  ownership  in  all  these  im- 
measurable proportions  of  spreading  sea  and 
towering  mountain. 

The  majority  of  us  who  call  this  Western 
land  "home"  came  to  this  part  of  the  world 
from  a  country  which,  while  its  government  is 
the  same,  is  fundamentally  different  in  almost 
every  other  respect.  We  do  not  realize  this  dif- 
ference until  we  have  returned  to  look  up  once 
more  the  old  familiar  landmarks  tfis*  *ye  knew 
and  loved  as  boys  and  girls.  And  it  is  a  little 
pathetic,  perhaps,  but  it  is  nevertheless  very 
true,  and  part  of  the  eternal  fitness  of  things, 
that,  having  returned  to  what  was  once  home, 
having  visited  the  spots  hallowed  by  memory, 
having  "viewed  the  old-time  landscape  o'er," 
we  are  in  all  haste  to  bid  a  final  goodby  and 
let  that  memory  only  serve  as  a  reminder  for 
the  rest  of  our  days.  Of  course  comparatively 
there  are  only  a. few  of  us  in  British  Columbia, 
and  we  do  not  begin  to  represent  the  opinions 
of  all  Canadians  in  feeling  that  this  Western 
portion  of  the  globe  is  the  best  spot  on  earth. 
Fortunately  for  the  rest  of  mankind,  opinions 
differ,  and  every  province,  even  the  Yukon 
Territory,  has  its  staunch  admirers ;  but  per-i 
haps  it  is  not  too  much  to  say  that  having  lived 
one's  childhood  in  the  East,  and  grown  up  in 
the  West  and  with  the  West,  one  has  a  broader 
conception  of  freedom  than  those  whose  hori- 
zon has  been  more  limited. 

It  is  therefore  sternly  true  that  when  we 
see  that  freedom  menaced,  when  we  realize  that 
a  day  is  coming  when  we  must  decide  whether 
our  country  is  to  be  allowed  to  proceed  on  its 
way  to  glorious  development,  or  to  be  checked 
in  its  advance,  and  made  to  follow  a  course 
that  will  retard  and  deteriorate,  we  feel  an  ur- 
gent desire  to  call  upon  our  brains  for  all  their 
capacity  of  right  thinking,  our  bodies  for  all 
their  capacity  of  physical  endeavor  to  make  us 
worthy  citizens  to  meet  that  crisis  and  carry 
our  country  through  all  besetting  difficulties. 

This  cannot  be  done  by  shirking  respon- 
sibility. We  dare  not  say  "this  man  or  that 
man  is  more  fit  than  I."  Who  arc  we  that  we 
should  know  just  what  place  we  are  to  fill? 
The  time  has  come  for  every  man  to  work  for 
every  ounce  of  strength  there  is  in  him.  A  turn 
in  affairs  may  put  you  at  the  head  of  the  ship 
of  state,  may  call  the  farmer  from  his  fields, 
the  priest  from  his  labors  to  enter  the  public 
field,  where  the  intellectual  powers,  the  sense 
of  discernment  once  aroused  we  "do  not  take 
possession  of  our  ideas,  but  are  possessed  by 
them,  they  master  us  and  force  us  into  the 
arena,  where,  like  gladiators,  we  must  fight  for 
them." 

The  greatest  battles,  and  by  this  we  do  not 
necessarily  mean  military  battles,  that  are  to 
be  fought  with  Canada  as  the  battlefield  will 
take  place  in  the  future,  when  probably  you 
and  I  will  not  be  here  to  sec,  or  if  we  are,  it  will 
be  as  onlookers  for  the  most  part,  while  our 
sons  and  daughters  take  the  field.  And  it  is 
because  of  the  fact  that  Ave  are  building  today 
that  our  children  shall  build  greater  things  to- 
morrow, that  so  much  responsibility  rests  with 
Canadian  mothers,  the  mothers  of  these  future 
men  and  women,  that  shall  know  Canada  when 
she  begins  to  fulfil  her  destiny. 

Let  us  see  to  it  that  we  do  not  shirk  our 
responsibility,  we  Canadian  mothers.  Let  us 
not  dare  to  say,  "This  or  that  is  not  my  work ; 
these  things  or  those  things  shall  not  occupy 
my  thoughts."  Let  US  not  deceive  ourselves 
that  our  responsibility  ends  when  we  have  seen 
to  it  that  our  little  children  are  properly  fed 
and  clothed.  Shall  we,  too,  not  concern  our- 
selves for  their  sake,  if  not  for  our  owiv  with 
these  burning  questions  that  arc  agitating  our 
great  country,  the  proper  solution  of  which 
shall  mean  the  future  happiness  of  our  chil- 
dren, the  neglecting  of  which  may  mean  the 
suffering  and  death  of  our  children  ?  O,  this 
is  no  time  to  dance  and  play  because,  forsooth, 
the  piper  is  playing  to  us.  The  piper  is  al- 
ways playing,  and  sometimes  his  music  is  the 
music  of  gay  dancing,  and  sometimes  it  is  the 
mad  music  that  leads  to  the  dance  of  death. 
Let  tia  look  at  only  one  phase  of  one  question. 
Over  beyond  the  green  waters  and  the  white 
hilb,  that  hind  otir  horizon,  there  an  three  or 
foas.  nay,  ten  or  twelve  little  hoys  growing  on

ORATORY 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  today  so 
many  important  public  questions  to  be  con- 
sidered, we  may  expect  to  hear  a  great  deal 
said  on  the  various  subjects.  Each  one  of  us 
must  have  an  individual  opinion  regarding  the 
ability  or  the  non-ability  of  the  different  public 
men  in  British  Columbia  and  elsewhere  to  deal 
with  the  said  questions  oratorically,  but  the 
prevailing  sentiment  seems  to  be  that  no  one 
in  the  East  or  in  the  West  has  made  any  dem- 
onstration of  the  power  of  oratory.  An  orator, 
in  order  to  convince,  mufit  in  the  first  place 
possess  a  powerful  personality,  in  the  second 
place  he  must  have  a  broad  and  comprehensive 
grasp  of  his  subject  in  all  its  many  phases,  but 
most  of  all  he  must  be  impelled  to  speak  by  the 
force  of  his  own  convictions. 

The  following  article  on  oratory  isinterest- 
ing  reading,  and  it  is  taken  from  "The  Power 
of  Speech,"  a  little  book  on  the  study  of  the 
English  language : 

The  study  of  oratory  has  interested  men  in 
all  climes  and  all  ages— -the  more  enlightened 
the  period  the  greater  the  knowledge  of  this 
noble  art.  Its  methods  have  been  investigated 
since  the  dawn  of  civilization,  and  its  rules  are 
as  ancient  as  those  of  any  known  science. 
Emotions  are  experienced  by  men  today  the 
same  as  in  past  ages,  and  the  expression  of 
them,  in  all  material  particulars,  is  similar. 

Man  thinks,  speaks,  and  moves  by  the  same 
means  now  as  he  did  in  the  past,  and  the  men- 
tal processes  by  which  emotions  are  engen- 
dered and  outward  expression  given  them  are 
the  same  as  they  have  always  been.  Human 
nature  is  similar  all  the  world  over,  and  has 
undergone  no  essential  change,  further  than 
that  of  slow  development,  since  the  beginning 
of  history.  The  feelings  of  men  being  the 
same  in  different  ages,  there  is  no  good  reason 
why  his  vocal  expression  of  them  should 
change,  nor  has  it  changed  materially.  Ora- 
tory, in  all  essential  particulars,  is  the  same 
today  as  it  was  in  the  time  of  Pericles,  Demos- 
thenes, and  Cicero.  True,  the  style  of  delivery, 
as  pertains  both  to  voice  and  action,  has  been 
modified  or  affected  by  outside  influences,  but 
in  its  material  qualities  it  has  not  changed. 
t  Ancient  orators  differed  from  modern  ora- 
tors more  in  expression  than  in  language,  the 
latter  being  constructed  on  the  same  lines,  and 
according  to  the  same  principles,  today,  as  be- 
fore the  birth  of  Christianity.  The  same  rules 
for  the  construction  of  sentences,  whereby 
thought  is  expressed,  apply  today  as  closely  as 
they  did  two  thousand  years  ago.  Language 
is  marshaled  under  the  same  banners  of  opposi- 
tion, apposition,  negative,  positive,  commenc- 
ing and  concluding  series,  and  the  many  other 
formations  of  words,  phrases  and  sentences,, 
that  show  the  action  of  the  speaker's  mind,  in- 
terpret his  thought,  and  convince  or  move  the 
listener. 

The  delivery  of  the  ancient  orators  em- 
braced a  voice  that  partook  both  of  the  singing 
and  speaking  tones,  and  gestures  that  were  re- 
stricted to  the  right  arm  and  hand.  The  reason 
this  chanting  tone  was  employed  was  that  the 
orators  generally  spoke  in  the  open  air,  and 
used  the  many  waves  and  circumflexes  of  the 
voice  (thus  making  it  much  like  singing)  in  or- 
der to  cause  the  voice  to  carry  a  greater  dis- 
tance, whereas  our  speaking  is  done  indoors, 
and  the  exaggerated  mode  of  delivery  is  no 
longer  required  or  desired,  and  the  human 
voice,  through  not  being  forced  or  strained, 
now  produces  tones  far  more  beautiful  and 
convincing.  The  reason  the  old  Grecian  and 
Roman  masters  ruled  that  the  right  arm  should 
be  the  oratorical  weapon,  and  that  the  left 
should  never  be  used  alone,  and  sparingly  even 
in  conjunction  with  the  right,  was  that  their 
mode  of  dress  precluded  the  free  use  of  the 
left  arm,  as  it  was  generally  occupied  holding 
the  toga;  but  with  the  passing  away  of  the  an- 
cient garment  which  occasioned  the  rule,  the 
rule  itself  passed  out  of  vogue. 

In  all  enlightened  countries  oratory  has 
been  looked  upon  with  great  favor,  and  honors 
have  been  heaped  upon  those  who,  by  the 
force  of  their  eloquence,  have  been  able  to  sway 
the  masses,  and  control  the  destinies  of  nations. 

Oratory  has  been  more  potent  in  shaping 
the  course  of  events,  and  bettering  the  life  of 
man,  than  any  earthly  agency,  not  even  ex- 
cepting war  itself,  for  in  most  cases  where  lib- 
erty struggled  with  oppression,  force  was  but 
the  son  of  eloquence,  owing  its  being  to  it ; 
and  without  eloquence  liberty  never  would 
have  come  to  pass.  The  American  Revolution 
was  caused  by  man's  desire  for  liberty,  and 
proved  to  him  that  he  could  achieve  it ;  but  it 
was  the  eloquence  of  Patrick  Henry.  Richard 
Henry  Lee,  Samuel  Adapts,  James'  Otis,  and 
their  fellow  patriots,  which  taught  this  doctrine 
of  the  universal  liberty  of  man,  and  made  that 
Revolution  possible  by  welding  into  an  ir- 
resistible and  indestructible  mass  the  many 
forces  of  opposition  to  tyranny  throughout  the 
colonies. 

Oratory  bnrns  with  its  brightest  light  dur- 
ing the  travails,  mighty  struggles,  or  death 


throes  of  a  nation.  It  slumbers  in  times  of 
peace.  No  nation  ever  came  into  existence 
without  its  approach  being  preceded  by  throes 
ami  upheavals,  nor  ceased  to  exist  without 
warning  of  the  approach  of  its  death,  and  these 
symptoms  were  voiced  thoughts  of  the  orator. 
Oratory  is  the  spoken  word,  and  it  goes 
forth  upon  its  errand  impregnated  with  the  life, 
the  very  spirit  of  its  Creator.  It  seems  to  live, 
to  breathe,  and  it  appeals  with  divine  power 
direct  to  the  heart  of  man.

JULIANA  HORATIA  EWING. 

To  re-read  the  works  of  Mrs.  Ewing  is, 
for  many  of  us,  to  dip  so  sharply  into  our  own 
individual  past  that  it  is  not  altogether  easy 
to  keep  a  steady  critical  head  in  the  process. 
We  see  her  books,  not  in  the  proportioned  per- 
spective of  maturer  memories,  but  with  the 
insatiable,  microscopic,  ungraduated  imagina- 
tion of  children,  where  everything  lies  in  the 
same  plane,  where  detail  is  all-important  and 
absorbing,  and  where  the  power  of  transform- 
ing and  glorifying  a  particular  phrase  or  inci- 
dent is  only  equalled  by  the  power  of  totally  re- 
jecting and  ignoring  another.  Yet  to  forget 
or  to  discount,  as  we  read  them,  all  that  we 
put  years  ago  into  these  well-loved  stories,  and 
to  keep  firm  hold  of  the  critical  habit,  is  un- 
questionably to  receive  the  rarer  pleasure — 
fortunately  maturity  has  its  own  pleasures! — 
of  seeing  and  knowing  an  art  of  its  kind  almost 
faultless.  It  is  doubtful  whether  Mrs.  Ewing's 
books  have  yet  received  their  due  from  serious 
criticism — not  that  their  humour  and  charm 
and  pathos  arc  denied  by  those  who  know 
them,  but  that  it  has  not  yet  been  sufficiently 
emphasized  how  perfect  was  the  finish  of  her 
art  within  its  clearly  defined  limits  and  her 
mastery  of  a  peculiarly  difficult  genre. 

To  call  her  an  admirable  writer  for  child- 
ren is  doubly  misleading.  In  the  first  place  it  is 
only  half  the  truth,  and  in  the  second  "a  writer 
for  children"  is  about  as  vague  a  definition  as 
"a  writer  of  books."  Nobody  supposes  that 
children  have  an  exclusive  preference  for  one 
style  of  writing.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  they 
are  nowadays  too  seldom  allowed  the  chance 
of  delighting  in  Mrs.  Sherwood  and  Miss  Edge- 
worth  ;  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  greeddy 
take  it  if  it  is  given  them.  Hans  Anderson 
stands  for  the  perfection  of  another  vein,  Lewis 
Carroll  and  "The  Rose  and  the  Ring"  for  yet 
another.  Nor  can  it  be  held  that  to  appeal 
irresistably  to  the  taste'of  children  is  evidence 
of  artistic  skill.  There  is  nothing  more  discon- 
certing than  the  way  in  which  children,  after 
apparently  proving  the  Tightness  of  their  criti- 
cal instinct  by  revelling  in  Anderson  and 
Thackeray,  will  turn  with  quite  equal  relish  to 
the  artless  anecdotes  of  Louisa  Alcott.  They 
are  not  even  put  off  by  what,  to  grown-up 
ideas,  is  the  worst  fault  a  "story  for  children" 
can  exhibit — a  sidelong  and  self-conscious  eye 
upon  the  mature  personage  who  is  reading  the 
story  aloud.  Whatever  the  qualities  are  which 
children  demand  as  essential,  neither  unaf- 
fected simplicity  nor  artistic  finish  is  among 
them.  It  is,  however,  a  very  pretty  artistic 
problem  to  unite  the  qualities  which  children 
demand  with  the  qualities  which  the  sophis- 
ticated critic  demands;  and  few  indeed  have 
Solved  it.  Mrs.  Ewing  did  not  attempt  to 
meet  the  child's  demand  for  farce,  as  did  Lewis 
Carroll  and  Thackeray;  but  the  other  she 
abundantly  gratified — defined  and  familiar  de- 
tail, such  as  makes  it  possible  for  the  young 
reader  to  think  himself  into  the  action  and 
the  action  into  his  own  life,  a  certain  bloom  of 
fantasy  to  give  the  detail  a  romantic  and 
ideal  character,  a  businesslike  attention  to  the 
story,  so  that  as  little  time  as  possible  shall 
be  wasted  in  "descriptions" ;  and  with  these 
certain  -other  qualities,  a  sense  of  pathos,  a 
reasonable  symmetry  of  design,  a  stoutness  of 
moral  fibre,  sometimes  assumed  to  lie  outside 
the  attention  of  children.  Up  to  this  point  any 
intelligent  child  can  do  justice  to  such  stories 
as  "A  Great  Emergency"  or  "Mary's  Meadow;" 
the  grown-up  critic  gets  the  further  pleasure  of 
appreciating  the  wonderful  lightness  and  grace 
of  the  handling,  and,  in  particular  (in  this 
section  of  her  work),  the  sensitiv  Tightness  of 
her  attitude  towards  the  child-reader.  This 
last  is  a  very  delicate  matter.  It  requires  in 
the  writer  a  kind  of  central  simplicity,  which 
may  take  various  forms.  It  took  a  frankly 
didactic  form  in  the  older  writers  for  child- 
ren, who  for  all  their  improving  airs  were  at 
heart  ingenious.  It  made  Lewis  Carroll  revel 
whole-heartedly  in  his  own  creations,  though 
without  forgetting  that  his  excuse  as  a  man 
and  a  don  was  tlvit  they  were  designated  for 
children.  Mrs.  Swing's  simplicity  is  no  less 
perfect,  her  dignity  even  more  instinctive.  She 
neither  patronizes  children  nor  truckles  to 
them ;  she  accepts  the  advantages  of  being 
grown  up,  and  talks  sense  to  them.  She  does 
not  pretend  that  the  horizon  of  men  and  wo- 
men is  not  larger  than  a  child's,  or  that  there 
arc  not  things  which  a  child  may  with  advan- 
tage learn  from  those  who  are  more  advanced. 
She  is  no  more  afraid  of  a  straightforward 
moral  to  a  tale  than  children  are  themselves. 
With  that  she  gives  the  rein  to  her  fancy,  and 
thoroughly  enjoys  her  own  story. 

Of  a  different  texture  from  the  "Stories 
for  Children"  strictly  so  called  are  a  certain 
number  of  sketches  and  idylls,  such  as  "Dan- 
delion Clocks,"  "Three  Christmas  Trees," 
"Christmas  Crackers,"  in  a  form  which  shows 
Mrs.  Ewing's  are  at  perhaps  its  highest  level. 
It  is  a  form  of  which  Hans  Andersen  is  the 
great  master,  and  it  may  he  deliberately  said 
that  of  English  writers  sirs.  Ewing  alone  has 
fully  caught  the  grace  and  the  point,  the  cry*- 
tamne  stuipwc iii  ana  amcerwr  ev  ms  worn  m 
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him,  and  perhaps  not  a  little  to  her  mother, 
Mrs.  Gatty ;  but  her  range  of  emotion  and  sym- 
pathy, her  power  of  swift  transition  from  mood 
to  mood,  this  was  her  own  from  the  moment 
she  began  to  write  "Christmas  Crackers,"  one 
of  the  stories  in  the  volume  called  "The  Brown- 
ies," is  a  thing  as  perfect  in  its  kind  as  can  be 
desired,  a  sketch  of  a  few  pages,  in  which  an 
air  of  unstudied  musing  over  a   pinch  of  the  . 
slenderest  material  conceals  the  exquisite  care 
with  which  every  touch  is  inserted  and  every 
word  made  to  give  its  full  effect.    A  party  of 
people,  of  some  agreeably  antiquated  genera- 
tion— the  grandmother,  the  village  pastor,  the 
tutor,    the   young   lovers,   the   schoolboys — sit 
round  the  fire  on  Christmas  Eve,  and  out  of  the 
leaping  flames,  coloured  by  the  aromatic  dust 
thrown  on  them  by  one  of  the  company,  each 
draws  his  own  vision  of  the  past  or  the  future. 
This  is  the  whole  of  the  material,  and  over  it 
is  cast  an  atmosphere  that  transmutes  a  homely 
anecdote    into   a   symbol   of   all   hope   and    all 
memory.     It  is  difficult  in  praising  this  little 
tale  not  to   seem   to   overweight  it.     Yet   the 
more  closely  it  is  read  the  more  faultless  will 
its  art  appear;  the  light  and  just  slightly  fan- 
tastic  characterization,   the   wide  awake   com- 
fort and  warmth  in  which  it  opens,  the  sud- 
den deft  infusion  of  something  enigmatic  and 
mysterious,   the   imperceptible     lapse     into  a 
world  of  dreams  young  and  old,  the  visions  set 
free  by  the  crackling  fire  that  yet  bends  and 
mingles  with  them,  waking  with  a  final  touch 
of  pure  pathos  into  the  stainless  sparkle  of  a 
Christmas  morning.     The  flawlessness  of  this 
little  piece  can  be  matched  by  many  others  of 
the  same  order.    They  form  on  the  whole,  Mrs. 
Ewing's    most    characteristic    contribution    to 
literature,  and  they  are  enough  in  number  to 
give  her  a  place  there  entirely  of  her  own.  The 
scope   may   seem   narrow,   but   none   the   less 
there  is  room  in  it  for  more  difficulties  than 
many  writers  of  far  wider  reach  would  find  it 
convenient  to  tackle.    There  is  at  least  no  form 
which   provides   a  keener  touchstone  for  the 
emotional  quality  of  the  writer  who  attempts 
it,  for  no  lightest  trace  of  sentimentality  or  af- 
fection can  hope  to  escape  unnoticed  in  it. 

Thie  surface  of  Mrs.  Ewing's  writing  was 
from  the  beginning  so  fresh  and  clean  that  it 
might  be  a  question  how  far  she  was  conscious 
of  the  art  she  exerted — whether,  that  is  to  say, 
she 'could  have  explained  the  process  by  which 
such  a  fantasy  was  worked  out,  or  whether 
she  was  guided  by  an  untrained  and  unconsci- 
ous instict.  The  answer  is  t6  be  found  again 
and  again  in  her  letters.  She  was,  in  fact, 
entirely  aware  both  of  the  effect  she  timed  at 
and  of  the  means  my  which  she  produced  it. 
Her  method  was  summed  up  in  the  word  in 
which  Stevenson  declared  all  literary  art  to  be 
comprised.  "There  is  but  one  art,"  he  wrote, 
"to  omit!  O  if  I  knew  how  to  omit,  I  would 
ask  no  other  knowledge."  The  value  of  blank 
spaces — that  is  the  principle,  and  for  the  writer 
the  problem  is  not  one  of  the  right  word  to  set 
down,  but  of  the  right  word  to  erase.  "I 
doubt,"  says  Mrs.  Ewing  in  one  of  her  letters, 
"if  one  should  ever  leave  less  than  fifty  per 
cent,  of  a  situation  to  one's  readers'  own  im- 
agination if  one  aims  at  the  highest  class  of 
readers."  Continually  in  her  correspondence 
we  hear  of  her  sedulous  pains  in  "polishing" 
her  stories,  and  her  polishing  always  means 
condensing  and  curtailing,  until,  bv  clearance 
of  every  atiose  syllable,  her  story  should  have 
room  to  speak  cleanly  and  poignantly  for  its 
self. 

It  speaks  finally,  in  page  after  page  of  any 
one  of  her  books,  with  an  appeal  that  there 
is  no  resisting,  with  an  instinct  for  true  pathos 
in  which  the  most  critical  taste  can  find  noth- 
ing sugared  or  sentimental.  Of  her  tales  not 
primarily  meant  for  children  the  widest  known 
is  probably  "Jackanapes."  It  is  only  necessary 
to  think  of  the  many  pitfalls  that  lie  in  the 
paths  of  its  style  of  writing  to  see  how  perfect- 
ly they  are  all  here  avoided.  "Jackanapes"  is 
the  kind  of  story  which  wrings  the  heart  so 
deliberately  that  one  false  step  would  make  it 
unendurable.  It  is  easy  to  draw  tears  from 
a  sympathetic  reader  and  to  rely  on  them  to 
heighten  your  effect  for  you,  that  only  on  cer- 
tain stringent  conditions  can  exacting  criti- 
cism approve  of  the  device.  One  of  these  is 
that  the  writer  himself  shall  not  be  lachrymose 
over  his  own  creations.  Mrs.  Ewing's  pathos 
rings  perfectly  true  because  her  grave  and 
tender  sympathy  never  condescends  to  become 
tearful.  Its  dignity  and  sanity  made  it  possible 
for  her  to  use,  as  freely  as  she  chose,  precisely 
the  kind  of  effects  which  arc  most  easily 
cheapened.  "The  Story  of  a  Short  Life*'  deals 
with  what,  from  this  point  of  view,  is  an  even 
more  dangerous  subject  than  "Jackanapese," 
by  as  muclj  as  the  child-cripple  is  the  more 
commonplace  appeal  to  pathos.  Yet  the  scene 
in  which  the  young  soldier  stands  in  the  sun- 
light singing  the  gaudy  hvmn  to  please  the 
child  who  is  dying  in  the  room  above,  till  the 
blind  is  quitely  drawn  down,  is  treated  with  a 
sobriety  that  makes  one  forget  how  obvious  are 
the  elements  of  the  situation.  So,  too  in  dif- 
ferent vein,  where  false  prettiness  is  avoided 
as  securely  as  false  pathos  in  these  stories,  it 
is  her  utter  freedom  from  sentimentality  that 
enables  her  to  keep  to  the  exactly  right  line. 
"Lob-lie-by-the-Fire"  and  "Daddy  Darwin's 
Devecot"  both  belong  to  a  class  of  idyll  which 
by  its  very  nature  inclines  constantly  \o  insipid 
decoration.  Village  life,  not  of  to-day  but  of 
a  picturesque  past,  blossoming  in  simplicity 
and  kindness  on  windless  summer  evenings — 
what  opportunities  for  an  ever  pinker  and 
weaker  prettiness  in  every  line.  But  Mrs. 
Ewing  never  forgot  her  principle— to  omit — 
and  the  softness  outlines  of  her  story  have  al- 
.  ways  the  suggestion  of  austerity  that  keeps 
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It  is  unfortunate  that  it  should  be  impos- 
sible to  praise  Mrs.  Ewing's  work  as  we  think 
it  should  be  praised  without  appearing  to  claim 
a  place  for  her  which  it  would  be  absurd  to  de- 
mand. The  difficulty  arises  from  the  iact  that 
she  practically  never  attempted  more  than  she 
was  capable  of,  and  consequently  that  there  is 
none,  or  almost  none,  of  her  writing  with  which 
fault  can  be  found.  Even  if  we  concede  that 
she  once  or  twice  strayed  off  her  own  ground, 
it  can  still  be  claimed  that  she  wrOte  nothing 
which  has  not  somehow  the  stamp  of  fine 
work.  So  it  is  perhaps  necessary  to  be  re- 
minded that  her  limitations,  which  she  knew 
well  and  respected,  separate  her  in  kind  from 
real  creative  genius.  The  abytiral  depths  of 
personality,  the  more  arduous  pains  and  pas- 
sions of  man,  were  not  to  be  tor.  .-bed  by  her 
finely-pointed  pen,  and  the  thoroughly  grown- 
up comedy  of  manners  was  equally  beyond  her 
reach.  All  this  is  so  obvious  that  it  would  not 
need  saying  but  that  high  praise  is  sometimes 
taken  as  equivalent  to  wide  praise.  She  was 
only  in  middle  life  when  she  died  in  1885,  but 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  she  had  shown  the 
full  extent  of  her  scope.  We  have  passed  over 
much  of  her  work,  especially  of  her  books  for 
children,  which  to  many  are  perhaps  the  fav- 
ourite, because  we  wished  to  single  out  the 
qualities  which,  if  she  is  summarily  labelled  as 
a  writer  for  children  shall  have  their  share  in 
this  beautiful  work,  and  we  shall  think  little  of 
them  when  they  forget  it ;  but  it  is  not  for  them 
only,  it  is  also  for  literature. — London  Times. 
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There   is   a   disturbing  and   powerful   ele- 
ment at  work  in  the  political  life  of  our  coun- 
try of  which  all  are  conscious,  yet  which  is 
rarely  alluded  to  in  public.     When  spoken  of, 
either  by  the  press  or  on  the  platform,  it  is 
with  bated  breath  and  in  an  apologetic  man- 
ner.    Here  is  a  book  that  grapples  with  the 
subject,  that  of  the  influence  of     the  clerical 
party  of  Quebec  on  the  affairs  of  the  Domin- 
ion,  and  does   so   with   firmness  and  satisfy- 
ing fulness.     Much  of  the  information  it  con- 
veys will  be  a  revelation  to  its  readers.     In 
tracing  the   encroachments   of  the   Hierarchy 
on  the  government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec, 
and  then  upon  the  Dominion,  a  review  of  the 
history  of  Canada  is  given.     Not  only  is  this 
done   from   an   entirely   new   standpoint,   but, 
for  the  first  time  in  a   Canadian  history  the 
facts  are  drawn  from  the  documents  preserved 
in  the  Dominion  archives,  and  are  not  repeti- 
tions of  previous  writers.    In  the  closing  chap- 
ter, where  the  status  of  the  Church  of  Rome 
in   Canada  is  described,  by  extracts  from  the 
despatches    of   Louis    XIV.    and    Louis    XV., 
this  treatment  is  simply  startling.     The  book 
was  first  written  with  the  object  of  pointing 
out  the  causes  of  the  dwindling  in  the  Protes- 
tant farm  population  of  Quebec,  in  the  hope 
of  securing  a  remedy,  but  in  this,  its  third  ed- 
ition, the  scope  is  widened,  and  the  dangers 
that  menace  the  Dominion  at  large  from  the 
machinations  of  the  clerical  party  that  holds 
Quebec  subservient,  is  discussed.     The  eighth 
chapter,  in  which  the  future  of  the  Northwest 
Provinces  is  considered   is  eminently  sugges- 
tive.   The  description  of  canon  law  and  its  en- 
forcement in  Quebec  is  of  absorbing  interest. 
The  book  is  at  once  a  history  and  a  manual 
on  present  day  politics,  and  no  one  who  de- 
sires to  understand  the  actual  situation  of  the 
Dominion,  the  dangers  that  threaten  and  the 
course  to  be  pursued  to  maintain  British  in- 
stitutions, can  afford  to  pass  this  remarkable 

book. 
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THE  CRUELTY  OF  THE  STEEL  TRAP

From  time  to  time  protest  is  made  in  the 
press  against  the  cruelty  of  the  spring  trap  for 
the  snaring  of  hares  and  rabbits. 

The  other  day  my  dog  got  caught  in  one  cf 
these  traps,  and  I  was  thus  led  to  make  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  instrument.  I  experi- 
mented with  a  dead  rabbit.  The  teeth  of  the 
trap  pass  through  the  flesh  and  fasten  on  the 
bone,  crushing  it,  but  not  breaking  it.  I  then 
tried  placing  my  own  finger  within,  allowing 
the  trap  to  close  on  it  gently.  I  must  ask  you 
to  believe  that  I  am  fairly  plucky  at  bearing 
pain.  I  have  had  my  share  of  it  in  various 
forms,  and  from  those  that  know  me  I  could 
confidently  ask  for  a  testimonial  on  this  point. 

1  allowed  my  finger  to  remain,  there  for 
three  minutes  by  my  watch.  For  my  purpose 
this  was  sufficient,  and  I  saw  no  practical  good 
in  sustaining  longer  what  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  describing  as  excruciating  suffering.  If  any 
reader  thinks  I  am  employing  exaggerated  lan- 
guage, I  am  prepared  to  listen  to  him  after  he 
has  tried  a  similar  experiment.  The  suffering 
increases  with  every  second.  An  almost  in- 
tolerable aching  spreads  over  the  whole  body. 
The  limb  itself  becomes  one  burning  centre  of 
pain ;  you  long  to  tear  it  off. 

If  this  be  the  result  of  three  minutes,  im- 
agine three  hours — thirty  hours.  And  to  this, 
remember,  in  the  case  of  the  rabbit  must  be 
added  the  agony  of  the  torn  flesh  and  the 
crushed  bone.  I  say  nothing  of  the  terror, 
nothing  of  the  thirst  and  hunger  that  must 
creep  upon  the  animal  left  sometimes  in  traps 
for  days  and  nights.  Life  in  the  country  to 
those  cursed  with  the  slightest  feelings  of  sym- 
pathy is  made  wretched  by  the  thought  of  nil 
this  suffering  going  on  around  then,  rhere 
arc  other  ways  of  keeping  down  these

PROGRESS   OF   CHRISTIANITY 

A  missionary  writing  to  an  Indian  periodi- 
cal discusses  the  prospect  for  the  adoption  of 
Christianity  by  the  people  of  Hindustan,     lie 
has  reached  the  conclusion  that  while  it  may 
he  accepted  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  by  the 
poorer    and    more    ignorant    classes,    it   stands 
very  .little  chance  of  being  taken  seriously  by 
the  educated  and  influential,  that  is  Christian- 
ity as    it    is   now   preached,      lie   says   in     so 
many  words  that  Roman   Catholic,  Anglican, 
Presbyterian,  Methodist  or  any  other  practical 
presentation  of  the  faith  has  'little  chance     of 
acceptance  among  the  educated  classes  in  the 
great  empire.     He  gives  his  reason  for  so  be- 
lieving,  and   summed   up    in   a   sentence   it   is 
that  these  people  demand  a  system  of  religion 
that  shall  be  less  doctrinal  and  more  ethical 
than  Christianity  is  as  presented  by  denomina- 
tional   missionaries.      The    observation   has    a 
wider   application   than   he   gives   to   \t,  for  it 
holds  good  in  lands  that  are  nominally  Chris- 
tian.    Doctrine  at  best  is  an  effort  to  explain 
what  is  not  explainable.    A  moment's  thought 
ought  to  convince  any  intelligent  person  that 
to  attempt  to  judge  of  the  relations  between 
man    and   his  Creator,   by   the    rules   that   are 
useful    in   judging   of   our   relations   to      each 
Ofther,    must    necessarily    end    in    failure.      If 
the  appeal  of  Christianity  were  an  appeal  to 
reason   alone,  it  would   fail  inevitably.      It  is 
an   appeal    to   intelligence,   but  to   attempt   to 
argue    out   the    proposition    that    "Whosoever 
beheveth  in  Him  shall  be  saved"  is  to  invite 
defeat.     The  argument  of  Christianity  is  from 
facts,  not  from  abstract  propositions.     It  may 


old-age    pensions,    the    relief   of   poverty,     the 
reformation    rather    than    the    punishment      of 
criminals,  and  so  on  are  all  steps  in  the  direc- 
tion  of   practical   Christianity.     They   demon- 
strate the  value  of  the  ethical   side,  of  Chris- 
tianity,  but   have    no    bearing   upon    the    doc- 
trinal  side  of  it.     They   would   commend   the 
religion  which  inspires  them  to  any  educated 
man  in  any  part  of  the  world.     In  these  things 
members   of   all    religious    denominations    find 
no  difficulty  in   working  in   perfect   harmony. 
It  is  only  when  they  get  inside  of  their  own 
particular  church  edifices   that  they  feet  con- 
strained to  draw  the  mantle  of  their  doctrines, 
or  the  barriers  of  their  organizations  around 
themselves.      Over  the  door  of  many  churches 
is  written,  so  to  speak:  "Thus  far  "shah   thou 
come  and  no  further  and  here  shall  thy  steps 
in  the  direction  of  the  betterment  of  humanity 
be  stayed."     Of  course  there  are   exceptions, 
but  speaking  generally  there  arc   three  divis- 
ions of  the   church,  the   Roman   Catholic,  the 
Anglican   and   the   various     other     Protestant 
organizations,    which    confine    their    co-opera- 
tion   in    good    work    to   spheres   outside   their 
several    organizations.      To    a    certain    degree 
this  lack  of  full  co-operation  is  an  obstacle  to 
the  progress  of  Christianity,  although,  doubt- 
less, it  also  serves  to  some  extent  as  a  stim- 
ulus to  action.     The  experience  of  the  last  half 
century  certainly  shows  that,  in  proportion  as 
the   field   of  co-operation   has   broadened,   the 
good  result  achieved  by  the  church  organiza- 
tions  has   expanded   and   been    more   satisfac- 
tory in  every  way.     Christianity  is  both  posi- 
tively   and    negatively    ethical.'    It    does    not 
only  say  "thou  shalt  not,"     but     also     "thou

page  in   recent  articles,  by 
reason  that  there  must  of  necessity  be  law  for 
the  governing  of  human  conduct,  that  this  law 
must  necessarily  be  of  divine  origin  and  that 
religion   must   have   been   either  implanted   in 
man  at  his  creation  or  been  conveyed  to  him 
by  some  external  power;  but  to  set  about  to 
prove   by   reason   that   individual   salvation   in 
any  sense  whatever  may  be  accomplished  by 
belief  in  Christ  is  hopeless.     This  can  only  be 
proved  from  facts.     Christianity,  if  it     is     to 
make  converts  of  educated  non-Christian  peo- 
ple and  hold  its  own  among  those  who  nomin- 
ally profess   it,  must  be  presented  not  as  an 
organization,  not  as  a  set  of  observances,  not 
as  a  collection  of  doctrines,  but  as  a  fact,  a 
fact  as  real  as  the  force  which  we  call  gravi- 
tation.     Perhaps    you    remember    the    case   of 
the  blind  man,  who  received  his  sight  at  the 
hands  of  Jesus.     The  only  thing  he  pretended 
to  know  as  to  how  the  cure  had  been  accom- 
plished   was,    as    he   expressed    it:    "Whereas 
-     I  was  bhnd.now  I  see."     He  could  not  answer 
the    arguments    of   those    who    sought   to   ac- 
count  for  the  cure  by  attributing  it  to  some 
other  agency  than  one  inherent  in  Jesus     He 
knew   the   fact;  he  did   not   know  and  it  was 
not   necessary   for   him    to  know  the   explana- 
tion.    Probably  not  even  He,  who  worked  the 
miracle,   could   have   explained   it   so   that  the 
men  could  have  explained  it  to  any  one  else. 
Christianity  as   it   is   preached  concerns   itself 
too  much  with  definitions  of  things  that  can- 
not  be   defined,    with    explanations   of   things 
that   cannot  be   explained.     Science   takes   no 
such    course.      It   accepts   facts,    and    while   it 
may   seek   to  analyze   these   facts,   in   its  con- 
structive work  it  takes  them   for  granted.     It 
knows    for    example    that    a    message    can    be 
sent  over  a   wire   by  means  of  electricity,   or 
through  the  air  or  by  some  other  means.'    It 
does  not  hesitate  to  employ  these  means  be- 
cause it   does  not   know  how  to  explain   how 
they  act.     It  attempts  to  find  out  the  reason 
of  the  process,   but  that  is  a  separate  line  of 
inquiry.    Applying  this  thought  to  constructive 
Christianity,   is  it   not  reasonable  to  say  that 
the  teachers  of  this  faith  should  rest  upon  the 
fact  of  Christianity  and   endeavor  to  impress 
the  truth  of  that  fact  upon  others  and  leave 
the  explanation  of  it  for  those  who  think  it 
worth  while  to  try  to   account  for  the  unex- 
plainable? 

Many     a      man,      desirous     of     accepting 
Christianity,  has  been  led  to  turn  aside  from 
it  because  some  teacher,  acting  m  the  best  of 
faith  as  he  understood  it,  insisted  upon  some 
specific   idea,   to  which   the  other     could     not 
give    assent.      And  when    on  the  top    of  this 
comes  the  statement,  as  so  many  of  ns  have 
heard  it  over  and  over  again,  that  unless  some 
particular  form   of  explanation  is  accepted  or 
some  particular  ceremony  is  performed    eter- 
nal suffering  will   follow  a  life  spent  in  con- 
formity with  the  law  of  love,  it  is  not  surpris- 
ing that    Christianity    as    often    preached    not 
only  fails  to  make  any  impression  upon  edu- 
cated Hindus  but   is  even  losing  ,ts  hold  upon 
active  and   intelligent   men  in   Christian  coun- 
tries.    It  was  said  in  this  column  last  Sunday 
that  religion  was  not  founded  upon  the  Bible. 
but  the    Bible   upon    religion.      In   like   manner 
it  may  be  said  that  Christianity  is  not  founded 
upon  doctrine,  but  doctrine  upon  Christianity. 
Doctrine  is  the  attempt  of  men  of  greater  or 
less  intelligence  to  explain  the  fact  of  Chris- 
tianity, and  it  is  an  effort  to  explain  the  divine 
in  terms  of  humanity,  to  measure  the  infinite 
with  the  measuring  rods  of  the  finite,  to  de- 
fine the  spiritual  in  the  language  of  the  ma- 
terial. 


over  her  shoulder,  and  then  dragged  him  from 
the  room,   where   he   completed   his   work,   in- 
flicting no  less  than  fifty-.six  wounds  upon  the 
unfortunate    Italian.      Mary    had    pleaded    pas- 
sionate! v  for  the  life  of  her  minister,  but  when 
word  was  brought  to  her  that  he  was  dead,  she 
said:     "I  will  now  dry  my  tears  and  study  re- 
venue."    There  is  not  the'  least  reason  to 'sup- 
pose that  the  relations  of  Mary  to  Riccio  were 
other  than  were  proper  between  a  Queen  and 
her  minister,  and  it  gives  us  some  idea  of  the 
spirit    of   the    time,    when    we    read    that   John 
Knox  described  the  murder  as  "a  just  act  and 
worthy  of  all  praise."     That  Mary  held  Riccio 
in  high  affection  seems  not  to  be  disputed,  but 
the  most  careful  critics  have  united  in  absolv- 
ing her  from  any  charge  of  criminal  intimacy. 
Darnley  displayed  the  meanness  of  his  na- 
ture by  exhibiting  abject  fear  after  the  crime 
had  been  committed,  and  followed  the  Queen 
from    Holy  wood    to    Dunbar,    where  .she   took 
refuge    and    where   a    number   of    the    nobility 
gathered  to  meet  her  with  a  force  of  good  men. 
At    Mary's    request    he   published    a    statement 
denying  all  complicity  in  the  death  of  Riccio, 
and  she  forebore  to  prosecute  the  leading  con- 
spirators.    Her  son,  afterwards   James   VI    of 
Scotland  and  I.  of  England,  was  born  June  10 
1566.  and  at  this  time  her  relation  with  Darnley 
were    badly   strained.       At   this    time   he  was 
about  twenty  years  of  age,  and  little  more  than 
a  petulant,  quarrelsome  and  selfish  boy;  yet  his 
conduct  affected  the  history  of  two  kingdoms 
James,   Earl   of   Mothwell.   now   assumed   a 
very  prominent  part  in  the  affairs  of  Scotland 
lie  was  about  forty  years  old,  bold,  ambitious 
and    impetuous.      He    was    almost    continually 
in  strife  of  some  kind,  and  had  found  himself 
compelled  to  leave  the  kingdom  and  tak

In   the 
dry  season  it  has  an  area  of     10,000     square 
miles.      At    the    time    of    flood    it    covers    an 
area  50  per  cent,  greater  than  Lake  Superior; 
but  its  depths  is  ,,ot  great  and  therefore  it  is 
not   in   the  same   class   with   Superior.    Tchad 
receives  no  tributaries  and  has  no  permanent 
outlet,   but   at   very   high    water   some   of     its 
surplus   contents   find  their   way  the   sea     by 
way  of  one   of   tributaries   of  the   Nile.     The 
Victoria   Nyanza  is  a  fine   lake  having  a  cir- 
cumference of  nearly  1,000  miles.     Its   great- 
est length  is  250  miles.     The   Albert   Nyanza 
is  a  smaller  lake  in  the  same  part  of  Africa. 
Tanganyika  is  nearly  500  miles  long  and  varies 
in  width  up  to  60  miles.    Lake  Nyassa  is  near 
the  southeast  coast  of  Africa.      It  is  350  miles 
long  with   an   average   width     of     38     miles. 
Nyasa  is  very  deep.     In  this  same  region  are 
several  other  lakes  of  considerable  magnitude.

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When  Queen   Mary   returned   to  Scotland, 
which  she  had  not  seen  since  early  childhood, 
it  is  said  that   she   wept   over   the   poverty  of 
the  land,  and  she  seems  to  have  set  herself  to 
work   to   win   the   confidence  of  her  subjects. 
The  doctrines  of  the  Reformation  had  at  this 
time    acquired    ascendancy    in     the     Northern 
kingdom,  and  John  Knox,  with  his  dauntless 
•courage  and  fervid  eloquence,  had  roused  the 
people  to  a  pitch   of  enthusiasm   against   the 
Roman    Catholic    Church,    as    represented    by 
Mary  of  Guise  during  her  regency.    The  story 
of  John  Knox  will  be  told  at  another  time  ;  suf- 
fice it  to  say  now  that  under  his  powerful  lead- 
ership the  party  of  the  Reformation  had  ob- 
tained   such    a   position    that    Mary     found     it 
necessary  to  stipulate  that  she  should   be   al- 
lowed to  worship  according  to  the  dictates  of 
her    own    conscience.      In    1562    the    Earl    of 
Huntly,  the  leader  of  the  Roman  Catholic  party 
in  Scotland,  was  slain,  and  with  his  death  the 
influence  of  Protestantism  became  intensified. 
Mary  is  described   as   having  been   a  very 
beautiful  woman.     Her  portraits  show  a  face 
with  regular  features,  but  somewhat  weak  and 
sensuous.     Suitors  for   her   hand   were   many, 
and  her  choice  fell  upon  Don  Carlos,  heir  to  tlie 
throne  of  Spain.     The  Kings  of  Sweden,  Den- 
mark and  France,  the  Archduke  of  Austria,  the 
Dukes  of  Ferrara,   Nemours   and   Anjou,   and 
Earls  of  Arran  and  Leicester  were  among  the 
number.     Suddenly,  to   the   surprise  of  every 
one,  she  selected  her  cousin,   Henry   Stewart, 
Lord  Darnley,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Lennox  and 
great-grandson  of  Henry  VII.  of  England.     I  le 
was  handsome,  but  weak  ami  vicious,  and  he 
was  several  years  younger  than  Mary,  who  at 
the  time  of  her  marriage  to  him  in  1565.  was 
only  twenty-three  years  of  age.     We  shall  un- 
derstand the  tragedy  of  Mary's  life  the  better 
if  we  remember  that  it  was  all  crowded  into 
the  short  space  of  forty-five  years.     Darnley 
was  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  the  marriage  was 
the  signal  for  a  Protestant  uprising;  but  Mary 
proved  herself  fully  equal  to  the  emergency 
thus   created.     Her  courage   and   goodness   of 
heart  would  have  probably  made  her  success- 
ful as  a  sovereign,  if  it  had  not  been  for  the 
overbearing  and   vicious  conduct  of   Darnley. 
She  had  conferred  upon  him  the  title  of  king 
for  life,  but  he  attempted  to  extort  from   her 
recognition   of  his   right   to  succession   in   the 
event  of  her  death   without  children.     Mary's 
chief  minister  at  this  time   was   David    Riccio, 
an  Italian  of  humble  origin,  but  a  man  of  ex- 
ceptional  ability.     He  came  to  Scotland   with 
the  ambassador  from  Savoy,  whom  he  served 
as  a  musician,  and  was  employed  by  Mary  in 
the  same  capacity.     She  was  so  impressed  by 
his  fidelity  that  she  made  him  her  French  Sec- 
t clary,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of  her 
marriage    to    Darnley.      He    and    Darnley    be- 
came very  intimate  friends,  their  intimacy  ex- 
tending so  far  that  they  often  dined  together, 


to  latitude  20  south  there  is  a  grea; 
series  of  lakes  and  rivers  extending  almost 
directly  north.

The  Niger 
made  the  region  around  the  head  of  that  Gulf.

rivers  that  flow  from  mountainVand 'disch.n  ..,- 
mto  a  desert,   where  their  waters  ate     either 
evaporated  or  sink     into     the     ground      The 
streams  which   go*  down  the  southern  slopes 
ot  the  Atlas  mountains  are  lost  in  the  Sahara. 
V\  nether  it  is  their  waters  which  are  brought 
to  the  surface  from  artesian  wells  in  the  north- 
ern part  of  this  desert  must  of  necessity  be  a 
matter  of  surmise.     There  is  only  one  river  of 
magnitude  flowing  northward  in  Africa,  name- 
ly, the  Nile.      Plus  is 'beyond  all  question  the 
most   celebrated   river  in   the   world,  and  it  is 
also   one    of   the    largest.      For   centuries     its 
sources    were    unknown,  and    with    its   annual 
Hoods  all  manner  of  mysterious  ideas  were  as- 
sociated.     The    distance    from      its      ultimate 
source,  or  more  properly  speaking  from     the 
source  of  the  southernmost  feeder  of  the  Vic- 
toria Nyanza,  to  the  sea  is  4.100  miles.    This  is 
"early  r  000  miles  longer  than  from  the  source 
of  the  Missouri  to  the  sea.    The  Nile  is  formed 
of  by  the  junction  of  the  White  River  and  the 
Blue    River,    which    unite    at    Khartum.     The 
former  is  regarded  as  the   Nile  proper,  and  it 
receives  several  important  tributaries.     Below 
Khartum  it  only  receives  on  one  tributary    the 
Atbara.   which   flows   from  the   mountain's     of 
Abyssinia,  and   from  that  point  to  the  Medit- 
erranean,  a  distance   of    i.Vx,   miles,   measur- 
ing the  sinuosities  of  the  river,  it  receives  no 
tributaries.      The      fall      from      the      Victoria 
Nyanza   to   the   sea   is   3.740   feet.     Above   its 
Delta,  the  Nile  maintains  an  average  width  of 
700  yards,  so  that  it  is  not  nearly  as  imposing 
a  stream  to  the  eye  as  one  might  be  disposed 
to  think.     The  rise  of  the  Nile  varies  in  pro- 
portion to  the  width  of  the  valley.     At  Cairo 
it  is  about  40  feet.     A  peculiar  feature  of  the 
upper  Nlie  is  the  great   mass  of     vegetation 
known   as   the   Sudd,   which  obstructs  naviga- 
tion.    So  extensive  is  the  growth  that  no  sat- 
isfactory means  has  yet  been  devised  to  clear 
the  river  of  it.     The  water  of  the  Nile  is  said 
to  be  remarkably  soft  and  sweet.    The  source 
of  Nile  water  is  the  Indian  ocean     and     the 
moonsoons  carry  the  rain  clouds  which  cause 
the  needed  precipitation.    As  these  occur  with 
regularity,  the  rise  of  the  river  is  also  regular 
and  in  the  light  of  this  fact  all  the  mystery 
attaching  to  the  floods  vanishes. 

The  Niger  is  rather  a  system  of  rivers  than 
a  single  one.  It  drains  the  great  area  lying 
between  the  Gulf  of  Guinea  and  the  Sahara. 
Not  very  much  is  known  of  some  of  its  tribu-

may  almost  infer     with     certainty     that     the 
moonsoons  are  primarily   responsible   for  Af- 
rica as  it  is.     These   winds   carried   the   rain- 
laden  clouds  from  the  Indian  Ocean,  and  they 
deposited  their  moisture  upon  the  great  plat- 
eau which  lies  parallel   to  the  east  coast  and 
not    very    far   inland.      The    water     following 
down  the  sides  of  the  table-land  carried  with 
them   silt   and   this   built   up  lowlands.      The 
process  is  not   unlike  that   which   formed   the 
Mississippi  basin,  the  prairie  land  of  Canada, 
the   great   fertile   basin   of    the    Amazon,      the 
pampas    of    Argentine,   the    great      Plain      of 
China,  the  vast  low-lying  areas  of  Siberia  and 
the  fertile  areas  of  Hindustan.    The  same  pro- 
cess is  going  on  all  the  world  over.     It  can  be 
seen    in    a   relatively   smaller     scale      at      the 
mouth  of  the  Eraser.     The  traveler  to  or  from 
Vancouver  sees  the  grey  waters  of  that  river 
heavy   with    silt.     These    waters  'in    the    cen- 
times that  have  past  built  up  the  rich   lands 
of  its  lower  valley  and  they  are.  continuing  to 
build  up  new  land.     The  process  is  slow,  but 
it  is  steady  and  in   thousands  of  years  it  ac- 
complishes great  results.     The  building  up  of 
the  habitable  and  cultivable  parts  of  the  con- 
tinents must  have  required  long  ages. 


So,  in  order  to  effect  his  purpose  of  ridding 
the  earth  of  men,  Zeus  took  away  from  ihem 
the  gift  of  fire.  Prometheus,  however,  man- 
aged to  secret  some  of  the  necessary  com- 
modity in  a  hollow  ferule,  and  thus  mankind 
was  saved.  Outwitted  once  more,  the  supreme 
deity  determined  upon  an  artful  scheme,  which, 
carried  out  successfully,  would  at  least  entail 
endless  suffering  on  the  troublesome  race  of 
humans. 

Prometheus'  brother  Epimetheus  was 
known  as  "after  thinker,"  and  he  was  the  en- 
tithesis  of  Prometheus  in  everything,  and  sub- 
servient to  him;  it  was  through  this  brother 
that  Zeus  was  able  to  effect. his  purpose.  The 
gods  fashioned  a  most  fascinating  female,  be- 
stowing upon  her  the  gifts  of  personal  beauty 
and  seeming  brilliance  of  intellect,  investing 
her  with  "the  mind  of  a  dog,  a  deceitful  spirit, 
and  treacherous  works."  This,  bundle  of  in- 
consistencies-was brought  to  earth  and  pre- 
sented to  Epimetheus,  when  Prometheus  was 
absent,  and  though  the  wiser  brother  had 
strongly  enjoined  upon  him  the  necessity  of 
refusing  any  gifts  Zeus  might  offer,  Epime- 
theus was  unable,  to  resist  the  charms  of  the 
"Fascinating  Mischief,"  and  he  allowed  her  to 
take  up  her  abode  with  man. 

Now  heretofore  mankind  had  been  without 
disease  or  suffering  of  any  kind,  for  all  the 
various  and  many  evils  had  been  confined  in  a 
strong  box,  of  which  Promethus  had  the  key. 
But  the  treacherous  Pandora,  to  further  the 
design  of  her  master,  broke  open  the  cask  and 
set  all  of  the  evils  free,  whereupon  the  earth 
was  encumbered  with  sin,  disease  and  death. 
Hope  alone  remained  imprisoned,  and  without 
efficacy. 

Prometheus'  punishment  for  outwitting 
Zeus  the  second  time  was  terrible  beyond 
words  to  express.  He  was  bound  by  heavy 
chains  to  a  great  rock  which  overlooked  the 
sea.  Every  day  wild  eagles  fed  upon  his  flesh, 
and  through  every  night  his  wounds  healed, 
only  to  be  reopened.  For  many  generations 
did  this  brave  champion  suffer  this  acute  tor- 
ture, until  at  length  Zeus,  in  order  to  immor- 
talize the  fame  of  his  favorite  son  Herakles, 
permitted  the  latter  to  kill  the  eagles  and  set 
the  captive  free.  , 

Some  stories  tell  us  that  Promethus  was 
compensated  for  all  of  the  terrible  suffering 
he  endured  by  day  by  the  happiness  which 
each  night  brought  to  him.  For  then  was  he 
transported  to  the  highest  heaven  and  fur- 
nished with  a  thousand  delights.  Again  we 
are  told  that  so  great  was  his  joy  at  the  knowl- 
edge that  he  had  saved  mankind,  that  bodily 
suffering  had  no  pangs  for  him.  It  is  .^schylus, 
the  famous  old  Greek  tragic  poet,  who  makes 
of  Prometheus  this  last  and  noblest  incarna- 
tion of  all.

Zeus, 
the  supreme  god  of  the  Grecian  universe,  had 
made  up  his  mind  that  mankind  was  an  un- 
necessary and  troublesome  blot  upon  the  face 
Of  the  earth,  and  had  resolved  to  begat  a  new 
race.  But  Prometheus  took  pity  upon  man 
and  resolved  to  save  him  at  all  hazards. 

Zeus'  resolve  was  taken  not  only  on  account 
of  his  antipathy  to  man,  but  because  of  an  old      *ms  b,eal<  ravine,  these  unrepented  pains 
quarrel  against  Prometheus,  and  he  hoped  by 
the  annihilation  of  the  human  race  to  effect      ..  Mercury 
two  ends,  his  revenge,  and  the  re-peopling  of 
the  world.

flute,   or   $28   could   be    invested   in    what   is 
known  as  a  mandolin  quartette,  which  would 
include  two  mandolins,  a  violin  and  a  guitar. 
There  must  also  be  a  set  of  music  racks  and  a 
good  supply  of  music  with  instruction  books, 
the  cost  of  which  must  be  measured  entirely 
by  the  ambition  of  the  musicians  taken  in  con- 
junction with  their  financial  capacity.     With 
any  of  the  instruments  in  the  combinations 
named — and    there    are    possibly   a    dozen   or 
more  combinations  that  might  suggest  them- 
selves— most  excellent  results  can  be  obtained, 
and  not  only  will  the  education  of  the  players 
be  improved  by  their  communion    with    the 
masters  of  music,  but  their  friends  will  reap 
untold  benefit  from  the  concerts,  and  the  treas- 
ury of  the  orchestra  will  soon  be  in  condition 
to  provide  the  members   with  better  instru- 
ments and  music."

Of  the  total  foreign  commerce  of  the 
United  States  in  the  fiscal  year  1909  the  share 
of  New  York  was  47.41  per  cent,  or  nearly 
one-half.  Over  57  per  cent  of  all  the  imports 
and  nearly  40  per  cent  of  all  the  exports  of  the 
country  pass  through  New  York.  The  total 
value  of  New  York's  foreign  commerce  in 
1909  was  $1,521,966,090. 

The  New  York  Commerce  Commission  re- 
ported that  in  1899  the  domestic  waterborne 
commerce  of  New  York  was  valued  at  $7,000,- 
000,000  and  was  increasing  at  the  rate  of  5 
per  cent  a  year,  which  would  seem  a  very 
moderate  estimate,  inasmuch  as  the  traffic  of 
the  country  is  doubling  every  ten  years;  but 
even  on  this  basis  the  total  value  of  the  do- 
mestic water-borne  traffic  of  the  port  would 
now  be  considerably  over  $10,500,000,000 ; 
and  this  total  does  not  include  a  large  aggre- 
gate of  freight  handled  by  the  railroads,  not 


1905  was  37,660,382.  Of  the  total  capital, 
$289,518,524,  engaged  in  publishing  and 
printing  in  the  United  States  $81,305,013  was 
in  this  city,  over  21  per  cent.  Of  the  total 
value  of  the  product  of  publishing  and  print- 
ing in  the  United  States  over  over  23  per  cent 
or  $116,877,574,  was  in  this  city.  There  were 
893  publications  of  various  issues  published 
in  more  than  21  different  languages,  a  striking 
proof  of  the  cosmopolitan  character  of  the 
city.  There  were  25  published  daily  and  50 
every  day  except  Sunday. 

The  banking  power  of  the  world  is  esti- 
mated at  $45,750,300,000,  of  which  $17,642,- 
700,000  is  in  the  United  States  and  $4,553700,- 
000  is  in  the  city  of  New  York.  Nearly  10 
per  cent,  of  the  banking  power  of  the  world 
is  thus  centered  in-  this  city,  a  statement  so  re- 
markable that  it  would  be  beyond  belief  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  the  United  States  has 
become  the  richest  countrv  of  the  globe,  and 
that  New  York  is  the  most  important  bank- 
ing center  of  this  rich  country. 

In  1908  the  total  stock  of  money  in  the 
United  States  was  $3,378,800,000,  of  which 
$1,362,900,000,  or  4034  per  cent  was  in  the 
banks  doing  dutv  as  reserve  against  the  com- 
mercial and  other  deposits.  Of  this  amount 
$493,000,000  was  in  the  banks  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  this  being  over  36  per  cent  of  all 
the  money  in  the  banks,  and  over  14  per  cent 
of  all  the  money  in  the  United  States, 
'whether  in  treasury,  banks,  or  individual 
hoards. 

In  1909  the  total  bank  clearings  of  the 
United  States  were  $165,608,879423,  of 
which  $103,588,738,320,  or  over  62  per  cent 
were  of  the  city  of  New  York.     The     New 


streets,  its  parks  have  been  beautified,  new 
playgrounds  have  been  established,  millions 
have  been  expended  upon  its  public  schools 
and  in  spite  of  stupendous  difficulties  the 
whole  system  of  transportation,  the  vital  ne- 
cessity of  a  colossal  city  like  this,  has  been 
modernized.  Bridges  spanning  the  East 
River  have  been  built.  Both  the  North  and

New  York  has  two  universities,  seven 
colleges  for  men,  two  colleges  for  women,  and 
one  college  for  men  and  women— in  all,  12 
institutions  of  higher  education,  these  having 
1,306  instructors  and  a  registration  of  11,372 
students.  There  are  also  four  theological 
seminaries  with  381  students,  five  law  schools 
with  2,416  students,  ten  medical  schools  with 
a  registration  of  2,506,  three  art  schools  with 
2Z244  students,  five  music  schools  with  a  regis- 
tration of  2,506,  and  one  school  of  commerce, 
finance  and  accounts,  with  a  registration  of  809. 
The  universities  and  colleges  have  properties 
and  investments  valued  at  $52,144,033  and  a 
yearly  income  of  $5,470,066.  There  are  private 
academies  in  New  York  having  38  buildings 
and  net  property  and  investments  valued  at 
$5,594,199  and  having  514  instructors  and 
average  day's  attendance  of  8,318  and  yearly 
income  of  $1442,270. 


to  attempt  to  learn  to  play  for  the  amusement 
and  enjoyment  of  their  fellows,  or  for  their 
own  amusement  and  profit.  Some  of  the  great- 
est compositions  the  world  has  ever  known 
have  been  written  for  four  pieces.  This  class 
of  work  is  known  as  "chamber  music,"  and  the 
instruments  used  to  interpret  it  consist,  as  a 
rule,  of  two  violins,  a  piano  and  a  "cello." 
Sojne  chamber-music  players  vary  this  ar- 
rangement by  substituting  a  harp  for  the  piano 
and  others  discard  one  of  the  violins  for  a  flute. 
There  are  several  well  known  companies  ot 
musicians  who  make  a  specialty  of  chamber 
music,  tickets  to  their  concerts  usually  com- 
manding a  high  price  and  their  tours  being 
limited  to  a  very  few  of  the  largest  and  most 
important  musical  centres  of  the  country. 

"With  the  piano,  two  violins  and  a  'cello; 
a  violin,  a  cornet,  a  flute  and  a  'cello ;  or  a  vio- 
lin, a  flute,  a  mandolin  and  a  guitar,  the  organ- 
izer of  the  small  orchestra  can  obtain  excel- 
lent results  and  open  a  way  not  only  for  intel- 
lectual and  uplifting  entertainment,  but  for 
profitable  work  as  well.  Good  music  is  al- 
ways in  demand  and  usually  brings 


Not  every  one  knows  that  mold  and  bac- 
teria are  essential  to  good  cheese. 

Of  those  which  are  ripened  by  mold,  there 
are  two  groups,  one  in  which  mold  gathers  oji 
the  outside,  forming  a  distinct  rind,  the  other' 
in  which  it  occurs  in  green  streaks  inside  the 
cheese.  Camembert  and  Brie  are  in  the  for- 
mer class,  while  Roquefort  is  the  best  known  of 
the  latter. 

In  the  ripening  of  Camembert  it  was  long 
known  that  molds  had  some  function.  The 
French  investigators,  Roger  and  Maze,  con- 
sidered that  this  consisted  in  changing  the  re- 
action of  the  freshly  made  curd  from  acid  to 
alkaline,  after  which  bacteria  completed  the 
actual  softening  of  the  curd.  It  has  been 
shown,  however,  by  later  investigation  that  a 
species  of  Penicillium  (P.  camemberti  Thorn), 
which  has  been  found  to  be  always  present  up- 
on the  cheese,  secrets  an  enzyme  capable  of 
changing  the  hard,  sour  curd  of  the  newly 
made  cheese  into  the  soft,  ripe  cheese,  although 
without  the  characteristic  flavor  which  seems 
to  depend  upon  the  action  of  Oidium  lactis  and 
various  species  of  bacteria.  • 

In  the  commercial  handling  of  Camembert 
cheese  this  organism  has  been  shown  to  devel- 
op best  under  the  conditions  found  in  the  fac- 
tories of  Normandy.  Success  in  the  handling 
of  this  cheese  seems  to  depend  upon  such  a 
regulation  of  conditions  as  will  permit  just  the 
right  development  of  the  Camembert  Penicil- 
lium, of  Oidium,  and  of  the  slime  bacteria 
which  also  grow  in,  the  rind  of  the  cheese. 
These  conditions  briefly  are:  (1)  A  fresh 
cheese  should  contain  between  55  and  60  per 
cent  of  water,  which  is  reduced  during  the 
ripening  period  of  about  four  weeks  to  48-50 
per  cent ;  (2)  a  relative  humidity  in  the  ripen- 
ing-room of  85  to  92  per  cent ;  (3)  temperature 
between  50  and  58  degrees  Fahrenheit.  With- 
in these  limits  a  considerable  variety  of  results 
can  be  secured  by  slight  changes  in  one  or  the 
other  conditions. 

If  the  humidity  is  too  high,  bacteria  and 
Oidium  will  completely  overgrow  and  sup- 
press the  Penicillium;  drop  the  humidity  two 
to  three  per  cent,  and  they  can  be  nicely  bal- 
anced ;  drop  it  again  as  much,  and  the  Penicil- 
lium will  completely  cover  the  cheese  and 
smother  all  other  growth;  drop  the  relative 
humidity  still  again,  and  P.  camemberti  loses 
its  dominance  and  is  more  or  less  completely

This  idea  of  long-distance  despatch-carry- 
ing, while  all  right  in  its  way,  is  not  entirely  to 
be  commended,  owing  to  young  boys  attempt- 
ing to  emulate  the  deeds  of  their  elders  in  this 
direction,  and  running  the  risks  of  overdoing  it.

mili  and  nrharc  to  toman  in   some   of   the 
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larger  ones,  to  diagnose  and  bind  a  fractured 
bone,  to  treat  choking,  artificial  respiration 
and  reviving  of  the  apparently  drowned,  to 
treat  grit  in  the  eye,  to  remove  an  imbedded 
fish-hook  from  the  flesh,  treat  fainting,  elec- 
tric shock,  quinsy,  acid  burning,  and  snake- 
bite, and  bandaging  both  triangular  and  rol- 
ler. The  written  part  is  somewhat  longer 
and  treats  of  various  ways  of  improvising  a 
stretcher,  varieties  of  bleeding  and  methods 
of  stopping  same,  from  what  might  be  impro- 
vised, how  to  treat  burns,  how  to  tell  poison- 
ing from  the  above  and  also  oxalic  acid  ami 
corrosive  sublimate,  how  t<>  treat  Sprains  and 
bruises,  how  to  prevent  consumption,  typhoid 
fever,  dysentery  and  malaria,  give  rules  for 
the  care  of  the  teeth,  w  hat  are  the  dangers  (if 
Smoking-)  why  is  fresh  air  necessary,  and  tell 
how  to  obtain  same  both  in  houses  and  tents, 

how  to  treat  epileptic  fits,  and  give  general 

rules  for  camps,  including  procuring  of  water, 
disposal  of  water,  and  the  care  of  latrines.  It 
will  readily  be  seen  that  the  examination  is  no 
snap,  and  it  is  certain  that  if  a  boy  can  pass 
the  above  he  will  be  really  competent  to  do 
anv   first-aid    which   niav   arise.

NEW  YEAR'S  DAY  IN  CHINA 


The  Chinese  Xew  Year's  Day  is  not,  as 
the  American,  held  on  a  stated  date ;  with  them 
it  is  a  movable  feast,  and  is  occasionally  kept 
in  the  month  of  January,  more  frequently  in 
.February,  and  very  rarefy  in  the  early  part  of 
.March.  When  it  does  occur,  it  is  a  season  of 
particular  festivity;  families  separated  by  long 
distances  and  friendly  neighbors  vie  with  each 
other  in  offering  presents  and  tendering  con- 
gratulations the  one  to  the  other. 

Even  the  Celestial  government,  by  an  or- 
der of  the  court,  due  notice  of  which  is  pub- 
lished in  the  Pekin  Gazette,  closes  its  public 
offices,  and  holiday-making  is  the  order  of  the 
day. 

On  the  twentieth  of  the  twelfth  moon  for 
thereabouts)  the  official  seals  of  the  different 
departments  are  declared  shut  ftp  for  four 
weeks,  and  a  release  from  toll  for  one  month  is 
thus  given  to  the  officials.  During  this  time 
"those  under  heaven,"  as  the  Celestials  have 
it,  maintain  a  succession  of  feasts  and  rejoic- 
ings, according  to  their  means. 

Before  the  close  of  the  year,  domestic  rites, 
such  as  sweeping  the  hearth  in  honor  of  the 
household  god,  are  gone  through.  On  New 
Year's  Eve,  it  is  said,  a  fragrant  bath  is  in- 
dulged in,  and  at  midnight,  appareled  in  their 
most  costly  garments,  the  members  of  the  fam- 
ily prostrate  themselves  before  heaven  and 
Kotou.  This  done,  they  join  in  worshipping 
theK  domestic  idols,  brilliantly  illuminating 
their  altars,  while  others  renair  to  neighboring 
temples,  there  to  offer  up  their  prayers. 

Until  dawn  religious  ceremonies  are  kept 
up.  accompanied  by  the  letting  off  of  fire- 
crackers and  the  burning  of  incense  and  gold 
and  silver  paper. 

At  daybreak  the  interchange  of  visits  com- 
mences, and  the  decoration  of  the  houses  is  be- 
gun. These  embellishments  are  for  the  most 
part  inscriptions,  such  as,  "May  I  be  so  learned 
as  to  bear  in  my  memory  the  substance  of 
three  millions  of  volumes'"  "To  be  happy  I 
must  be  just,"  etc.  These  are  usually  hung  at 
either  side  of  the  entrance  door,  on  the  pillars, 
and  in  the  interior  of  the  house,  while  some 
are  occasionally  suspended'  from  long  poles 
outside  of  the  premises. 

On  each  successive  New  Year's  Day  these 
are  renewed,  and  they  are  written  on  different 
colored  paper,  the  tint  showing  the  degree  of 
mourning  the  family  may  be  in;  white,  blue, 
pale  red,  and  scarlet  being  the  colors  used  for 
those  in  affliction,  while  those  who  have  no 
loss  to  grieve  for  are  honored  with  a  dark- 
crimson  shade. 

Where  there  is  an  imperial  temple,  it  is  vis- 
ited at  an  early  hour  by  the  officials,  who,  upon 
arrival,  prostrate  themselves,  knocking  their 
heads  nine  times  against  a  yellow  screen, 
which  is  supposed  to  represent  his  majesty  the 
emperor.  The  houses  of  all  classes  arc.  for  the 
most  part,  gaily  decorated  with  flowers,  while 
a  friendly  interchange  of  presents  of  tea  silk. 
edibles  and  bouquets  is  kept  up. 

Immense  sums  of  money  arc  expended  in 
fireworks  during  the  season,  which  attains  its 
culminating  point  on  the  "Feast  of  Lanterns," 
observed  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  first 
moon. 

This  feast  is,  without  doubt,  the  most  gor- 
geous sight  to  be  seen  in  that  country,  as  every 
dwelling,  be  it  however  humble,  is  illuminated 
with  lanterns  of  every  conceivable  shape  and 
size.  Considerable  retrenchment  is  practiced 
among  the  better  classes  in  order  that  lanterns 
of  sufficient  elegance  of  design  and  greatness 
may  be  purchased. 

For  ten  or  twelve  days  before  the  New  Year 
robberies  are  very  prevalent,  and  there  are 
those  who  say  that  these  depredations  are  com- 
mitted from  an  anxiety  to  defray  all  claims 
and  debts.  It  is  well  known  that  if  accounts 
are  not  settled  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  brings 
disgrace  upon  the  defaulter,  and  every  device 
is  resorted  to  "to  raise  the  wind." 


At  this  time  curiosities  may  be  picked  up 
for  half  the  price  asked  at  another  time  of  the 
year  ,and  as  money  must  be  raised,  it  is  thought 
that  the  need  induces  the  Chinaman  to  plun- 
der his  neighbors.

The  company  is  barely  out  of  the  way,  the  cur- 
tain has  no  more  than  settled  after  its' final  de- 
scending bump,  when  the  first  piece  of  scenery 
is  "struck."  1  ersc,  quick  orders  ring  out  again, 
and  Stage-Manager  North  has  his  hands  full 
with  a  vengeance.  Here  comes  a  sweating  man 
in  overalls  with  a  brick  wall  on  his  back.  An- 
other has  torn  a  lamp-post  up  by  the  roots  and 
rushes  with  it  to  the  back  of  the  stage.  Whole 
forests  come  down  with  a  swish  of  rolling 
canvas,  and  large  patches  of  beautiful  blue 
ocean  vanish  like  a  pauper's  dream.

We  may  read  the  story  of  Adam  without 
consulting  the  higher  critics,  and  once  begun, 
the  reading  will  be  continued  without  urging. 
If  its  poor  hero  has  his  full  share  of  human 
frailties,  the  narrative  has  the  moving  power  of 
the  greatest  literature,  and  here  and  there  are 
sentences  that  are  wonderfully  effective  be- 
cause of  their  strength  and  beauty  and  our 
early  familiarity  with  them.  Regardless  of  all 
questions  pf  the  higher  criticism  there  is  a  stir- 
ring of  the  spirit  within  us  as  we  read. 

One  of  these  brief  passages  is  the  authority 
for  the  verse  that  we  have  quoted,  and  appears 
as  follows : 

"And  the  Lord  Cod  formed  man  of  the  dust 
of  the  ground  and  breathed  into  his  nostrils  the 
breath  of  life;  and  man  became  a  living  soul." 

A  living  soul,  but  I  soul  plunged  at  once  in- 
to responsibilities,  sins,  and  penalties.  Think 
'"  !lu>  nine  hundred  and  thirty  years  that  Adam 
endured  without  reminiscences  of  the  care-free 
years  of  boyhood  ! 

•  We  saw  a  letter  recently  that  was  written 
by  a  man  seventy-seven  years  old,  and  the 
writer  was  living  his  life  with  a  new  zest  in 
the  days  before  he  was  twenty,  He  had  fought 
out  his  battles,  had  his  share  of  Joys  and  sor- 
rows. He  could  not  plan  for  the  future  as  a 
boy  would,  but  the  past  had  its  treasure-house  ; 
for  hirn^and  it  seemed  as  if  it  were  past  and  fu- 
ture. The  facts  summoned  by  his  memory 
pleased  him  in  themselves  and  they  furnished 
him  with  material  for  new  drqams,  for  remak- 
ing his  world  in  many  combinations  and  thus 
continuing  the  indispensable  habit  of  building- 
for  the  future. 

Rut.  excepting  the  naming  of  the  animals, 
poor  Adam's  experience  began  with  an  intri- 
cate problem  drama.  The  helpmeet  that  had 
been  provided  for  him  became  the  apt  pupil  of 
the  serpent,  which  was  more  subtle  than  anv 
beast  of  the  field  which  the  Lord  God  had  made. 
So  the  man  was  led  into  temptation.  He  was 
guilty  of  a  man's  transgression  when  he  should 
have  been  reveling  in  a  boy's  delights.  There 
was  no  past  to  which  he  could  retreat.  There 
was  never  a  time  when  he  had  toys  to  scatter 
on  the  floor,  and  he  never  had  a  youthful  jov  of 
any  sort,  never  cut  his  initials  anywhere' With-  ' 
out  a  heavy  sense  of  rcsp'onsibilit'v. 

Let  us  be  thankful  that  fate  has  been  more 
kind  to  us  than  to  the  first  of  the  race  and  that 
we  may  pray  fervently  :  "Lord,  keep  my  mem- 
ory green."  The  toys  and  the  initials  are  in  the 
treasure-house.  '  Its  moving  pictures  show  the 
boy  the  hero  of  games  innumerable.  He  may 
not  have  grown  up  to  be  a  Napoleon,  but  he 
was  a  Napoleon  at  the  start,  and  at  seventy- 
seven  he  can  live  those  glories  over  and  touch 
them  up  a  little  for  the  admiration  of  posterity. 

The  delights  of  the  swimming  pool  are  his, 
and  so  are  the  thrills  of  many  an  adventure  into 
the  unknown.  He  was  the  centre  of  the  fam- 
ily circle,  which  is  to  say  the  centre  of  the 
world.  He  hears  the  laughter  and  the  praises 
of  that  family  circle  as  he  dreams,  and  poor 
Adam,  whojiad  no  youth  and  no  boyhood,  who 
was  condemned,  as  it  were,  to  man's  estate, 
could  recall  no  lullabies,  no  childish  prattle,  no 
youthful  pranks.  Going  back  to  his  earliest 
recollections,,  these  were  the  awful  words  that 
struck  upon  his  ears : 

"Cursed  is  the  ground  for  thy  sake:  in  sor- 
row shalt  thou  eat  of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life. 

"Thorns  also  and  thistles  shall  it  bring' forth 
to  thee ;  and  thou  shalt  eat  the  herb  of  the  field. 

"In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  cat 
bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground;  for 
out  of  it  wast  thou  taken :  for  dust  thou  art,  and 
unto  dust  shalt  thou  return."

To  British  Columbians  who  travel  abroad,  and  also  to  travellers  from  abroacwho  visit 
this  Province,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  patent  that  British  Columbia  rarjs  .second 
to  none  in  the  matter  of  scenery.  The  peaks  of  Switzerland  have  long  been  famoii  through- 
out the  world.  Yet  they  do  not  surpass,  and  in  many  instances  do  not  equal  the  gandeur  of 
some  of  the  peaks  of  our  own  Province.  And  the  time  is  at  hand  when  this  fact  wilbe  known 
to  the  world. 

The  accompanying  illustration  lends  an  example.  How  many  people  who  ave  visit- 
ed British  Columbia  could  look  at  this  picture  and  say  whether  it  was  made  in  his  Prov- 
ince or  in  Europe?  The  view  shows  the  famous  Wetterhorn  with  the  little  villae  of  Grin- 
delwald  nestling  at  its  mighty  foot.  In  the  foreground  is  the  shed  of  a  mountain  fjrmhouse, 
with  the  farmer's  boy  posing  for  the  photographer.  The  beautiful  effect  of  light  ind  shade 
shows  what  a  brilliant  sun  was  shining  at  the  time  the  exposure  was  made. 

Grindelwalt,  the  little  village,  which  may  be  faintly  seen  at  the  base  of  the  nountain, 
is  situated  about  35  miles  from  the  city  06  Berne  an  dabout  3,524  feet  above  sea  lyfcl.  Not 
far  away  are  the  famous  glaciers  of  Upper  and  Lower  Grindelwald.

There  are  forty-three  bridges  in  (he  city  of 
New  York,  of  which  four  span  the  East  River, 
these  four  ranking  among  the  grea£  bridges  of 
the  world,  having  lengths  of  front  2,793  feet 
to  7,449  feet,  and  main  spans  of  fr$m  i,47P  to 
3,724  feet.  The  daily  traffic  of  three  of  these 
bridges  amounted  on  November  17  last  to 
567,086  persons,  of  whom  327,899  .crossed  on 
the  oldest  structure. 

The  growth  of  New  York  is  vijvidly  illus- 
trated by  the  statistics  of  building  operations. 
The  actual  number  of  buildings  erected  or  pro- 
jected in  1909  as  reported  by  the  city  author- 
ities was  19,185,  costing  $253,905,^7.  From 
statistics  supplied  by  the  Federal  government 
it  appears  that  the  cost  of  erected  and  project- 
ed buildings  and  alterations  in  1909  was  $275,- 
523,123,  as  compared  with  .$90,509,590  in  Chi- 
cago and  $866,285,860  in  ninety-two  cities  (in- 
cluding New  York  in  the  United  States.  New- 
York's  percentage  of  the  whole  in  1909  was 
31.75.  and  28.77  'n  1908.  Building  operations 
increased  52  per  cent  over  1908,  the  increase  in 
all  the  other  cities  being  about  31  per  cent. 
. o -

Of  her  one  time  lover  and  the  rich 
banker,  Geoffrey  Wedderburn, 
Robert  Pateman  gave  an  exceed- 
ingly lifelike  impersonation,  the 
fit  with  which  he  is  seized  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  dramatic  meeting  and 
recognition  of  the  woman  he  had 
wronged  synchronizing  with  the 
news  of  the  failure  of  his  bank,  be- 
ing a  most  realistic  one.

Miss  Kathleen  Leigh  was  a 
most  becoming  Minnie  Gillfillian, 
Geoffrey  Wedderburn's  niece,  and 
endowed  her  somewhat  difficult 
and  invidious  role  with  a  great 
amount  of  cleverness  and  charm, 
and  Miss  Eugene  Vernie,  as  her 
mother,  Mrs.  Gillfillian,  thorough- 
ly took  the  part  of  the  haughty 
and  exclusive  society  matron. 
Tcnipler  Beam  as  the  hustling  and 
ubiquitous  young  American  had  a 
part  which  suited  his  tempera- 
ment exceedingly  well.  His  ar- 
dor in  wooing  in  and  out  of  sea- 
son Mrs.  Gillfillian's  daughter 
leads  to  some  amusing  confes- 
sions on  his  part,  but  his  impor- 
tunity eventually  gets  its  reward 
by  gaining  that  young  lady's  heart 
and  hand.  Percy  Bell  was  very 
entertaining  and  lifelike  in  the 
character  part  of  Bulger,  and  too 
much  cannot  be  said  of  the  role 
of  the  fashionable  physician  Dr. 
Delaney.  with  his  Hibernian  dia- 
lect. Christopher  Steele  was  a'dig- 
nified  and  sufficiently  self-import- 
ant solicitor. 

The  setting  of  the  play  was  am- 
ple, and  on  the  same  refined  and 
distinctive  scale  as  distinguished 
the  whole  production.

"The  average  child  of  parents  in  ordinary 
circumstances  represents  an  investment  at  one 
year  of  fifty  dollars  to  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  at  fifteen  or  sixteen  years  of  two  thousand 
dollars.  These  estimates  are  not  in  regard  to 
the  value  to  the  parents  in  affection,  nor  is  the 
actual  expense  to  the  community  in  schools 
considered.

Is  the  great  world  mystery  over  which  two 
thousand  years  have  brooded,  the  enigma  of 
Ophir,  the  problem  of  the  whereabouts  of 
King  Solomon  *s  mines,  at  last  about  to  be 
solved? 

Strange  news  has  been  coming  out  of  the 
wilds  of  Rhodesia  ot  late.  It  was  only  last 
August  that  in  the  forests  north  of  Victoria 
an  ancient  mining  shaft  was  discovered  that 
bore  many  evidences  of  having  been  worked 
by  the  slaves  of  the  mighty  ruler  of  Israel  who 
drew  from  some  mysterious  source  his  vast 
:-tream  of  gold. 

In  this  long-hidden  pit,  which  to  all  appear- 
ances had  not  been  disturbed  by  a  human  be- 
ing for  thousands  of  years,  were  found  silver 
coins  of  his  reign,  gold  crucibles  of  granite 
clay  with  crusts  of  the  precious  metal  still 
clinging  to  them,  gold  beads  and  gold  bangles. 
These  bangles  were  of  such  artistic  workman- 
ship that  they  never  could  have  been  wrought 
by  the  African  natives.  To  all  appearances  the 
miners  of  a  by-gone  age,  whose  tools  were  ly- 
ing scattered  carelessly  about,  had  left  the 
place  hurriedly  in  the  midst  of  their  work, 
never  to  return,  perhaps  driven  away  by  some 
sudden  uprising  of  the  blacks. 

Truly  an  astonishing  find  was  this  in  the 
heart  of  the  Dark  Continent  in  a  region  where, 
so  far  as  history  records,  no  white  man  set 
foot  until  almost  the  dawn  of  the  twentieth 
century!  And.  to  give  it  added  significance,  it 
comes  at  a  time  when  scholars  and  explorers 
who  have  studied  the  age-old  enigma  are  turn- 
ing almost  unanimously  to  southeastern  Af- 
rica for  its  solution.  It  comes,  too,  while  the 
investigations  that  are  going  on  in  the  mystic 
city  of  Zimbabwe,  a  few  miles  from  Victoria, 
are  offering  stronger  evidence  every  day  that 
within  its  great  walls  were  the  treasure  vaults 
in  which  were  stored  the  riches  that  Solomon 
drew  from  the  now  lost  mines  in  the  biblical 
Land  of  Ophlr. 

Surely,  it  begins  to  seem  extremely  proba- 
ble that  this  elusive  Ophir,  which  no  modern 
geographer  has  been  able  to  place  upon  his 
maps,  is  soon  to  be  identified.  Is  it  possible 
that  the  richest  mines  known  to  history,  the 
wonderful  treasure  caverns  from  which  came 
the  gold  that  overlaid  the  walls  of  Jerusalem's 
Temple,  are  to  be  found  somewhere  in  the  vast 
solitudes  of  Rhodesia?  Can  it  be  even  possible 
that  Ophir's  fabulous  gold  valley,  where  the 
yellow  nuggets  gleam  as  thick  as  rocks  in  the 
sunlight,  the  fame  of  which  has  cost  the  lives 
of  so  many  adventurers,  may,  in  spite  of  mod- 
ern skepticism,  exist  somewhere  in  the  depths 
of  the  jungles? 

Always  has  there  been  a  pretty  general  be- 
lief that  the  mines  of  King  Solomon  were  by 
far  the  richest  the  world  has  ever  known. 
Neither  has  there  been  much  doubt  that  their 
riches  were  far  from  exhausted  at  the  time 
when  all  trace  of  them  are  lost.  If  the  biblical 
account  is  to  be  believed,  the  gold  that  Jerusa- 
lem drew  from  them  would  run  today  into  bil- 
lions of  dollars. 

The  gold  that  overlaid  the  walls  of  the  tem- 
ple alone  would  be  worth  at  the  lowest  calcu- 
lations of  modern  scholars  more  than  eighty 
million  dollars,  to  say  nothing  of  the  immense 
amount  of  silver  that  adorned  the  walis  of  the 
sacred  building.  King  Solomon  in  all  his  glory, 
though  he  could  not  rival  the  lilies  of  the  field, 
was  the  most  magnificent  monarch  in  history. 
Once  in  three  years  came  his  navy  with  the 
gold  of  Ophir.  All  the  drinking  vessels  of  his 
palaces  were  of  gold.  In  his  summer  palace 
in  the  forest  of  Lebanon  he  sat  on  a  throne 
of  gold  and  ivory,  in  which  six  golden  lions  on 
either  side,  the  symbols  of  the  tribe  of  Judah, 
appeared  standing  on  the  steps  and  supporting 
the  arms  of  the  chair. 

As  he  went  from  his  hall  of  judgment  to  the 
temple  he  marched  between  two  lines  of  sol- 
diers, each  with  a  burnished  shield  of  gold.  If 
he  went  on  a  royal  progress  to  his  paradise  at 
Etham  he  went  in  snow-white  raiment,  riding 
in  a  stately  chariot  of  cedar,  decked  with  silver 
and  gold  and  purple.  A  bodyguard  attended 
him  of  three-score  men,  their  hair  freshly 
sprinkle  every  day  with  gold-dust.  Gold  adorn- 
ments gleamed  on  the  walls  of  his  palaces,  and 
the  golden  temple  glittered  in  the  morning  sun 
like  the  sanctuary  of  an  El  Dorado. 

For  thousands  of  years  after  him  kings 
lived  and  died,  but  not  one  of  them  could 
ever  boast  of  riches  such  as  his.  For  the  se- 
cret of  the  mines  of  Ophir  lay  buried  in  the 
ruins  of  his  kingdom. 

The  story  of  the  wealth  and  magnificence  of 
Solomon  is  more  than  mere  legend.  It  has 
held  its  own  even  in  the  cold  light  of  modern 
investigation.  It  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
biblical  account  consists  of  extracts  made  by 
expert  historians  from  the  State  Annals,  which 
were  compiled  soon  after  the  great  king's 
death.  These  State  Annals  contained  docu- 
mentary reports,  simply  worded,  and  free  from 
all  flattery  of  the  rulers. 

Almost  as  early  as  the  beginning  of  the 
Christian  era  scholars  were  seeking  to  locate 
the  Land  of  Ophir.  'There  have  been  alt  sorts 
of  theories  concerning  it  Some  have  contend- 
ed that  it  was  in  the  Malayan  Peninsula,  others 
that  it  was  in  Ceylon,  and  still  others  placed 
it  at  the  mouth  of  the  Indus  in  India. 

Ever  since  tile  conquest  of  the  Incus  there 
have  been  many  arguments  to  show  that  toe 
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Less  than  a  score  of  years  later  brought  the 
quest  for  Ophir  into  Africa  and  into  the  same 
region  where  the  search  is  being  continued  to 
this  day. 

It  is  a  weird,  wild,  romantic  tale,  that  is  of 
the  long  search  for  the  gold  of  Solomon,  a 
search  as  thrilling  and  adventurous  today  as  in 
the  long-dead  years  when  the  treasure-hunters 
of  Portugal  met  death  by  the  assagais  of  the 
Zulus  or  in  the  fever  marshes  of  the  African 
rivers.  Even  the  adventures  of  Allan  Quater- 
rnain  are  scarcely  more  marvellous  than  those 
of  the  Cal  Peters  expedition  of  but  ten  years 
ago,  or  of  Adam  Renders,  the  American  who 
discovered  the  towering  white  walls  of  the  city 
of  Zimbabwe  in  the  Rhodesian  forests. 

And  with  every  year  the  clues  to  the  lost 
mines  grow  stronger,  until  it  seems  at  last  as 
if  the  veil  were  about  to  be  lifted  from  the  old- 
est of  the  great  world  mysteries. 


ANIMALS  AND  LIQUOR 


A  San  Franciscan  investigator,  Dr.  W.  M. 
Pennington,  has  ascertained  that  animals  are 
fond  of  liquor  and  behave  "like  human  beings" 
when  under  its  influence.  His  experiments, 
which  appear  to  have  been  comprehensive,  ex- 
haustive, and  long  continued,  were,  we  assume, 
made  for  a  scientific  purpose,  probably  in  con- 
nection with  the  study  of  the  influence  of  alco- 
hol on  the  brain. 

The  fact  that  animals  easily  acquire  a  taste 
for  alcoholic  beverages  is,  of  course,  not  a  new 
discovery,  but  it  was  originally  made  without 
scientific  purpose  or  excuse,  in  a  far  from  ad- 
mirable spirit.  The  German  student,  for  in- 
stance, has  long  known  that  his  corps  dog 
readily  acquires  a  taste  for  beer,  and  has  often 
cultivated  it.  The  bee  that  in  its  untiring 
search  for  material  innocently  absorbs,  along 
with  the  sugar,  the  alcohol  contained  in  a  drop 
of  liqueur  temptingly  placed  before  it  by  some 
human  reprobate  with  a  perverted  sense  of  hu- 
mor is  not  a  case  in  point,  and  deserves  the 
benefit  of  the  doubt. 

Dr.  Pennington's  star  exhibit  Is  the  sad  ca- 
reer of  an  orang-outang  that  proved  to  be  a 
born  dipsomaniac  the  moment  it  became  a  cap- 
tive of  civilization.  The  two  anthropoid  apes 
that  made  a  honeymoon  tour  of  this  country 
some  twenty  years  ago  at  the  expense  and  for 
the  profit  of  the  late  Mr.  Barnum  shamelessly 
drank  port  wine  in  public,  but — again  "like  hu- 
man beings" — for  medicinal  purposes  only. 

The  excerpts  from  Dr.  Pennington's  report 
which  have  reached  us  dwell  only  on  cases  of 
animal  depravity,  and  do  not  mention  instances 
of  total  abstinence.  Still,  they  are  not  lacking. 
To  offset  the  scandal  of  the  bibulous  orang- 
outang, we  have  the  old  sailors'  yarn  of  the 
monkey  whose  drink  was  doctored  by  its  miser- 
able owner. 

The  simian  behaved  like  a  human  being, 
even  unto  awakening  with  a  splitting  headache. 
Thereafter  it  declined  all  convivial  invitations, 
excusing  itself  by  laying- its  paw  on  its  brow 
and  groaning.  To  be  sure,  its  motive  was  phy- 
sical, nor  moral,  but  it  saved  itself  from  a 
drunkard's  grave  and  set  an  example  that  im- 
pressed sailormen  strongly  enough  to  become 
a  tradition  of  the  fo'c's'le. 

An  even  more  eloquent  advocate  of  total  ab- 
stinence was  Barnaby  Rudge's  raven,  with  its 
"Polly,  put  the  kettle  on,  and  we'll  all  have  tea." 
Was  ever  the  cup  that  cheers  but  does  not  in- 
ebriate more  cheerily  recommended? 

Dickens,  it  should  not  be  forgotten,  was  an 
authority  on  ravens,  of  which  he  possessed  twp 
or  three  at  different  times  in  his  career.  He 
devotes  considerable  space  to  a  record  of  his 
study  of  these  birds  in  the  introduction  to  the 
novel  just  quoted.  His  testimony  in  rebuttal, 
therefore,  deserves  serious  consideration.  And 
here  we>can  leave  the  case  of  our  animal  clients, 
who,  we  may  assume  from  the  evidence  ad- 
duced, are  "like  human  beings"  also  in  this, 
that  while  some  of  them  have  a  weakness  for 
drink,  others  have  the  common  sense  to  dread 
it,  hate  it,  and  leave  it  severely  alone. — The 
New  York  Tribune.

NIGHT  FISHING  FOR  BASS 

We  anglers  are  an  ingenious  lot,  or  so  we 
fancy.  Not  one  of  us,  to  speak  candidly,  but 
has  discovered,  or  thought  out,  or  uncon- 
sciously adopted  some  ■  trick  or  twist  which, 
being  our  own.  or  having  been  so  faithfully 
fostered  that  we  so  hold  it,  makes  us  just  a 
little  more  capable  at  the  art  than  our  brother. 
There  is  something  wonderfully  fascinating 
about  disposing  a  minnow  with  a  bait  rod  at 
just  the  proper  place  to  engage  a  bass,  and 
about  taking  him  with  a  slender  line  and 
frail  hook,  which  are  scarcely  more  our  weap- 
ons in  the  battle  than  the  knowledge  of  how 
to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  tension  on  the 
rod  and  reel,  and  thus  to  defeat  the  veriest 
wiles  of  savagery  known  to  the'bass. 

One  must  likewise  accept  it  as  proof 
abundant  of  that  man's  fitness  to  be  acclaimed 
an  angler  wdio  with  his  casting  rod  neatly 
flips  a  lure  to  the  edge  of  the  lily  pads  or  be- 
neath an  overhanging  branch,  and  thus  puts, 
his  challenge  beyond  ignoring  to  a  bass 
among  bass,  giving  him  thereafter  a  fair  and 
sportsmanlike  chance,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
struggle  lifts  him  with  bare  hands  over  the 
side  of  the  boat,  to  the  scorn  of  a  landing  net. 

And.  further,  there  is  the  usual  fishing  for 
bass  with  a  delicate  fly  rod  by  day,  with  the 
exercise  of  that  intuition  which  suggests  the 
use  of  flics  of  pronounced  color,  or  gray,  or 
black  ones,  according  to  the  brightness  of 
the  sun,  or  the  haze  all  about,  or  the  slow 
settling  of  the  clouds.  And  the  fly  is  laid 
away  out  yonder  to  descend  just  as  safely  as 
fell  the  kisses  of  the  fairies  which  our  fathers 
and  mothers  invoked  in  our  childhood.  Now 
it  is  drawn  across  the  water  to  make  the 
barest  ripple.  The  bass,  practical  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  everything  else,  as  he  is,  holding 
that  the  proof  is  only  in  the  eating,  exactly 
as  we  have  been  told  in  our  own  adage  about 
the  pudding  and  the  bag,  makes  a  dash  for  it, 
to  become,  at  the  end,  a  fine  trophy. 

Let  us  pause  here  to  put  the  question 
Is  there  anything  finer  in  death  than  a  splen- 
did, big  bass? 

But  to  get  back  to  the  matter  of  ingenuity. 
Have  you  ever  fished  for  bass  with  a  fly  rod 
by  night?  This  idea,  though  perhaps  not 
new,  was  not  until  this  moment  common 
property.  Arrive  just  at  dark  at  that  por- 
tion of  the  lake  where  the  bank  declines  gen- 
tly and  where  grass  grows  to  the  very  edge 
of  the  water.  Have  with  you  two  or  three 
moth  miller  flics  attached  to  their  leaders  and 
wound  about  your  hat,  where  they  will  be 
more  convenient  than  in  the  fly  book. 

A  creel  with  the  furnished  rod  should 
complete  your  equipment. 

Avoid  the  nights  when  the  moon  is 
bright,  choosing  rather  the  hour  when  it  is 
just  due  to  peep  over  the  horizon,  or,  better 
still,  have  only  the  light  of  the  stars.  Walk 
along  softly,  dropping  your  fly  not  more  than 
a  few  inches  from  the  bank,  drawing  it  to- 
ward you  or  outward  not  more  than  the 
length  of  the  rod.  The  bass  are  there  at  your 
feet  waiting  to  fall  upon  and  destroy  some 
hapless  insect  which  hi  jumping  may  wrongly 
cactulate  the  distance  to  a  grass  blade  and 
fall  upon  the  •surface  of  the  lake. 


Your  white  fly  may,  and  very  probably 
will,  appeal  to  him.  Constant  alertness  is  the 
price  of  success.  Your  rod  you  see  dimly,  if 
at  all.  Of  the  directions  of  movement  of  the 
fish  you  have  only  the  k-owledge  that  is  com- 
municated to  you  through  slender  strips  of 
bamboo.  Whether  he  be  monstrously  large 
or  simply  powerful  for  his  size,  you  may  not 
know  until  you  have  defeated  him.  Your  line 
you  may  protect  only  as  the  sense  of  touch 
suggests. 

A  landing  net,  because  of  the  darkness,  is 
valueless,  and  so,  after  a  while,  when  tf\c 
struggle  has  grown  feeble,  with  one  hand  you 
hold  your  rod  back  of  you,  allowing  it  to  bend 
nearly  double  across  your  shoulder;  with  the 
other  you  catch  the  line  and  lift  the  bass  gen- 
tly to  dispose  him  in  your  creel.  If  you  are 
ungovernably  curious,  you  will  strike  a  match 
by  its  glow  to  gain  some  hirtvof  his  size,  but 
very  probably  that  same  spam-will  frighten 
out  into  the  depths  other  ba»^  '  that  might 
have  fattened  your  basket. 

Your  sport  will  last  until  io  o'clock — 
rarely  later;  not  by  any  means  an  arbitrary 
hour,  for  where  nature  truly  prevails  every- 
thing is  strictly  ordered,  even  to  the  hours  of 
retirement  of  a  self-respecting  bass. — Guy  C. 
Seeds,  in  Outing.

DUCK  SHOOTING  EXTRAORDINARY 

Not  long  ago.  while  stationed  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  Albany,  P.  I..  Capt.  Burt,  18th  Infan- 
try, and  myself  decided  to  take  a  trip  to  Lake 
Batq,  some  40  miles  inland.  We  packed  all 
our  duffle  into  an  army  wagon  and  with  four 
sturdy  mules  to  draw  it,  started  early  one 
morning  for  our  long  drive,  arriving  at  the 
lake  that  night.

The  report  of  a 
gun  was  unknown  in  the  vicinity  and,  of 
course,  the  fowl  were  not  gun-shy.  We  took 
life  easy  until  2  o'clock  the  following  morning, 
when  our  guides  awakened  us.  Creeping  out 
of  our  blankets,  we  got  into  our  baucas,  or 
boats,  and  started  down  the  lake  shore.  About 
3  o'clock  we  reached  a  rushing  stream  some 
40  feet  wide,  and  I  can  safely  swear  that  each 
and  every  mosquito  from  tip  to  tip  measured 
the   same.     Wow! 

We  plunged  into  a  marsh,  sinking  to  our 
knees  in  many  places,  and  waded  some  three 
miles.  It  was  still  dark,  and  I  had  visions  of 
horrible  snakes  and  mammoth  lhtards,  in 
which  this  country  abounds.  After  an  hour 
of  this  sort  of  travel  we  armed  at  the  edge 
ot  a  iiiiic  unmi  poem  some  nvaswes  yetae  at 


diameter.  One  of  the  guides  motioned  for  the 
Captain  to  remain  with  him  and  my  guide, 
beckoning  to  me  to  follow,  jumped  into  the 
water  to  his  waist.  In  I  jumped.  Ugh!  I'll 
never  forget  it  as  long  as  I  live ;  soft,  slimy 
mud  for  the  bottom  and  now  and  then  a  snake 
gliding  silently  along  the  water  in  front  of 
me. 

We  reached  the  other  side  and  entered  a 
little  inlet.  Passing  through  this  we  came 
out  into  another  pond  exactly  like  the  first. 
The  guide  took  me  to  a  little  clump  of  partly 
submerged  alders,  and  we  waded  in  and  got 
among  them  as  best  we  could.  I  was  sitting 
in  mud  and  water  up  to  my  waist.  But  the 
air  was  simply  alive  with  ducks,  as  we  knew 
from   the   whirr  of  their  wings. 

Daylight  came,  and  I  shall  never  forget  the 
sight.  Flock  after  flock  came  dropping  down 
into  the  pond.  I  heard  the  captain's  rifle  and 
knew  the  shooting  was  on.  It  seemed  like 
deliberate  murder.  Flocks  of  ducks  number- 
ing 500  would  fly  within  20  yards,  and  after 
being  shot  at  would  circle  and  come  right 
back.  At  about  9  o'clock,  gathering  our  kill, 
we  went  back  to  the  first  pond.  Between  us 
we  had  ducks  enough  to  give  the  battalion  a 
Thanksgiving  dinner.  We  shot  them  all  with 
our  rifles. 

Since  leaving  that  station  my  field  of  labor 
has  been  changed  to  Alindanao,  and  while 
stationed  on  a  hill  on  the  shores  of  Lake 
Lanao,  I  have  been  able  to  shoot  wild  hogs  by 
moonlight  from  the  guard  house.  One  night 
while  returning  from  a  small  scrap  with  the 
Moros,  in  the  Taraca  valley,  I  shot  several 
ducks,  feeding  in  the  rice  paddies,  the  full 
tropical  moon  making  it  as  light  as  day.  At 
my  present  station,  Misamis,  I  have  good 
snipe  shooting.  There  are  monkeys  every- 
where, but  they  are  too  human  to  kill.  If 
they  are  wounded  they  cry  and  sob  like  small 
children.  The  natives  eat  them  and  use  their 
hides  to   make   drum  heads. 

For  big  game  we  have  the  water  buffalo, 
which  if  wounded,  will  put  up  a  pretty  stiff 
fight,  and  in  a  good  many  cases  it  is  the  hun- 
ter hunted  if  he  is  not  an  excellent  shot.  The 
woods  are  full  of  deer,  but  they  are  very  small, 
being  about  the  size  of  a  hound  or  a  shep- 
herd dog.  They  are  easily  tamed  and  almost 
every  American  in  the  provinces  keeps  one  or 
two  tame   deer. — Recreation. 


A  RECORD  DAY 


I  am,  as  I  am  bound  to  admit,  the  kind  of 
angler  to  whom  record  days  seem  naturally 
to  belond.  The  worst  of  it  is  that  their  title 
to  "record  days"  is  due  to  the  villainies  with 
which  harsh  circumstance  pursues  me.  I  am 
permitted  to  do  nothing,  right.  Thus,  al- 
though I  had  earned  some  right  to  believe 
that  immunity  had  been  purchased  by  my 
spring  fortnight  of  1910.  that  belief  has  been 
completely  shattered.  My  spring  fortnight  of 
wet  fly  fishing  in  moorland  sreams,  which  I 
am  used  to  count  the  most  chief  of  all  life's 
pleasures,  had  been  ruined  by  the  weather.  No 
men  were  ever  so  cold,  no  men  ever  fought 
agaiust  such  down-stream  hurricanes,  no 
men  ever  saw  more  snow  and  sleet  and  hail 
and  icy  rain  and  flooded,  turgid  rivers  and 
freakish  thunderstorms  than  we  saw  in  Wales 
this  year.  Few  men.'  professing  themselves 
anglers,  ever  caught  fewer  fish.  That  was  in- 
deed a  bitter  penance,  and  I  said  to  myself 
that  high  Fate  had  taken  it  out  of  me  very 
fully.  I  said  to  myself  that  after  this  expia- 
tion things  would  go  well  and  merrily  down 
south.     Fool! 

Four  days  have  I  snatched  for  angling 
since  the  Mayfly  came  up.  Not  one  of  them 
has  been  good.  But,  listen,  who  have  hearts 
to  feel  compassion,  to  the  deplorable  calami- 
ties of  the  last  of  these  days.  It  was  a  day 
brimming  over  with  hope  and  promise.  It 
was  such  a  day  as  June  rarely  gives  to  mor- 
tals. Out  of  high  heaven  a  compelling  sun 
beat  upon  the  earth,  warming  its  cold  listless- 
ness  to  eager  life.  A  gentle  breeze,  replacing 
the  high  wind,  tempered  the  hat  with  grac- 
ious refreshment.  Clouds  danced  across  the 
sky,  swallows  flew  high,  horses  neighed  with 
pleasure  in  the  fields,  and  Mayflies  danced  up 
and  down,  drunk  with  the  desire  of  their  kind. 
"Go  not,"  I  said  on  arriving  at  the  river  in  a 
hired  fly  and  a  burst  of  poetic  sentiment — "go 
not,  happy  day,  from  the  fields."  And  the 
happy  day  remained. 

But,  after  all,  I  had  taken  a  considerable 
journey  at  considerable  expense,  and  I  had 
flung  from  my  overburdened  conscience  the 
memory  of  work  and  duty  for  the  sole  su- 
preme purpose  of  taking  trout  by  rod  and  line 
and  fly.  I  had  hoped,  not  unreasonably,  that 
there  would  be  a  satisfactory  rise  of  Mayfly, 
and  that  the  trout  would  display  that  conveni- 
ent gluttony  which  brings  trout  and  men  to 
bad  ends.  On  the  other  days  the  fish  had  re- 
garded the  fly  with  but  a  languid  appetite. 
They  had  been  far  from  "gleg  at  the  uptak.' " 
This,  then,  surely  should  have  been  the  day  of 
days.  So  confident  did  I  feel  that  a  broad  ex- 
panse of  stream  without  a  dimple,  did  not 
dismay  me.  Even  after  hours  of  weary  watch- 
ing hope  still  burned  in  me.  Even  when  the 
fly  came  up,  rather  sparsely  but  quite  dis- 
tinctly, to  be. entirely  neglected  by  the  fish, 
hope's  ashes  still  were  hot  Only  at  the  bit- 
ter end  did  1  fall  a  prey  to  despair  and  hurl 
my  comoendiOtts  malediction  on  the  river, 
the  fish,  the  lie,  the  day,  and  all  the  vanities 
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\   Sports   for  the   Month — For  the   angler,    \\ 

grilse    and    spring    salmon.     For    the 

shooter,  ducks  and  geese. 
\   In   Season — Ducks,   geese,   brant,   snipe;    <> 

grilse,  salmon,  steelheads  in  tidal  water. 
o   February  28  the  last  day  of  the  season  for   \'< 

ducks  and  snipe. 


The  net  result  of  this  day  was  that  I  lost 
a  pipe,  a  cast,  three  Mayflies,  two  fish,  and  a 
train,  so  that  I  am  entitled  to  call  it  a  "record" 
day.  Now  the  pipe  was  a  bitter  loss.  I  laid 
it  down  either  after  finishing  my  frugal  lunch 
or  during  the  horrid  manoeuvres  that  ended 
in  the  loss  of  a  complete  cast.  I  discovered 
the  loss  at  3:15  p.  m.  I  smoked  five  cigarettes 
— which  I  detest — between  that  hour  and  tea- 
time.  Then,  without  tobacco  of  any  kind,  I 
abandoned  my  dreams  of  the  lower  water  and 
tramped  up  stream  again  to  look  for  my  pipe 
and  a  rising  fish.  I  found  neither.  I  did  see 
two  good  fish  rise,  each  in  solitary  and  pur- 
poseless fashion.  I  rose  both  and  hooked 
one.  He  came  unstuck  after  letting  me  know 
that  he  was  an  entirely  worthy  fish.  All  this 
was  bad  enough.  It  was  so  much  worse  in 
that,  a  week  earlier,  I  had  lost  another  pipe. 
of  which  the  bowl — which  in  Wales  I  had 
successfully  landed  as  it  careered  down  stream 
below  me — dropped  off  in  a  deep  hayfield  and 
buried  itself  irrevocably.  Then  I  had  bought, 
locally  and  cheaply,  the  other  pipe,  and  this 
other  pipe  had  turned  out  a  rare  and  curious 
success. 

I  come  next  to  the  cast.  Was  that  my  fault? 
Writh  high  and  skilful  cunning  I  purposed  to 
reach  the  one  good  fish  who  was  feeding  at  all 
by  pitching  the  fly  on  to  a  particular  blade  of 
grass  far  upstream  on  the  opposite  bank,  and 
pulling  it  with  a  fall  as  light  as  thistledown 
on  to  the  water.  I  did  so  pitch  the  fly.  I  pulled 
very  gently,  and  the  brute"  fixed  itself  firmly 
in  a  hidden  stump  of  absolutely  unyielding 
fixity.  I  pulled,  I  tugged,  I  roared  in  pain 
and  frenzy.  My  fish  surged  away  in  furious 
astonishment,  leaving  a  great  wake  behind 
him.  At  last  my  line  came  back,  leaving  the 
whole  gut  cast  dangling  on  the  stump.  The 
river  was  a  hundred  yards  deep,  and  the  near- 
est bridge  a  mile  away.  I  got  so  far  as  to  take  < 
off  my  coat  with  the  determination  of  swim- 
ming for  the  cast,  and  then  I  left  it  with  my 
malediction. 

Of  the  loss  of  two  fish  I  will  say  nothing. 
That  is  a  commonplace  of  bad  angling.  But 
the  train !  There  I  was  vilely  betrayed  by  B. 
Him  I  instructed  to  purchase  a  local  timetable 
and  look  out  the  train.  He  did  so,  and  we 
commanded  the  hired  fly  accordingly.  On  the 
way  to  the  station  I  asked  if  there  were  time 
for  me  to  purchase  another  pipe.  Looking  at 
his  watch,  he  said  we  had  ten  minutes  to  spare. 
Then  we  reached  the  station  to  watch  the  last 
carriage  crawling  out  of  it.  B.  had  looked  out 
the  train  from  the  wrong  station.  Add  to  this 
that  I  had  consented  to  an  earlier  train  home 
in  order  to  consult  his  absurd  convenience, 
and  that  as  I  left  the  river  I  heard  the  steady 
"plop,  plop"  which  marked  the  beginning  of 
the  long-lost  rise. 

Thus  and  thus  have  I  enjoyed  another  rec- 
ord day.  Pray  forgive  me  the  conviction  that 
angling  is  an  overrated  pastime. — Guy  C.  Pol- 
lock.

Pacific  road  by   ths  New  Year  of  1912.

He  had  taken  up 
a  strong  position  in  Modder  river.  His 
men  fought  stubbornly  for  nine  days, 
but  the  British  were  too  strong  for 
them.  After  a  fierce  assault  ln  which 
many  Canadian  boys  fell,  Cronje  gave 
up  the  hopeless*  struggle  and  the  vic- 
tory of  Paardeburg  was  won  on  the 
27th  of  February.  There  was  mourn- 
ing In  every  city  In  Canada  from 
Halifax  to  Victoria  for  the  brave  lads 
who  paid  their  first  victory  with  their 
lives  but  there  was  such  public  re- 
joicing in  all  parts  of  the  empire  as 
those  who  took  part  ln  It  will  never 
forget.  It  was  the  turning  point  of 
the    war. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  Duke  of  Con- 
naught,  a  son  of  Queen  Victoria, 
opened  the  first  parliament  of  a  Unit- 
ed South  Africa.  The  first  governor- 
general  Is  Herbert  Gladstone,  the  son 
of  the  great  Liberal  leader,  William 
Ewart  Gladstone,  and  the  premier  1h 
General  Botha,  a  fellow  countryman 
and   brother  soldier  of  Cronje's. 

The  page  of  battle  and  bloodshed 
has  been  turned  In  the  history  of 
South  Africa  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
the  children  of  the  Dutch  and  Eng- 
lishmen who  were  enemies  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  century  will  grow  up 
to  love  each  other  and  the  great  land 
for  which  mony  of  their  fathers  shed 
their  blood.

As  each  old  year  ends  and  a  new  one  opens, 
we  send  greetings  to  all  our  friends,  and  receive 
them  and  however  poetic  their  language,  their 
meaning  resolves  itself  into  the  same  short 
phrase:  "I  wish  you  a  happy  New  Year,  and 
many  of  them." 

Now,  if  you  asked  the  question  of  a  dozen 
people,  one  after  the  other:  "What  would 
give  you  the  greatest  happiness  in  the  world?" 
hardly  two  would  answer  alike. 

"Fame,"  "Power,"  "Great  Riches,"  "More 
Brains,"  "Leisure  and  Means  to  Travel," 
"More  Opportunities  for  Pleasure,"  "More 
Scope  for  Work,"  "Good  Health,"  "Long  Life." 
are  some  of  the  replies  usually  elicited,  and 
in  most  of  these  one  sees  that  "self"  is  at  the 
root  of  the  ambition. 

Some  people  seem  never  to  be  happy.  If 
the  day  is  sunny,  it  is  "too  hot" ;  if  the  sun  is 
hidden  by  a  cloud,  it  is  "miserably  cold";  if 
friends  call,  they  are  voted  a  nuisance:  if  they 
stay  away,  they  are  callous  and  unkind.  These 
are  the  people  who,  if  they  have  a  slight  cold, 
imagine  they  are  suffering  from  bronchitis, 
or  that  influenza  is  imminent;  if  they  have  a 
pain  through  injudicious  eating,  they  talk  of 
fearing  appendicitis  and  an  operation,  and' 
later  on  in  life  they  develop  "nerves"  to  such  a 
shocking  extent  that  they  become  a  misery  to 
themselves  and  to  everybody  else  who  is 
brought  into  contact  with  them.  They  never 
give  anybody  any  flowers  in  their  lifetime,  and 
nobody  remembers  to  put  flowers  on  the.tr 
graves  when  they  have  been  dead  a  year. 

There  are  others,  on  the  contrary,  who  get 
much  happiness  of  a  sort  out  of  everything 
they  do,  for  whatever  they  touch  seems  to  turn 
to  gold.  Theirs  is  the  temporary  happiness  of 
acquiring,  and  they  amass  riches,  and  these  go 
on  multiplying,  but  are  not  put  to  much  real 
use.  But  in  process  of  time,  in  many  cases,  the 
money-getting  begins  to  pall;  and  frequently 
these  comes  suspicion  of  everybody,  fear  that 
"'friendship"  is  only  simulated  for  what  it 
hopes  to  gain  ;  then  the  happiness  of  it  all 
gradually  vanishes.  In  old  time  it  was  said: 
'How  hardly  shall  they  who  have  riches  enter 
the  kingdom  of  Heaven";  but  today  that  may 
easily  be  altered  into  How  hardly'  shall  thev 
who. .have  riches  enter  the  "Kingdom  of  Love.'" 
The  pursuit  of  anything,  be  it  learning,  wealth, 
fame,  power,  or  even  health,  when  its  advan- 
tages are  only  designed  for  the  happiness  of 
self,  usually  fails  to  reach  its  ultimate  bfject, 
and  "Dead  Sea  fruit"  would  be  the  better  def- 
inition. But  there  is  real  happiness  for  anyone 
who  would  have  it ;  it  is  to  be  had  without  any 
positive  seeking,  and  the  following  is  an  in- 
stance of  the  truth  of  this: 

There  is  an  old  lady  I  know  of  in  the  Old 
Country  who  is  known  to  hundreds  of  people, 
who  love  her  as  "Grannie."  though  she  is  no 
kith  nor  kin  of  any  of  them.  She  has  not  a  very 
large  income  and  lives  very  simply.  Writing 
to  an  old  friend  to  wish  her  a  "Merry  Christ- 
mas." this  old  lady,  who  has  been  described 
as  "bottled  sunshine."  says:  "J  have  just  had 
my  seventy-second  birthday,  but  1  am  as 
"young  as  ever." 

Xow,  why  is  this? 

Simply  because  this  old  lady  is  perfectly 
happy,  because  all  her  life  has  been  Spent — 
as  the  remainder  of  it  will  be — in'  doing  her 
best  to  make  others  happy,  and  never  troubling 
about  herself.

If  she  was 
in  the  bill,  everything  would  go  well:  if  any- 
ihing,  even  in  the  stage  management,  threat- 
ens to  go  wrong,  she  knows  how  to  put  it 
right,  and  will  work  with  indefatigable  will 
and  contagious  cheerfulness;  She  is  the  sweet- 
heart of  all  the  young  boys,  and  in  all  difficul- 
ties they  have  only  to  say  to  each  other.  "We 
will  consult  dear  Grannie."  and  the  clouds 
clear  up  at  once.  For.  in  addition  to  the  enor- 
mous experience  of  a  well-read,  highly-cul- 
tured, widely-travelled  woman  of  servatile  tal- 
ents, she  has  unbounded  sympathy  with  men 
and  women  everywhere.

GOWNS  AND  GOSSIP 

You  have  no  doubt  discovered  that  our 
old  friend  the  sash  has  reappeared  upon  the 
scenes.  On  the  whole,  I  am  very  fond  of  a 
sash,  whether  it  be  used  on  the  front  of  a 
gown  or  upon  the  back,  for  it  will  often  give 
•  long  line  where  one  is  badly  needed,  and  in 


certain  cases  it  is  particularly  useful,  as  in 
that  of  a  black  and  white  evening  gown, 
when  a  long  strand  of  velvet  will  work  won- 
ders. 

An  evening  gown  of  embroidered  tulle,

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THE  INDULGENT  MOTHER 


It  is  a  real  misfortune  in  these  casual  days 
to  be  a  thin-skinned,  or  sensitive  person.  The 
world  is  in  such  a  hurry,  its  restless,  pushing, 
grasping  existence  has  knocked  off  most  of  its 
own  corners,  and  angles,  and  its  finer  feelings 
have  got  blunted,  so  it  has  no  time  to  notice, 
nor  sensibility  to  appreciate,  the  feelings  of  the 
less  hardened  of  the  community.  When  Mrs. 
Blank,  more  observant  perhaps  than  some, 
says  to  Mrs.  Worldly-wise,  "Your  friend  So- 
and-So  was  quite  hurt  with  you  today ;  she 
says  you  never  go  and  see  her,  or  answer  her 
invitations,"  Mrs.  Worldly-wise  only  laughs 
and  says,  "Why  they  were  only  invitations  to 
her  dull  tea  parties,  and  no  one  expects  an- 
swers to  those  sort  of  invitations,  and  as  to 
going  to  sec  her.  she  lives  the  other  side  of  no- 
where, and  I  have  no  time.  Very  silly  of  her 
if  she  is  huffy;  I  hate  touchy  people;" 

In  this  I  quite  agree  with  Mrs.  Worldly- 
wise.  I.  too,  dislike  ■touchy"'  people — they 
are  tiresome  and  difficult  to  get  on  with.  But 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  difference  between  tak- 
ing offence  where  none  is  intended  and  sub- 
mitting to  and  ignoring  intended  rudeness,  or 
what  amounts  to  rudeness,  without  perhaps 
being  intentional.  It  is  no  doubt  often  very 
difficult  to  know  where  to  draw  the  line  be- 
tween the  rudeness  which  is  intentional  and 
that  which  is  the  result  of  the  casual  manners 
of  the  day;  and  especially  of  course  is  this  felt 
by  the  tyro.  Unversed  in  the  ways  of  society, 
whether  through  lack  of  years  or  of  experience. 
The  woman  of  the  world  can  generally  as- 
cribe the  behavior  she  finds  uncivil  to  its  right 
cause,  and  does  not  make  the  mistake  of  be- 
ing "huffy"  with  the  friend  who  has  no  idea 
of  offending,  and  so  losing  that  friend,  for 
there  is  nothing  people  dislike  so  much  as 
"huffiness." 

■  There  is  often  some  explanation  perfectly 
simply,  of  conduct  which  at  first  sight  appears 
rude,  and  the  wise  woman  before  jumping  to 
conclusions,  waits  to  see  if  the  explanation  is 
forthcoming.  If  it  is  not,  and  the  offence  is 
repeated,  then  a  quiet  avoidance  of  that  ac- 
quaintance— which  can  be  done  without  rude- 
ness, or  even  any  marked  coolness  of  manner 
—  is  to  be  recommended. 

That  there  are  many  people  in  society  who 
can  be  abominably  rude  to  those  whose  ac- 
quaintance they  do  not  care  for,  is  too  notori- 
ous to  need  much  comment;  and  it  is  undoubt- 
edly very  unpleasant  for  the  many  quite  nice 
hut  insignificant  persons  who  have  to  submit 
to  their  airs  and  graces.  For  submit  they 
must,  to  show  resentment  is  impossible;  so 
all  they  can  do  is  to  ignore  the  acquaintance  in- 
stead of  waiting  to  be  ignored.  Unfortunately, 
we  are  a  nation  of  snob*;  it  cannot  be  dented 
that  we  "dearly  love  a  lord,"  and  society  is 
full  of  climbers,  who  will  feign  blindness  to 
any  amount  of  snubbing,  and  even  gush  to 
these  rude,  if  highly  placed*  persona,  if  ther 
can  get  the  entree  to  some  smart  party  at  elf 
elusive  hottse-as'-a'ejnidi,.!*!!:..*^^^!**"^ 
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One  of  Aesop's  fables  relates  how  a  crim- 
inal beneath  the  gallows  begged  to  be  allowed 
to  whisper  a  last  farewell  to  his  mother;  but 
on  his  request  being  granted,  bit  her  ear,  giv- 
ing as  his  reason  for  this  extraordinary  act 
that  his  present  position  was  due  to  her  hav- 
ing omitted  to  punish  him  for  his  faults  when 
a  boy. 

This  type  of  mother,  probably  rare  in 
ancient  times,  is  extremely  common  in  the 
present  day.  and  though  over-indulgence  does 
not  lead  to  such  fatal  results  as  in  the  fable,  it 
leads  to  many  undesirable  consequences,  and 
proves  a  serious  disadvantage  to  the  victims 
of  such  indulgence  in  later  years.  According 
to  the  testimony  of  many,  school  teachers  and 
others,  such  over-indulgence,  is  on  the  in- 
crease, and  if  not  checked  in  time,  must  even- 
.  tually  lead  to  the  degeneration  of  the  national 
character.  Although  this  indulgence  per- 
meates all  classes,  it. is  in  the  upper  and  upper 
middle  classes  that  the  too  indulgent  parent 
abounds,  more  especially  where  families  are  • 
small. 

There  are  two  types  of  the  indulgent 
mother,  and  their  indulgence  arises  from 
widely-different  causes,  37et  the  net  result  is 
generally  the  same,  and  the  child  in  after  life 
has  to  pay  the  penalty,  and  learn  through 
trials  and  stress  of  circumstances  that  all  ac- 
tions bring  their  own  consequences,  and  that 
nature  is  the  reverse  of  indulgent,  and  never 
forgives  a  transgressed  law.  The  first  type 
of  the  indulgent  parent  is  the  easy-going, 
good-naturacl  woman  who  is  also  too  occu- 
pied with  her  own  pursuits  to  take  more  than 
a  superficial  interest  in  the  upbringing  of 
her  child  ;  she  provides  him  (or  her)  with 
nurses,  and  later  on  with  teachers,  and  is  of- 
ten careless  as  to  who  she  selects  lor  these 
posts,  taking  references,  or  absence  of  refer- 
ences, for  granted,  and  when  they  are  installed 
does  not  trouble  herself  further.  In  the  rare 
moments  when  she  is  in  the  company  of  her 
child  she  gives  way  to  all  his  desires  for  the 
sake  of  peace,  and  when  there  is  any  appeal 
from  the  authority  of  the  nurse,  it  is  invari- 
ably given  in  favor  of  the  child.  With  some 
such  sentence  as,  "He  is  very  young,"  "Let 
him  have  what  he  wants,"  "Don't  break  his 
spirit,"  she  dismisses  the  case.  Tears  are 
dried,  the  child  rejoices  in  his  victory,  and 
speedily  finds  a  fresh  opportunity  of  evading 
his  duties.  It  is  a  most  fortunate  thing  for 
the  child  if  he  is  sent  early  to  school,  and  he 
usually  is,  for  appeals  and  scenes  worry  the 
easy-going  mother.  At  school  he  will  learn 
discipline  and  ohedience,  and  although  the 
holidays  will  neutralize  much  of  the  good 
achieved  in  term  time,  yet  there  will  remain 
a  balance  in  his  favor.  Indeed,  the  child  Who 
has  this  type  of  indulgent  mother  suffers  less 
in  after  life  than  one  who  is  the  offspring  of 
the  second  type. 

This  second  type  of  mother  is  over-indul- 
gent for  exactly  opposite  reasons  from  'those 
which  prevail  with  the  first  type  mentioned. 
Far  from  being  careless,  she  is  over  anxious ; 
far  from  being  wrapped  up  in  her  own  pur- 
suits, she  is  wholly  absorbed  in  her  child.  No 
one  can  minister  to  his  wants  but  herself;  the 
whole  house  and  the  interests  of  all  its  in- 
mates are  dominated  by  the  little  being  in  the 
nursery.  Education  is  conducted,  at  least 
during  early  years,  under  her  directions, 
school  is  delayed  as  long  as  possible,  and  oc- 
casionally postponed  altogether,  tutors,  and 
governesses  taking "  its  place.  Frequently, 
too,  her  zeal  by  no  means  makes  up  for  her 
want  of  knowledge.  The  extreme  type  of  in- 
dulgent mother  may  be  found  in  widows  with 
only  children,  particularly  those  who  are  the 
reverse  of  intellectual,  and  who  arc  devoid  ol 
-  ny  hobbies  or  interests  which  would  share 
their  attention  with  the  child.  Frequently 
such  a  nv  ther  makes  a  laudable,  if  futile  at- 
tempt to  prepare  herself  for  the  task  before 
her  by  joining  some  society  for  the  study  of 
children  and  their  education,  but  she  takes  up 
the  matter  superficially,  and  fails  to  assimil- 
ate the  knowledge  provided,  while  nothing 
will  ever  convince  her  that  any  one  can  pos- 
sibly be  better  fitted  than  herself  for  direct- 
ing her  darling  in  the  path  of  life.

But  to  snap  the  suspense,  Mr.  MacCutcheon 
is  in  charge  of  one  of  the  instruction  cars  of 
the  *  International  Correspondence  Schools 
which  spent  ten  days  in  Victoria,  side-tracked 
out  in  Victoria  West  near  Russel  avenue,  this 
month.  This  car,  under  contract  to  the  Can- 
adian Pacific,  will  traverse  the  entire  immense 
system  from  coast  to  coast,  stopping  at  every 
point  of  any  size  to  deliver  lectures  and  give 
instruction  to  railway  employees  in  the  use  of 
air-brakes  and  train  equipment  generally.  The 
Schools  have  eighteen  of  these  cars  at  work 
in  various  parts  of  the  North  American  con- 
tinent, and  Mr.  MacCutcheon  is  looked  upon 
as  the  best  instructor  on  the  road.  He  has 
been  on  the  car  which  visited  Victoria  for 
three  months,  and  prior  to  that  he  toured  the 
Southern  States  for  seven  years  on  another 
car. 

Judging  by  the  attention  given  the  car  while 
it  was  in  Victoria  by  local  railway  men,  the 
course  of  lectures  delivered  here  will  bear  good 
fruit.  Lectures,  lasting  an  hour  and  fifteen 
minutes  each,  were  delivered  in  the  car  during 
the  afternoons,  and  students  were  enrolled  for

Cars  104,  105  and  106  have  each  a  lecture 
room,  which  is  equipped  with  a  95^-inch  pump 
having  an  extra  sectional  upper  head  working 
in  tandem,  and  a  10-car  air-signal  apparatus 
complete,  showing  operations  under  actual  con- 
ditions. All  of  the  cars  ha#%  a  stereopticon  out- 
fit and  slides,  the  majority  of  the  slides  being 
colored  to  show  the  vaHftms  conditions  of  pres- 
sure— both  as  regards  compound  engines  and 
the  air-brake  mechanism. 

The  seating  capacity  of  one  of  these  cars  is 
about  36.  They  carry  a  crew  consisting  of  a 
manager,  solicitor,  instructor,  cook  and  fire- 
man, who  eat  and  sleep  on  the  car,  an  arrange- 
ment that  allows  them  to  be  prepared  to  give 
instruction  at  any  reasonable  hour. 

Car  101  is  fitted  up  with  apparatus  for  an- 
alyzing coal  «nd  making  tests  to  ascertain  the 
best  methods  of  firing.  Demonstrations  are 
given  daily  of  how  coal  burns,  how  smoke  is 
formed,  and  how  to  prevent  losses  in  the  com- 
bustion of  the  fuel.     This  is  a  new  departure 


be  found  satisfactory.  Your  readers  must  not 
conclude  that  a  good  profit  can  be  obtained 
from  the  feeding  of  the  ordinary  so-called 
"scrub"  birds,  as  they  will  not  do  well  under 
confinement.  Nothing  but  good,  well  bred,  do- 
cile chickens  will  do  well  in  the  fattening 
coops.  I  must  draw  particular  attention  to  the 
care  necessary  in  bringing  about  good  results, 
and  in  the  regularity  of  feeding,  watching  the 
birds  that  some  are  not  over-fed,  causing  com- 
plaints which  will  often  kill. 

Cool,  airy  premises  are  necessary,  without 
draught,  as  the  birds  not  having  exercise  are 
subject  to  colds;  therefore  avoid  draughty 
houses. 

In  dressing  the  birds  for  market,  dry  pick- 
ing is  the  system  adopted.  I  find  that  poultry 
dry-picked  will  keep  at  least  a  week  or  ten  days 
in  an  ordinary  cool  room  in  perfect  condition, 
but  scalded  birds  will  become  moist  and  slimy 
in  the  course  of  two  or  three  days.  It  is  als£ 
necessary  to  deprive  the  birds  of  all  food  for 
24  hours  before  killing;  this  also  adds  to  the 
keeping  quality  of  the  fowl,  and  is  much  cheap- 
er for  the  purchaser. 

With  regard  to  the  market  for  milk-fed 
chickens,  both  broilers  and  roasters,  I  have 
found  it  easy  to  dispose  of  all  I  can  fatten, 
at  good  prices.  My  customers  have  increased 
their  orders  each  week,  thus  proving  that  the 
chickens  are  giving  satisfaction  even  at  higher 
prices  than  the  ordinary  fowl.  They  are  con- 
sidered cheaper,  as  much  more  meat  is  found 
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that  has  proved  of  great  value  both  to  the  offi-     uP°n  a  milk-fed  than  an  ordinary  fowl,  while 

the  offal  is  not  as  much. 

I  may  add  that  the  results  above  mentioned 
can  be  obtained  only  on  rather  a  large  scale,  as 
the  expense  of  labor  in  connection  is  smaller  in 
proportion  when  one  is  fattening  from  800  to 
1,000  chickens  at  one  time,  it  being  necessary 
to  have  a  large  plant  for  profitable  results.  It 
is  my  intention  in  the  spring  of  191 1  to  en- 
large my  fattening  department  to  accommo- 
date more  than  2,000  chickens  in  fattening 
coops  at  one  time. 

If  the  information  which  is  given  here  is  of 
interest  to  poultry-growers,  I  am  pleased,  as 
I  would  like  to  see  this  very  important  indus- 
try developed,  and  should  any  of  your  readers 
breed  good  large  poultry  and  do  not  wish  to 
fatten  them  for  market,  I  would  be  pleased  to 
purchase  from  them  all  they  can  raise,  and  will 
pay  the  highest  cash  prices  alive.  I  hope  that 
many  will  interest  themselves  in  this  industry,

This  car  was  76 
feet  long  over  all,  and  was  supplied  with  the 
following  apparatus:  A  high-speed  equip- 
ment ;  a  double-headerengine  equipment ;  a  50-

of  great  importance  in  connection  with  the 
poultry  business.  When  one  views  the  chick- 
ens so  often  found  in  the  shops,  the  size  of  the 
bird,  its  shape,  the  manner  in  which  it  is  dress- 
ed and  the  price,  we  must  admit  that  an  im- 
provement should  be  made.  With  this  in  view 
I  have  established  a  fattening  department  up- 
on my  poultry  farm,  on  the  West  Gordon  Head 
road,  and  find  it  a  very  interesting  feature,  and 
a  profitable  one  as  well.  It  has  become  inter- 
esting to  me  also  in  making  an  improvement  in 
the  quality  of  chickens  seen  in  some  of  the 
stores  in  Victoria  in  the  short  time  which  my 
birds  have  -been  placed.  Undoubtedly  your 
readers  will  be  interested  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  chickens  are  fed  and  prepared  for 
the  market. 

In  the  first  place  it  is  necessary  to  select

dem, and  all  the  sectional  valves  of  both  the 
Westinghouse  and  the  New  York  air  brakes. 

At  the  end  of  each  air-brake  instruction  car 
is  a  boiler-room,  in  which  is  a  15-horsepower 
boiler  that  furnishes  steam  to  a  9J^-inch  West- 
inghouse pump  (which  supplies  air  to  a  main 
reservoir  of  42,000  cubic  inches  capacity)  ;  a 
Pyle-National  Electric.  Headlight  outfit  com- 
plete (in  the  management  and  care  of  which 
students  are  given  instruction) ;  and  a  50-light 
direct-connected  electric  dynamo  (which  fur- 
nishes light  for  the  car). 

Still  other  cars  giving  instruction  in  air- 
brake apparatus  are  70  feet  long,  equipped  with 
a  50-car  train  of  freight  brakes,  and  fitted  with 
sectional  valves,  lubricators  and  injectors. 
These  have  both  the  Westinghouse  and  the 
New  York  air  brake  in  service,  there  being  2$ 
brakes  of  each  kind  in  the  50-car  train.  All 
three  cars  have  a  boiler  room  similar  to  those 
of  cars  102  and  103;  that  of  car  105  is  equipped 


free  range  and  developed  good  frames,  but  not 
too  fleshy.  The  object  in  coop  fattening  is  to 
add  as  quickly  as  possible  new  flesh.  This  is 
done  by  selecting  as  stated,  good  healthy  fowls 
of  large  breeds.  My  experience  with  White 
Wyandottes  and  Plymouth  Rocks  has  been 
satisfactory,  as  these  are  the  two  varieties 
bred  by  me.  Other  large  breeds,  however,  may 
be  quite  equal  to  the  above.  Coops  are  made 
to  contain  from  21  to  24  chickens,  according  to 
size.  They  are  divided  in  three  pens  to  each 
coop  to  prevent  crowding.  The  coops  are 
built  principally  of  lath,  open  on  the  sides 
with  slat  bottom  to  allow  the  droppings  to 
pass  to  floor  below,  thus  keeping  the  chickens 
in  a  clean,  healthy  condition.  Portable  troughs 
are  provided  for  each  coop ;  this  is  necessary  in 
order  that  all  shall  be  fed  at  the  same  time. 
They  are  fed  in  the  morning,  soon  after  day- 
light and  in  the  evening  just  before  dark.  The

Large  wedding  fees  are  rare,  even  in  New 
York,  asserts  the  Christian  Herald.  Fees  of 
fifty  dollars  and  one  hundred  dollars  are  con- 
sidered large.

THE  CYCLOPEAN  EYE 

The  Greeks  were,  unwittingly,  very  near  an 
anatomical  truth  when  they  ascribed  to  cer- 
tain monsters  called  cyclops  only  one  eye 
apiece,  which  was  placed  in  the  centre  of  their 
foreheads. 

The  cyclopean  eye  exists  today  in  the  brains 
of  men  in  a  rudimentary  form,  for  in  the  pineal 
gland  we  find  the  last  vestiges  of  that  which 
was  once  a  third  eye,  and  which  looked  out  into 
the  world,  if  not  from  the  centre  of  the  fore- 
head, at  least  from  very  near  that  point.  There 
is  alive  today  a  little  creature  which  would  put 
to  shame  the  one-eyed  arrogance  and  pride  of 
Polyphemus  and  Arges  and  Brontes  and 
Steropes  and  all  the  rest  of  the  single-eyed  gen- 
try who,  in  the  days  of  myths  and  myth-mak- 
ers, inhabited  the  "fair  Sicilian  Isle." 

The  animal  in  question  is  a  small  lizard 
called  Calotis.  Its  well-developed  third  eye 
is  situated  in  the  top  of  its  head  and  can  be 
easily  seen  through  the  modified  and  transpar- 
ent scale  which  serves  it  as  a  cornea.  Many 
other  lacertilians  have  this  third  eye,  though 
it  is  not  so  highly  organized  as  it  is  in  the  spe- 
cies just  mentioned. 

A  tree  lizard  which  is  to  be  found  in  the 
mountains  of  East  Tennessee  and  Kentucky 
has  its  third  eye  well  developed.  This  little 
animal  is  called  the  "singing  scorpion'*  by  the 
mountaineers.
